POLITICAL  CAREER 


New  Incumbent  of  Judicial 
Bench  One  of  Most  Popular 
and  Widely  Known  Resi- 
dents of  Province,

OTTAWA,  Sept.  20.— U  was  offlcially 
announced  tonight  that  Hon.  A.  E.  Mc- 
rhlllips,  K.  c,  president  of  the  council 
oi  the  MeBrtde  Government,  had  been 
appointed  judge  of  the  Appeal  Court  of 
British    Columbia. 

The  cabinet  has  also  appointed  E,  L. 
Elwood,  K.  <-*.,  of  Massomin,  Su*k.,  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Saskatchewan,  W, 
C.  Fisher,  of  Allison,  Ontaria,  lias  been 
appointed  Judge  of  the  Cuunty  Qourt  of 
•pufterin. 

The  appointments  were  passed  by  the 
cabinet  on  Thursday  but  were  not  signed 
by  the  Deputy  Governor-General,  Sir 
Charles  Pltzpatrick,  until  today;  and 
official  announcement  was  made  tonight 
to    The   Colonist   correspondent. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  new  Appeal 
Court  Judge's  commission  Hon.  Mr.  Mc- 
rhlllips  will  automatically  pass  from  his 
p.-esent  position  in  the  Government  and 
also  In  Parliament,  which,  of  course, 
rr.«ans  a  new  pre'sldent  in  the  first  in- 
stance and  a  bye-election  In  the  Islands' 
riding  in  the  second. 

It  is  likely  that  the  commission  will 
arrive  in  the  course  of  a  day  or  two, 
so  that  this  announcement  will  set  the 
political  machinery  in  motion  in  Saanlch 
and  the  othex^elendH'  centres,  pending 
the  bye-election  for  another  representa- 
tive. This  election  will  probably  be 
called  within  the  next  few  weeks,  aa  it 
will  be  necessary  to  have  the  vacancy 
filled  before  the  next  session  of  the 
legislature.  The  appointment  of  a  new 
president  of  the  council  will  also  )ia\  B 
to  be  dealt  with,  and  already  several 
numts  have  been  mentioned  in  this  con- 
nection, but  until  Sir  Kichard  McBride 
returns  from  Great  Britatn  it  is  unlikely 
that  the  matter  will  be  proceeded  with, 
appointee  Widely   Known 

The  appointment  of  Hon.  Mr.  McPhil- 
lips to  the  bench  of  the  Appeal  Court 
in  the  Province  has  m'any  elements  of 
public  interest  in  it,  and  it  Is  safe  to 
say  that  the  people  of  Victoria,  especi- 
ally, with  Whom  the  president  of  the 
council  has  come  so  closely  in  touch 
during  the  whole  course  of  his  political 
career,  will  learn  of  his  promotion  with 
keen  appreciation.  Through  his  connec- 
tion with  the  intimate  business  of  the 
Government  he  spent  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  his  time  in  the  capital  city  dur-

ST.  PAUL,  Minn.,  Sept.  20.— To  the 
coolness  and  bravery  of  a  youthful  ele- 
vator operator,  whose  name  is  not  known 
to  officials  tonight,  because  of  the  fact 
that  he  was  working  as  relief,  scores  of 
employees  of  the  Louis  F.  Dow  Com- 
pany, an  office  fixture  manufacturing 
concern,  owe  their  lives.  Repeatedly  the 
boy  shot  his  car  to  the  upper  floors  of 
the  sla-story  (Structure  and  brought 
girls  and  men  to  safety  from  the  flames, 
which  lale  today  fatally  injured  two 
men  and  caused  a  loss  of  $310,000  to  the 
company  and   building. 

In  the  basement  where  the  Are  started 
were  James  Connelly,  aged  40,  engineer, 
end  Michael  Zeller,  aged  27,  a  finisher. 
Both  of  these  will  die  as  a  result  of 
burns.  Before  lapsing  Into  unconscious- 
ness Connelly  stated  that  there  had  been 
seme  sort  of  explosion,  which  in  a  mo- 
mint  transformed  the  engine  room  into 
a  mass  of  flames. 

The  fire,  which  was  one,.of  the  most 
spectacular  seen  here  in  years,  spiead 
quickly.  In  the  heart  of  the  business 
district,  thousands  gathered  to  witness 
the  progress  of  the  flames.  Many  of  the 
250  employees,  forty-five  of  whom  w.re 
girls,  were,  carried  from  the  fir*  escape 
ending  at  the  first  story,  by  firemen. 
According  to  officials  of  the  company, 
all  escaped  from  the  building,  although 
it  was  learned  tonight  that  two  had 
been  caught  In  the  basement.

DEATH  OF  COL  J.  ROSS 

Millionaire       Railroad       Sunder       Passes 

Away  at  Montreal  at  Age  of 

65  Years 

MONTHKAL,  Sept.  20— Colonel  .lames 
rtoss.  millionaire  railroad  builder,  died 
here  to-day  of  heart  disease  after  a 
two-weeks'  illness.  V|e  was  sixty-five 
years  old. 

Colonel  Ross  was  one  of  the  dwind- 
ling: group  of  railroad  builders  whose 
names  were  linked  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Canadian  Pacific.  He  was 
born  in  Scotland,  came  to  America  in 
1868  when  he  was  twenty  years  old. 
was  identified  in  bis  early  career  with 
the  Wisconsin  central,  ana  on  coming! 
to  Canada,  was  appointed  first  chief 
engineer,  and  afterwards  general  man- 
ager of  the  Victoria  railroad.  At  the 
n«c  of  thirty-five  Colonel  Ross  was  en- 
trusted with  the  difficult  task  of  build- 
ing the  Canadian  Pacific  west  of  Winni- 
peg. Two  years  later  he  had  completed 
the  line  over  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
Selklrks  and  the  Cold  range.  On  com- 
pletion of  tills  task  lie  was  given  the 
contract  for  the  remaining  portion  of 
the  line  and   built    it. 

1  >ii ring  the  last  twenty  years  Colonel 
Ross  was  Interested  primarily  in  trac- 
tion,  power  and    mining   operatlonn.

N.  Whit  ford  has  neen  employed 
by  the  Commission  of  Conservation  to 
begin  the  work  of  collecting  information 
along  the  above  lines  from  all  available 
sources.  The  large  amount  of  material 
which  has  been  collected  by  the  Brit- 
ish Columbia  forestry  branch  will  be 
supplemented  by  Information  to  he  se- 
cured from  all  other  possible  sources,  .In- 
cluding the  forestry  branch  of  the  Can- 
adian pacific  Railway  and  statements 
by  timber  cruisers,  limit  holders,  sur- 
veyors  and    others. 

c.  r.  m.  aide  in  Work 

The  Canadian  Peclflc  Railway  forestry 
branch  has'  collected  much  valuable  In- 
formation with  regard  to  the  forest  re-"

PEACE  TREATIES  SIGNED 


MEXK'n  <MTV,  Sept  20. — Political  af- 
fairs in  Mexico  have  undergone  a  re- 
markable change  in  the  last  few  days. 
The  Liberal  party's  defiance  of  Presi- 
dent Huerta  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
growing  out  of  opposition  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  Senor  Kduardo  Tamariz, 
one  of  the  leaders  of  the  Catholic  party, 
as  Minister-  of  Public  Instruction,  ap- 
pears to  have  opened  Hie  fight  squarely 
on  the  Issue  of  the  Catholic  party's  In- 
fluence in  Governmental  affairs,  with 
the  Liberals  and  affiliated  elements  In 
Congress   lined    up  against   It. 

Rumors  regarding  the  ai-tlon  President 
Huerta  Is  likely  to  take  deal  with  the 
possibility  of  his  dissolving  Congress  to 
rid  himself  of  opposition  from  that 
source  and  hacking  Foreign  Minister 
Onmhoa  as  his  choice  for  the  presidency. 
Other  rumors  were  that  General  Huerta 
would  bring  about  a  postponement  of  the 
election,  pending  the  pacification  of  the 
country,  and  either  remain  In  the  presb- 
dency  or  retire  in  favor  of  Minister 
Gamboa. 

President's  Btatsment 

President  Hjierta  declared  himself  oh 
the  subject  of  the  possible  dissolution  of 
Congress,  saying  he  has  no  intention  of 
going  to   that  extremity. 

While   It   was  authoritatively  stated   a' 
few   days   ago    that   General   Huerta   had 
determined   to  recall   General  Felix  Diaz,' 
pursuant  to  a  settled  plan  of  action,  it  is 
now  said   he  has  abandoned   that  course. 

In  the  face  of  overwhelming  odds 
against  him  In  the  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
General  Huerta  said  he  would  consider 
the  withdrawal  of  the  appointment  of 
Senor  T*marls,  or  might  possibly  Bhift 
him  to  some  other  ministry  where  there 
would  be  less  antagonism. 

Great  Interest  attaches  to  the  action 
the  Catholic  party  will  take  Tomorrow  in 
convention,  in  view  of  the  recent  devel- 
opment*.

present  is  insurance  against  riots  in 
Belfast  as  a  conseriuence  of  the  forth- 
coming imposition  of  Home  Rule.  Poli- 
cies for  large  amounts  have  already- 
been  taken  out.  They  will  he  valid  for 
one  year  as  -  from  January  1  next,  and 
the  percentage  at  which  business  is  be- 
ing accepted    is  steadily   rising. 

The  first  policies  taken  out  were  at 
five  shillings  per  cent,  but  many  of  the 
underwriters  very  shortly  gave  notice 
that  thus  rate  would  be  raised,  and  with- 
in a  few  days  It  is  anticipated  that  no 
business  will  be  accepted  for  less  than 
ten  shillings  per  cent. 

According  to  one  report,  the  insur- 
ance already  effected  to  cover  damage 
to  mills  and  houses  amounts  to  no  leas 
than  £400.000.  It  is  impossible,  however, 
to  rely  on  such  statements.  In  many 
cases  thr  value  of  the  mills,  warehouses 
and  so  forth,  to  he  Insured,  is  so  great 
that  it  has  been  impossible  to  Insure 
them  for  the,  full  amount,  as  the  mar- 
ket for  such  Insurance  is  at  present 
Very  limited.  Partial  Insurance  has, 
therefore,  been  effected  in  most  rases, 
the  underwriters  agreeing  to  pay  for 
dnmace  up  to  £100,000  or  some  other 
fixed    figure.

Mr.  Walter  Lutiey,  of  Luney  Bros., 
the  local  contractors  who  are  excavating 
the  site  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Compaq's 
mammoth  new  store  at  the  corner  "of 
Douglas.  Fisguard  and  Herald  Street*. 
ma.de   the  above  statement  yesterday. 

Discussing  his  plans,  Mr.  Luney  ex- 
plained that,  since  his  firm  was  In- 
formed that  its  tender  was  accepted,  all 
its  facilities,  both  men  and  machinery, 
had  been  bent  towards  getting  complete- 
ly ready  for  carrying  through  the  work 
expeditiously  and  satisfactorily.  The 
steam  shovel  had  been  put  in  placo. 
There  still  was  to  be  erected  an  electrlo 
derrick,  as  well  as  an  air  compressor 
outfit. 

To  prepare  the  foundation  for  the 
block,  which  eventually  will  go  eight 
stories  in  height,  and  in  the  first  four 
floors  of  which  there  "win  be  invest. d 
-approximately .-.$4»«,«Q0,-U^-isJ-neceasary. 
.Mr.  Luney  stated,  to  go  down  about 
twenty  feet.  It  was  estimated  that,  ow- 
ing to  the  exceptional  size  of  the  site, 
with  its  extensive  frontages  on  three 
street*,  there  would  be  24,000  yards  of 
material  removed.  Two-thirds  of  this, 
Mr.  Lunay  figures,  will  be  rock — hence 
the  need  for  the  large  compressor  plant 
which  has  been  secured. 

At  the  present  time  the  force  of  men 
engaged  is  comparatively  small.  The 
first  thing  done  was  to  cut  the  fir 
trees,  which  for  many  years  furnished 
shade  and  added  to  the  attractiveness  of 
Sfc  John's  Church.  The  next  was  to 
commence  the  <W-struetlon  of  the  old 
church  rectory,  one  of  the  pioneer  and 
historic  residences  of  the  city.  This  is 
well  under  way,  and  it  is  expected  that 
all  will  be  In  shape  for  the  initiation  of 
the    real   work   on    Monday. 

Upwards  of  twenty-two  teams  and 
forty  men  will  be  engaged  in  -a  short 
time,  according  to  Mr.  Duney.

Operation  of  Ptarmigan  Prop- 
erty by  English  Syndicate 
Expected  to  Mark  New  Era 
in  Mining. 


The  purchase  of  tbe  Ptarmigan  prop- 
erty bv  an  English  syndicate  headed  by 
the  Karl  of  Denbigh  marks  a  new  era 
in  the  history  of  mining  on  this  Island, 
In  the  opinion  of  Mr.  K.  K.  Manson,  of 
Butte.    Montana. 

Mr.  Manson  is  well  acquainted  with 
the  mineral  resources  of  Vancouver  Is- 
land! nii.l  two  yearn  ago  he  spent  several 
months  prospecting  m  the  no!«hborhood 
of  Nlmpkish  and  Eileen  Lakes,  about 
aaveoty-flve  miles  northwest  of  Camp- 
bell   Kiver. 

••There  are  large  tracts  on  this  Island 
that  have  never  been  prospected,"  said 
Mr.  Manson  last  night  at  the  Dominion 
Hotel,  "while  many  districts  that  have 
nominally  been  prospected  have  really 
only  been  superficially  scratched,  or  ex- 
amined by  nvn  With  a  very  slen.hr 
linowieiige  of   metallurgy." 

Mr.  Manson  believes  that  there  are 
large  deposfts  of  bituminous  coal  in  the 
northwest  part  of  the  Island  that  are 
only  awaiting  development  and  adequate 
transportation   facilities. 

"The  disturbances  at  Nanaimo  and 
Ladysmith  have  completely  disorganized 
the  coal  supply  at  the  Pacific  Coast." 
said  Mr.  Manson,  "and  the  shortage  of 
coal  must  be  a  deterrent  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mining  Industry  In  this 
Province  this  Winter.  The  entry  of 
British  capital  in  large  quantities  Into 
the  field  will  turn  the  eyes  of  the  con- 
tinent to  the  mineral  resources  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  and  I  predict  that  their 
lead  will  soon  be  followed  by  develop- 
ment  work  by  other   large  syndicates."

It  is  proposed  that  a  treaty  shall  he 
arranged  with  Portugal  whereby  a 
neutral  zone  shall  be  established  in  the 
.Uoref,  and  that  vessels  within  It  shall 
be  exempt  from  attack  and  seizure.  The 
London  dispatch  which  announces  this 
says  lhat  the  proposal  is  regarded  as 
incidental  to  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal.  This  does  not  seem  a  very 
satisfactory  explanation.  because  the 
Azores  are  a  very  long  way  from  the 
canal.  It  seems  rather  like  one  of  the 
many  indications,  which  are  being  in- 
creased from  day  to  day.  that  we  are 
approaching  an  era  of  better  under- 
standing between  the  nations.  It  may 
be  too  soon  to  send  out  the  Dove  of 
Peace  from  the  Ark  of  Civilization;  but 
the    waters-  are    undoubtedly    subsiding.

The  area  oT  the  archipelago  is  922 
square  miles,  and  the  population  is 

There  Is  only  one  good  harbor, 
Kayal.  on  the  group.  The  Azores  lie  a 
little  south  of  the  latitude  of  New  York 
and  are  about  4,000  miles   from   Panama.

No  kinder  work,  nor  any  that  is  move 
r.er.-led.  is  being  done  anywhere  In  Vic- 
toria than  that  Which  soes  on  every 
weekday  in  the  King's  Daughters  Best 
Room  on  Courtney  Street  It  Is  not  a 
pretentious  work.  The  women  who 
carry  it  on  are  doing  it  out  of  pure  love 
of  girls,  especially  of  \  ery   young  girls. 

.There  are  not  many  who  realize  how 
many  schoolgirls  come  into  the  city  to 
work  In  various  capacities.  It  may  he 
that  sometimes  they  leave  school 
through  wilfulness  or  a  desire  for  in- 
dependence. But  these  are  the  excep- 
tions. 

l-'oi  the  greater  number  go  to  work 
because  they  know  that  the  burden  of 
their  maintenance  is  too  great  for  the 
breadwinner.  The|r  wages  may  be  small, 
but  they  will  suffice  to  clothe  them- 
selves and  help  to  buy  mother  a  much- 
needed  gown,  or  perhaps  some  article  of 
furniture,  greatly  needed.  Perhaps  the 
baby  wants  a  cart  or  a  chair;  or  father 
himself  is  shabby.  From  month  to 
month  tfie  young  earners  find  that  by 
care  and  self-denlnl  they  can  add  to  the 
happiness    of    the    home. 

If  the  well-to-do  customer  could  only 
see  Into  the  mind  of  the  bright-faced 
ensh  girl  who  carefully  gives  her  change 
to  the  salesman  or  saleswoman,  sh<- 
wi  ul<l  read  their  msny  dreams  of  the 
great  things  she  will  do  with  the  con- 
tents of  the  pay  envelope  that  seem  so 
pitifully    smnll    in    her    eyes. 

Should  she  visit  the  girl's  home,  she 
might  find  that  the  mother's  heart  was 
not  free  from  misgivings  as  she  thought 
of  her  daughter  working  among  strang- 
ers, or  that  the  father  felt  It  hard  that 
more  mouth*  to  feet)^  and  higher  prices 
compelled  him  to  accept  her  help.

McLOUGHLI'N  TALKS  ON 

BRITISHERS'  TENNIS 

Declares   Wilding  to  Be  Ferfeet  Player 
and   Says   Parke's   Oeme   Is   Per- 
fect  of  Its   Kind 

During  his  trip  to  England  and  the 
continent  Maurice  McLoughlin  had  am- 
ple chance  to  study  the  difference  be- 
tween tennis  methods  in  America  and 
the  British  Empire.  The  fact  that  An- 
thony F.  Wilding  defeated  the  Ameri- 
can star  in  the  all-England  series  and 
that  J.  C.  Parke  at  least  divided  honors 
with  the  same  man  makes  the  compari- 
son   by    McLoughlin    very    Interesting. 

•'Wilding  is  what  might  «ne  termed 
a   sound   player,"  says  McLoughlin. 

■He  plays  a  careful  game  of  tennis 
and  a  game  that  has  all  the  earmarks 
of  study  and  Rerfect  physical  condition. 
An  important  match  will  never  find  him 
fogged  out  or  otherwise  unprepared. 
"Can  he  be  beaten  today?" 
Game  is  Perfect. 
"Well,  it  will  take  a  very  fast  player 
to  do  It,  and  then  it  must  be  the  top 
of  that  players  game.  Wilding's  game  is 
perfect  in  details,  as  well  as  the  more 
general  phases  of  tennis.  Naturally,  I 
do  no't  care  to  go  very  much  Into  de- 
tail because  he  defeated  me  handily. 
Parke's  game  1  consider  perfect  of  its 
kind.  He  Is  essentially  a  base-line 
player  and  probably  possesses  a  finer 
ground  stroke  than  any  other  star.  His 
game  is  also  what  might  be  termed 
•strokey,'  as  are  most  of  English  play- 
or»'  games.  He,  too,  is  a  heady  player, 
and  has  developed  wonderfully  in  the 
last    two    years." 

"Isn't  Parke,  like  other  Englishmen, 
rather  old  to  offer  much  chance  for 
further   improvement?" 

Parke  Wot  Too  Old. 
"No,"  answered  McLoughlin,  and  the 
ciuestlon  opens  up  a  subject  that  Is  in- 
tensely interesting.  "Even  a  casual 
observer  will  notice  that  an  Englishman 
shows,  real  tennis  calibre  after  he  has 
reached  tho  30s,  while,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Larned.  our  stars  are  in  their 
early  20s  as  a  rule.  The  explanation  is 
obvious.  In  England  the  boys  do  not 
enthuse  over  tennis  for  the  reason  that 
they,  and  occasionally  older  people,  look 
on  It  as  a  girl's  game.  The  boys  be- 
lieve it  is  a  game  for  what  we  call 
molly-coddles. 

Take  Up  Suai  Too  X.ate. 
"Later  in  life  the  young  Englishman 
may  take  a  fancy  to  the  game,  but  ho 
Is  by  that  time  usually  well  along  In' 
his  20s.  Fear  of  being  called  a  'cissy' 
s'tops  many  of  the  young  boys  from 
taking  a  "hand  at   tennis. 

"The  most  pronounced  difference,  to 
my  mind,  between  the  English  and  the 
American  game  is  the  difference  of  the 
strokes — the  knack  of  playing  a  sharp 
net  game,  as  wo  do,  and  the  perfect 
base-line  game  as  they  do.  English 
tennis  necessitates  perfect  footwork  and 
fong  volley  shots  that  barely  skim  the 
net  Our  game  Is  more  aggressive. 
Terrific  service  and  a  rush  to  the  net  is 
considered    the    best   tennlB   here. 

Perfect  on  Ground  Stroke*. 
"The  British  star  Is  also  perfect  on 
ground  strokes,  and  these  often  make 
or  round  out  his  game.  Parke  is  su- 
preme In  that  one  stroke  and  his  foot- 
work le  splendid.  Generally  speaking. 
It  is  cdhceded  that  our  youthful  start 
at  tennis  ia  lust  that  much  of  a  handi- 
cap for  the  Britisher  to  carry,  for  our 
players  have  a  big  lead  Jni  experience 
when  the  Englishman  la  Just  atarting 
out." 

McLoughlin  when  *4ked  aa  to  his  own 
•views  on  training,  maintained  that  com- 
mon sense  was  the  greateat  requisite. 

"I  Barer  touch  pastry,  candy,  or 
heavy*,  soggy  fodfletufra.  when  I  am 
preparing  for  or  In  an-  important  tour- 
nament It  Isn't  good  to  play  too  much 
tennla  suddenly,  either.  A  gradual  de- 
velopment of   the  length  of  your  game 

is    a   safeguard   against    fatigue."

XEW  YORK,  Sept.  20.— Promoters  of 
amateur  athletics  view  with  some  alarm 
the  growing  tendency  among  star  ath- 
letes to  retire  from  the  games  while 
they  are  in  possession  of  records  and 
are  undefeated,  although  they  may  have 
.several  years  of  success  before  them. 
This  policy,  If  continued,  it  is  feared 
will  rob  the.  amateur  sports  of  many 
of  Its  best  performers  and  reduce  the 
Interest  that  the  public  has  shown  in 
the  past. 

Ralph  C.  Craig,  the  hero  of  two 
sprinting  events  at  Stockholm  last 
year,  and  who  was  the  first  to  retire 
with  the  halo  of  success  still  crowning 
his  brow,  evidently  set  a  bad  example 
for  other  stars,  and  right  In  the  wake 
of  his  retirement  several  other  prom- 
inent athletes  have  declared  they  are 
through.  Charlie  Redpath,  the  400- 
nietre  champion,  has  quit  for  all  time, 
he  says,  with  his  record  still  Intact, 
and  Harry  Babcock,  the  pole-vault 
champion,  has  also  read  himself  out  of 
that  branch  of  sport.  He  has  taken  up 
rowing,  and  1b  a  member  of  the  New- 
York  A.  C.  elght-oared  crew,  which  won 
two  races  on  the  Harlem  River  last 
Memorial   Day. 

The  pructical  retirement  of  John  Paul 
Jones,  the  Cornell  star  and  holder  of 
the  world's  record  for  a  mile,  has  been 
regretted  by  followers  of  amateur  sport 
as  It  Is  believed  that  Jones  could  lower 
his  own  mark  for  the  distance  and  cre- 
ate new  records  if  he  would  remain  In 
competition.  Norman  S.  Tabor,  the 
Brown  university  man,  who  was  one  of 
the.  sensations  of  the  intercollegiate 
meets  last  season,  has  temporarly  quit 
the  game.  At  least  he  will  not  be  seen 
on  this  side  again  in  some  time,  as  he 
says  that  he  will  not  do  any  more  run- 
ning until  he  goes  to  Kngland.  where 
he  will  be  eligible  to  compete  for  Ox- 
ford as  a  Rhodes  scholar.  A.  L.  O-ut- 
terson  of  the  Boston  A.  A.,  who  made  a 
wonderful  showing  In  the  "broad'  jump 
at  Stockholm  has  tossed  aside  his 
shoes.

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"Beware    of    Germany"     is     the    warn- 
ing  which   la   being   issued    by   ever>    one 
who    has    made    a    close    and    intelligent 
study    of    the    systematic    way    the    Kai- 
ser's   athletic    officials    are    going    itbout 
the  business  of  getting  together  a   team 
which     will     properly      .represent       their 
country    in    the    sixth    Olympiad,    Which 
is   to   he  staged   in   Berlin   In  July,    1IH0. 
Most  persons  do  not  realize  the  extent 
to  which   Germany   is   planning   to   break 
up      American      monopoly      of      Olympic 
championships.      A   little    unwrftten    his- 
tory   will    probably    Illustrate    this.      In 
1908,    the   year   the   games   were   held   in 
London,      the       International       Olympic 
Council   offered   Germany   the   games   In 
1912.       The    Germans    refused,     after    a 
careful   study   of    the   local   situation,    to 
take  them.     For  several^years  previous- 
ly  their      athletic      officials      had      been 
planning    to    entertain    the    athletes      in 
1912.      To    that   end    they   had   secured   a 
place    for    the    location    of    the    stadium 
and    could    have    had    it    ready    for    1912 
had    they    not    decided    after    a    careful 
canvas   that    Interest    in    track    and    field 
athletics    throughout      the      empire    had 
not    been    sufficiently    aroused    to    enabl» 
Germany  to  do  herself  justice.     For  that 
reason    Germany    allowed    the    games    to 
go  to  Stockholm.

HALIFAX  SPEECH 


Masterly  Survey  of  Political 
Situation  by  Leader  of  Con- 
servative Party— Reply  to 
Opposition, 


Following  Is  the  full  text  of  tho 
speech  delivered  before  the  Conservative 
Club  of  Halifax,  on  Tuesday  last  by 
Rt.  Hon.  R."  L.  Borden,  Premier  of 
Canada: 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen:  It  is 
with  the  greatest  satis  fact  inn  that  I 
hail  the  opportunity  of  renewing  my  as- 
sociations with  you  and  of  expressing 
my  thnnks  for  the  support  and  confi- 
dence which  you  have  accorded  to  the 
present  administration.  The  occasion 
gives  me  also  the  advantage  of  discuss- 
ing the  record  arid  policy  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, as  to  which  not  a  little  mis- 
representation has  been  spread  abroad 
by    tho   press   opposed    to   us. 

In    recalling    the    events    or     the    last 
two   sessions   one   cannot   fall    to   be   im- 
preBBefl    with    the   desperate   character  of 
the    taotiOB    deliberately    adopted    by    the 
Opposition.       Under     the    Influence    of    a 
self-appreciation,    which    had    become   al- 
together    excessive     during     their     long 
tease   of   power,    they    labored    under   the 
singular    hallucination     that    the    people 
of   Canada   were   pining   to   restore   them 
to  office.      Hence   they    hoped   and   strove 
during    the    first    as    v^ell    as    the    second 
session   to   seize   some   opportunity   of  so 
thwarting  and  embarrassing  the  Govern- 
ment   that    a    dissolution    of    Parliament 
would   be   necessary.      It   was   confidently 
expected    and    80      announced       to    their 
friends     throughout     the    country,       that, 
through    the    lnte.rvehtion    of    the    Senate 
they      would      force    a    general    election. 
They   shaped   their  course   upon   thn  the- 
ory    that    another     election     might     im- 
prove   their    position    and    could    not    In- 
jure   It.      In    both    these    estimates,    they 
would.       beyond       question,       have      been 
grievously    disappointed.      We    took    the 
position   that   the  .Government  would  not 
be    forced.      The   constitutional    authority 
to  determine   the  date  of  a  general  elec- 
tion   is     the      (tovernor-Genernl,      acting 
upon    the    all  Vice    of    his    responsible    Min- 
isters;    and     the     Opposition     found       us 
prepared  to  meet   them   upon   this  ground 
and    to   fight    the  battle   to  a   finish.* 

Obstructive   Ttaotle. 

Eventually  obstructive  tactics  were 
carried  to  such  an  unparalleled  length 
as  to  niHke  It  necessary,  If  the  Govern- 
ment of  this  country  was  to  be  carried 
on  by  Parliamentary  methods,  that  the 
obsolete  rules  of  the  House,  of  Com- 
mons should  bo  so  modified  that  public 
business  could  be  transacted  with  rea- 
sonable dispatch,  and  that  the  country 
might  no  longer  be  scandalized  by  the 
discreditable  scenes  which  were  being 
enacted  at  Ottawa.  N'ot  only  Conserva- 
tive* but  Liberals'  have  expressed  to 
me  the  opinion  that  we  were  more. than 
Justified  In  the  action  which  we  took. 
The  only  criticism  to  which  we  are 
fairly  subject  Is  found  in  the  comment 
often  made  to  us  that  we  delayed  too 
long,  and  permitted  our  opponents  to 
go  too  far  before  we  undertook  a  mueh 
needed  .eform  in  Parliamentary  proce- 
dure.    The  result  is  bailed  with  satis- 


faction throughout  the  country  which 
is  Impressed  with  a  growing  conviction 
that  it  would  be  well  for  Parliament  t<> 
work  and   think   more  and  talk  lees. 

Coming   then   to    the   record  of   the   re- 
cent  session,    let    me   direct    your    atten- 
tion  to   our  proposals   for  improving   the 
highways    of     the     country.       For       that 
purpose,    Mr.      Cochrane      introduced    In 
each    session    a    Hill    which    simply    em- 
powered   the   Minister   of   Railways   with 
the    authority    of    the    Governor-ln-Coun- 
cil     to     enter     Into     an     agreement     with 
each   Province  for  the   expenditure   of   a 
certain    sum    appropriated    to    that    Pro- 
vince   by     the    estimates    In    each    year. 
The    sums    so    appropriated    were    to    be 
expended  by  the  Provincial  Governments 
but   only    for   the   purpose   of   construct- 
ing   new    highways    or   Improving    exist- 
ing   highways;     and    It    is    our    duty    to 
provide   proper  safeguards  for   that   pur- 
pose by  an  appropriate  agreement.     One 
clause   in   the  BUI   contained  a  provision 
that    with   the   consent  of  the  Provincial 
Government    and    with    the    authority    at 
the    Prnvlnieial    Legislature    any   portion 
of   the   money   so   appropriated    might   be 
expended     by     the    Federal    Government. 
There    was    the      most      complete    safe- 
guards of  Provincial   rights  and  of  Pro- 
vincial autonomy.     Not  nno  dollar  could 
be  expended  without  the  consent  of  the 
Provincial   Government   and    the   author- 
ity  of    the    Provincial    Legislature.      The 
expenditure     which     we     proposed     under 
this    BUI     In     1911-12     was     one     million 
dollars,   and    In    1912-13   a   million   and   a 
half,   or   a   total    of   two   and   a   half   mil- 
lion  dollars   during   the    two   years.      The 
estimates     brought    down    allocated     the 
sums   to   each  of   the  Provinces   In   exact 
proportion   to  Its   population.     Thus   tak- 
ing   the    total    amount    of    the    votes    for 
the  two  years  you  will   observe  that:

In      some 
cases    the    cost    to    the    farmer    or    other 
producer  of  transporting  his  products  to 
the      railway      station      is      considerably 
greater    than    the   freight   thence    by   rail 
to    the    nearest    available    market.      The 
amount   of   loss    and    waste    through    bad 
and    Inferior    roads    In    this    country    Is 
almost    Incalculable.      The    lute    Govern- 
ment   never    lifted    a     finger    to    remedy 
this    condition.      Not    one    dollar    of    their 
boasted    surpluses    was    ever    devoted    to 
this   ail    Important   purpose.      One   would 
not   suppose,    however,    that   they    would 
undertake  to  burk  or  destroy  a  measure 
so    obviously     In    the       Interest       of    the 
whole  people.     Therefore   we  might  con- 
fidently   have   expected    the   cordial    sup- 
port of   the  Opposition.     But,   to   the  as- 
tonishment   of  .the   country,    and    to    the 
dismay    of    many    of    their    friends,    Sir 
Wilfrid     Laurler    attacked    our    Bill    on 
the  second  reading   by  a   motion   which. 
If  carried,  'would  hare  removed  it  from 
the   Order   Paper.      He   and    his    friends 
opposed   the   Bill   with   great  visor  and 
everyone  of  them  voted  against  It  upon 
the  third  reading.     Through  his  control 
of   a    pasfftsan    majority    in    the    Senate, 
the  leader  of  the  minority  In  the  Com- 
mons was  able  to  secure  the  defeat  of 
the  Bill  by  the  Insertion  of  amendments 
which    he    knew    we    could   not    sccept.

roads.  If  this  oratorical  compensation 
should  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  the 
people  may  rejoice  in  the  assurance  that 
the  supply  is  certainly  abundant  and 
apparently   inexhaustible. 

Branch   Railway    Bill 

Still  more  extraordinary  was  the  con- 
duct of  the  Opposition  In  respect  of  the 
Branch  Railways  Bill,  which  was  design- 
ed to  confer  authority  upon  the  Minis- 
ter of  Railways  to  undertake  the  ac- 
quisition of  branch  lines  in  Quebec  and 
the  Maritime  Provinces,  which  would 
be  of  advantage  to  the  Intercolonial 
Railway.  When  the  Bill  was  In  com- 
mittee, I  submitted  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Mr.  Graham  and  Mr.  Emmer- 
son,  both  ex-Mitilsters  Of  Railways,  Mr. 
Pugsley,  Mr.  Lemieux  and  other  lead- 
ing members  of  the  Opposition.  They* 
told  me  that  It  was  entirely  acceptable 
and  removed  all  their  objections.  The 
Bill  was  accordingly  passed  unanimous- 
ly, and  went  to  the  Senate.  The  Lib- 
eral majority  in  the  Senate  emasculat- 
ed it  by  striking  out  and  amending  its 
most  Important  provisions,  so  that  as 
returned  to  the  House  of  Commons  the 
Bill  was  absolutely  useless  and  inoper- 
ative. AVhen  the  Senate  amendments 
came  under  discussion,  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier,  to  the  astonishment  of  every- 
one, warmly  defended  the  Senate's  ac- 
tion, and  declared  himself  entirely  op- 
posed to  the  very  provisions  which ^had 
ii.cn  unanimously  agreed  to  and  ap- 
proved by  all  his  followers.  The  Sen- 
ate adhered  to  their  destructive  amend- 
ments and  the  Bill  failed  to  pass,  the 
result  once  more  indicating  the  extra- 
ordinary confusion  and  division  of  opin- 
ion which  prevails  in  the  councils  of  the 
Opposition. 

Tn  line'  with   the  proposal  for  improv- 
ing   the    highway^    of    the    country    was 
the   Bill   Introduced   by   Mr.   Burrell,   the 
Minister      of       Agriculture,      providing 
grants    extending    over    a    period    of    ten 
years,    and    aggregating    in    all    ton    mil- 
lion  dollars   for  assisting?   and   extending 
agricultural    Instruction     in    the    various 
Provinces      little   thought   or   considera- 
tion   seems    to    have    been    given    by    the 
late  Government  to  any  such  step.     Ev- 
ery   progressive    country     in    the    world 
is    devoting     its    energies    to    Improving 
its    methods    of    agriculture,    and    it    is 
beyond  question   that  remarkable  results 
have  been  attained   through   well  direct- 
ed   efforts    for    this    purpose    by    means 
of   practical    instruction   and   demonstra- 
tion.     Not    only    through    instruction    at 
colleges    and    training    schools,    but    by 
actual    demonstration    on    the    farm    or 
In    the    orchard    those    who    are   engaged 
In     this     fundamental     industry     can     be 
effectively     assisted.       Wonderful     and 
abundant,    as    are    the    opportunities    in 
the    great    Western    Provinces    of    this 
Dominion,    I    am    confident    that    equal 
opportunities    can     bo    afforded    in     the 
Western  Provinces  if  advanced  and  Im- 
proved   methods   of  culture   are    taught, 
comprehended   and   employed.      In  many 
countries,  including  even  thta- J>omintnn, 
with  all   its   marvelous   herMge  of  fer- 
tile   lands,    the    tendency    or  population 
Is    towards    the   cities   an^Mfrwns.        To 
offset   this,   our  best  effSew  should   be 
devoted    to    the    Improvement    of    high- 
ways and  their  proper  maintenance,  to 
the  adaption  of  the  most  efficient  and 
modern    methods    of    agriculture,      and 
generally   to   the  establishment  of  such 
conditions    in   rural     municipalities    as 
will    afford    to    the    people    every    coif- 
venience.and     advantage      Of      modem 
civilisation  ad  far  as  may  be  reasonably 


possible.  Mr.  Burrell's  measure  is  of 
the  highest  Importance  not  only  to 
those  who  are  engaged  in  agriculture, 
but  to  the  whole  national  life  of  the 
country;  and  it  is  mpsi  satisfactory  to 
note  that  it  has  been  received  with 
warm  approval  and  commendation  on  all 
handa. 

—eat  national  IVorts 
We  all  agree  that  no  vuhject  is  of 
greater  importance  to  tl.  Is  I»omlnlon 
than  the  efficient  equipment,  and  devel- 
opment of  our  great  national  ports.  The 
increasing  production  and  requirements 
Of  the  Dominion  and  the  opportunities 
afforded  not  only  upon  the  Atlantic  and 
the  Pacific  but  on  our  great  inland  seas 
for  a.  great  and  expanding  flow  of  pom- 
merce  aiv  sufficient  evidence  that 
moneys  expended  for  such  purposes  are 
wisely  appropriated.  In  these  Maritime 
Provinces  we  have  hitherto  lacked 
something  of  the  progress  and  devel- 
opment which  have  been  so  marked  in 
other  portions  of  the  Dominion.  There 
is  strong  ground  for  the  conclusion  that 
these  Provinces  are  now  about  to  en- 
ter, and,  indeed  have  already  entered 
upon,  a  pertfcd  of  development  which  is 
Justly  their  due.

The  Navel  Service  Act  of  1910  em- 
bodied provision*  which  contemplated 
the  separation  of.  Canadian  naval  forces 
from  ,  those  of  '  the  Empire  and  their 
neutrality -in  time  of  war.  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier  distinctly  admitted  this.  Such 
neutrality  would  be  Impracticable  except 
as  the  first  and  final  art  of  separation. 
Canada  cannot  remain  within-  the  Em- 
pire and  be  neutral  while  the  rest  of  the 
Ilmplre  is  fighting  for  its  existence. 
Such  a  proposal  is  not  lees  impossible 
than  humiliating.  - 

We  voiced  our  objections  to  the  mea- 
sure and  made-  them  known  to  the 
country,  but  when  the  bill,  comprising 
thirty-four  sections,  went  Into  the' com- 
mittee, it  was  passed  in  one  day  and  be- 
came law  without' any  effort  on  our  part 
to  obstruct  It.  We  had  made  our  pro- 
tent,  and  the  Government  was  respon- 
sible. 

Consult    Admiralty 

Our  pledges  upon  the  question  were 
twofold.  First,  that  we  would  seek 
from  the  British  Government  and  from 
the  Admiralty  exact  knowledge  of  the 
conditions  confronting  the  Empire  and 
thB.t  we  would  propose  immediate  and 
effective  aid  if  those  conditions  justified 
it.  Second,  that  upon  any  permanent 
policy  touching  so  vital  a  question,  the 
people  should  be  consulted.  Those 
pledges  have  been  fulfilled  In  -th$f*pfta< 
and  In  the  aftJpi^^We  went  to  England; 
we  consulted  the  British  Government: 
we  placed  before"  the  country  the  state-

.Not  only  in  Halifax  but  at  St.  John, 
Quebec,  Montreal,  Vancouver  and  Vic- 
toria the  Government  has  given  evi- 
dence of  their  intention  to  equip  thor- 
oughly and  adequately  the  great  trade 
portals  of  Canada,  and  thus  to  place 
our  country  In  a  position  to,  compete 
effectually  and  successfully  for  Its 
share  of  the  world's  trade.  At  Toron- 
to, Port  Arthur,  K.ut  William  and  many 
other  ports  on  the  Great  Lakes  large 
sums  are  also  being  expended  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  neces- 
sary harbor  development. 

May  I  also  call  attention  to  the  ac- 
tion of.  the  Postmaster-General  at  the 
last  session  in  securing  the  necessary 
statutory  authority  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  parcels  post  system.  Such 
a  system  has  already  been  successfully 
inaugurated  in  the  United  States,  and 
its  development  there  has  been  of 
greater  advantage  than  was  anticipat- 
ed at  the  outset.  As  our  population  is 
relatively  much  smaller  In  proportion 
to  our  territory  tftan  that  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  the  undertaking  naturally 
presents  greater  difficulties  in  Canada. 
The  officers  of  the  department  are  en- 
gaged in  the  consummation  of  necessary 
arrangements,  and  it  Is  believed  that 
these  will  be  completed  early  In  the 
coming  year. 

The  Bank  Act 

During  the  recent  session  the  "Bank 
Act  underwent  revision  upon  the  de- 
nial renewal,  of  the  bank  charters. 
The  Minister  of  Finance  had  the  Bill 
referred  to  a  committee,  and  gave  every 
opportunity  for  consideration  and  dis- 
cussion. Under  his  Supervision  the  Act 
was  improved  in  many  important  re- 
spects. Provisions  were  enacted  to 
•  prevent  fraud  such  as  was  perpetrated 
in  the  case  of  the  Farmer's  Bank,  an 
independent  shareholders'  audit  was 
made  compulsory,  pwivlaion  was  made 
for  loans  to  farmers  on  security  of 
their  grain  products,  and  more  thor- 
ough returns  as  to  Interest  and  dis- 
count rates  were  made  compulsory. 
These  marked  and  manifold  improve- 
ments, with  many  others,  greatly 
strengthened  the  efficiency  and  useful- 
ness of  our  Bank  Act,  which  has  been 
descrl 1  by  Mr.  .).  it.  Porgan,  presi- 
dent of  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Chicago,  as  much  superior  to  that  of 
the  United    States. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  important  trade 
agreements  made  last  year  with  the 
British  West  Indies  baa  been  ratified 
by  Parliament  and  by  the  various  West 
Indian  Legislatures.  A  temporary  dif- 
ficulty arose  In  providing  an  improved 
steamship  service.  This  difficulty, 
however,  has  at  last  been  surmounted, 
and  Mr.  Fisher  expects  shortly  to  con- 
summate a  contract  with  the  Royal 
Mall  Packet  Company,  one  of  the  EBOSi 
extensive  and'  progressive  steamship 
lines  In  the  world,  for  a  modern  up-to- 
date  service  between  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  various  ports  In  the 
British  West  Indies.  There  Is  every 
reason  to  anticipate  that  the  new- 
trade  agreement  coupled  with  Improved 
facilities  of  transportation  and  com- 
munication will  strongly  tend  to  de- 
velop a  profitable  and  Increasing  trade 
between  the  Dominion  and  the  West 
Indian  Islands.  It  is  manifest  that  our 
flour,  fish,  vegetables  and  manufac- 
tures can  be  exchanged  witrt  great  ad- 
vantage for  their  sugar,  tropical  fruits 
and    other   similar   products. 

In  other  administrative  matters  the 
Government  have  pursued  an  equally 
progressive  and  vigorous  policy.  Work 
on  the  National  Transcontinental  Rail- 
way has  been  pushed  with  vigor.  The 
construction  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Rail- 
way ia  so  far  advanced  that  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  miiea  have  been  graded 
and  one-half  of  the  work  will  be  fin- 
ished early  in  3914.  The  whole  road 
will  be  completed  In  1915.  The  work 
upon  the  Quebec  bridge  is  proceeding 
with  expedition  and  thoroughness,  and 
the  contracts  have  been  awarded  for 
two  of  the  three  sections  of  the  Well- 
and  Ship  Canal.  The  other  sections 
will  be  awarded  within  a  few  weeks. 
A  considerable  appropriation  has  also 
been  made  for  the  improvement  and  de- 
velopment of  the  French  River. 
TennOuU  Xievstor* 

In  fulfilment  of  Its  pledges  to  estab- 
lish terminal  elevator*  the  Government 
have  now  under  construction  an  eleva- 
tor of  2,600,000  bushels  'capacity  at 
"Port  Arthur.  Mr.  Foster  informs  me 
that  this  elevator  will  be  ready  for 
operation  not  later  than  tW*  first  of  Oc- 
tober,    Tenders  have  been  called     and 
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prafaMSa  to  remain  within  <- the,  lines 
of  "Torres  Vedras"  da  on  many  previ- 
ous occasions:  Eventually,  however,  bis 
hands  were  forced  by  the  utterances  of 
leading  men  on  his  own  side,  and  final- 
ly he  was  constrained  to  admit  that  not- 
withstanding recent  developments  the 
white  plume,- of  .the  Reciprocity  compact 
still  waves  in  the  breeze  aa  the  rally- 
ing flag  of  his  party. 

Naval   Aid  B1U 

Through  the  perverse  ana  unworthy 
Attitude -of  the  opposition  a  large  part 
of  the  recent  session  was  wasted  in 
deliberate  and  defiant  obstruction  of  the 
Naval  (Ud  Bill.  Sir  Wilfrid.  Laurier 
occasion  from  time  to  time  to 
criticize  the  conduct  and  policy  Of 
those  whom  he  calls  Nationalists.  I 
invite  Sir  Wilfrid  to  name,  one  article 
of  the  Nationalist  policy  which  he  him- 
self has  not  advocated  >and  maintained. 
His  diatribes  therefore  are  directed 
against  that  which  he  himself  taught 
and  which  seems  to  express  hla  real 
conviction,  aa  shown  by  Ms  conduct 
during  the  past  twenty-five  years.  From 
his  accession  to  power  in  1896  until 
9p9  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier  absolutely  and 
obstinately  refused  to  permit  any  00- 
operatlon  whatever  '  by  Canada  In  the 
common,  defence  of  our  commerce  and 
our  coasts  And  our  interests  upon  the 
high  seas.  His  conduct  was  thorough- 
ronsJstent  with  the  policy  which  he 
had  announced  In  1891  and  1892  and 
which  favored  and  foreshadowed  the 
independence  of  Canada..  She  was.  to 
sever  her  connection  with  the  Empire 
as  a  ripe  -apple  fails- from  the  tree.  Tn 
the  meantime  there  would  be  a  certain 
advantage-  in  British  connection,  and 
in  the„.  protection  of  the  British  flag 
and  of  the  British  fleet,  but  not  a  dollar 
was  to  be  paid  and  not  a  finger  lifted 
for  our  common  defence. 

In  190fl  public  opinion  became  arous- 
Bd  and  the  history  of  Mr.  Foster's  re- 
solution is  of  common  knowledge.  Sir 
Wilfrid'  Laurier  moved  an  amendment 
committing  the  country  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Canadian  naval  service  in 
co-operatio.n  with  and  in'  close  relation 
to  the  Imperial  Navy  along  the  lines 
suggested  by  the  Admiralty  at  the.  last 
Imperial  Conference,  which  made  It  a 
first  condition  Ihat  the  naval  forces  of 
the  whole  Kinplre  should  be  under  one 
command  and  that  the  distribution  of 
ships  in  the  heat  manner  to  resist  at- 
tack and  to  defend  the  Empire  at  large, 
whether    It   be    the    British    Isles  or   the

1'utting  In  her  first  appearance  at  this 
port,  the  British  steamship  Huntsman, 
Captain  Goldman,  of  the  Harrison  Direct 
Line,  will  reach  the  Outer  Wharves 
early  today  from  Liverpool  via  Sah 
Francisco.  The  Huntsman  is  the  larg- 
est anu  finest  freighter  that  the  Harri- 
son people  have,  yet  dispatched  to  this 
CoaMf^pngf.  a  vessel  of  7.480  tons 
H#r  nearest  rival' ob  |h«  r^n 
FoMtetoa,  of  I.Ut  toanu 
Keeping  up  the  fact  time  set  By  nnB|T 
liners  of  the  fleet,  the  Huntsman  made 
an  exceptionally  fast  passage  dut  from 
Liverpool  to  San  Pedro,  covering  the 
dlstance"it';i»y-;-.^i«4y '.■■■.of-.. .  the  '  ■  Magellan 
Straits  in  fifty-two  days,  thus  beating 
by  a  small  margin  the  splendid  time 
established  by  the  Crown  of  Castile. 
Only  one  port  was  touched  at,  this  being 
Santos,  Brazil,  where  she  loaded  several 
thousand  bags  of  coffee  consigned  to 
Los  Angeles  and  San  Francisco.  After 
completing  her  discharge  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  big  Harrison  steamship  sailed 
North  on  Thursday  morning,  and,  as 
usual  with  these  liners,  is  allowed  three 
full  days  in  which  to  make  the  last  lap 
of    the    voyage. 

Sailed  With  Big  Cargo 
The  Huntsman  loaded  at  Antwerp, 
London,  Glasgow  and  Liverpool,  and, 
when  she  finally  cleared  the  Mersey 
port,  was  fairly  well  loaded,  with  about 
sufficient  space  left  for  the  Santos 
freight.  Like  the  Huntsman,  Captain 
Goldman,  her  commander,  is  making  his 
Hist  >  list  to  this  port.  While  here  the 
freighted'  will  discharge  some  500  tons 
of  European  freight,  her  manifest  show- 
ing big  shipments  of  whiskys,  liqueurs 
ami  other  well-seasoned  beverages  des- 
tined to  tickle  the  palates  of  thirsty 
Victorians.  At  the  time  the  Huntsman 
is  discharging  her  slings  from  the  after 
hatches  she  will  be  loading  lumber  in 
her  forward  holds,  as  arrangements 
ha\e  beeir  made  to  have  100,000  feet 
alongside  on  scows  soon  after  the  ves- 
sel has  berthed.  The  lumber  cargo  Is 
from  the  Canadlan-Puget  Sound  mills, 
and  is  consigned  to  ports  in  the. United 
Kingdom. 

It  is  said  that  heavy  shipments  of 
California  fruits  are  stored  at  tide- 
water at  S£n  Francisco  awaiting  the  re- 
turn of  the  Huntsman  for  shipment  to 
Europe.  The  fruit  canning  season  is 
now  In  full  swing  In  California,  and  con- 
siderable space  is  reserved  on  Harrison 
steamers  for  some  time  to  come. 
Tamba  On  Wednesday 
Inbound  from  tiie  orient,  the  steam- 
ship Tamba  Maru.  of  the  Nippon  Vusen 
Kalsha  fleet,  Captain  Teranaka,  got  in 
touch  with  the  wireless  Stations  ye.stir- 
day  and  reported  that  she  would  reach 
Victoria  Wednesday  afternoon.  She  is 
making  the  run  from  Vokohama  In 
fourteen  days.  The  Tamba  has  seventy 
passengers  and  2<0  tons  of  Oriental 
cargo  for  this  port.  The  C.  P.  R.  steam- 
ship Monteagle  has  not  yet  been  In 
touch,  but  the  agents  here  are  looking 
for   her   arrival    on    Tuesday.

As  soon  as  the  serious  nature  of  the 
vessel's  injuries  were  made  known,  the 
C.P.R.  called  for  tenders  for  repairs  to 
the  Maqulnna's  hull,  and  Victoria,  Van- 
couver and  Seattle  shipyards  bid  for  the 
work.  Being  the  lowest  tenderers,  the 
Victoria  Machinery  Depot  were  awarded 
the  contract.  Active  work  on  the  repairs 
will  be  Inaugurated  tomorrow,  when  the 
Maquinna  will  be  hauled  out  at  the  com- 
pany's ways  In  the  Inner  Harbor.  The 
contract  price  has  not  been  divulged,  but 
It  is  understood  to  reach  a  big  figure. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  the 
Princess  Maquinna  Is  fitted  with  a 
double  bottom  she  would  have  probably 
been  in  serious  difficulties  when  in  the 
North. 

Pending  the  Completion  of  repairs  to 
the  Maquinna,  the  steamer  Tees  will  con- 
tinue on  the  run  to  Clayoquot  and  Hol- 
berg  and  other  points  on  the  west  coast 
of  Vancouver    island.

Vancouver    Trafllo    Agents    Ooafer    With 
Captain   Troup   Berardine;   Win- 
tar  Schedules 

To  confer  with  Captain  J-  W*.  Troup 
resardlns  the  Winter  schedule  for  the 
B.  C.  Coast  Service,  Mr.  C-  H-  Bowes, 
assistant  general  passenger  agent,  and 
Mr.  F.  H.  Glendenning,  district  freight 
a  Kent,  were  In  port  yesterday  from  Van- 
couver. It  Is  expected  that  something 
definite  will  be  announced  about  the 
middle  of  next  month  in  connection  with 
the  ^lar-k  season.  There  Is  not  much 
danger  of  sweeping  changes  in  the  tri- 
angular service,  as  this  service  Is  usu- 
ally kept  intact  throughout  the  Winter 
months,  but  all  the  northern  services 
v  ill    undoubtedly   undergo   a  change. 


.In  will  be  loaded  on  the  Columbia 
for  the  United  Kingdom  by  the  British 
steamer  Epsom,  Captain  Hill,  which 
passed  down  from  Combx  on  Friday 
after  taking  bunkers  at  the  Vancouver 
Island    mines. 

The  Epsom  has  been  chartered  by  M. 
H.  Houser  at  a  rate  of  37s.  6d.  An  effort 
to  charter  her  for  loading  on  Puget 
Sound    failed. 

The  Epsom  is  of  2.970.  tons  net  regis- 
ter, and  she  will  take  out  over  26O.OOO 
bushels  of  grain.  It  is  predicted  by  ex- 
porters that  the  available  vessels  for 
early  grain  loading  in  the  offshore  trade 
will  be  picked  up  before  long,  and  ton- 
nage may  be  In  demand  again  at  a  stiff 
figure 

Few  of  the  large  tramps  bringing 
coal  from  the  Atlantic  now  remain  on 
the  disengaged  list.  Two  more  large 
British  steamers,  the  Bellorado  and 
Colla,  have  also  been  fixed  to  load 
wheat  for  the  T.'nlted  Kingdom.  The 
former  is  under  charter  to  Balfour, 
Guthrie  &  Co..  and  passed  down  from 
Comox  yesterday  after  filling  her  bunk- 
ers. The  aggregate  capacity  of  the 
Bellorado  and'  the  Colla  Is  500. 000 
bushels  of  grain.  Other  grain  charters 
for  the  I'nl ted  Kingdom  are  the  steam- 
ers Belluoia.  Glenesslin,  Earl  of  Elgin 
and    Harlow. 

Osltloburn  Due  Out 
Leading  the  sailing  fleet  carrying 
grain  from  Puget  Sound*  this  season  Is 
the  British  bark  Celtlcburn.  Captain 
Dernier,  which  for  several  months  this 
Summer  was  moored  at  Esquimau.  The 
Celtlcburn  began  loading  a  week  ago, 
and  will  leave  in  a  few  days  with  over 
5,000  tons  of  wheat  "on  board  for  the 
United  Kingdom.  She.  Is  under  charter 
to  Kerr,  GIfford  &  Co. 

The  t.'elticburn  has  made  several  voy- 
ages with  grain  from  this  Coast  to  the 
United  Kingdom.  Among  the  grain 
steamers  to  load  on  Puget  Sound  are 
the  British  steamer  Ppltliead  and  the 
British    steamer    Hflrtlngton. 


In  the  Far  East  a  report  Is  current 
to  the  effect  that  an  amalgamation  be- 
tw- en  the  Nippon  Vusen  Kalsha  and  the 
Toyo  Klsen  Kalsha  is  contemplated, 
though  the  directors  of  both  concerns 
l«my  that  any  arrangement  of  the  kind 
Is  under  consideration.  This  news  was 
brought  by  the  steamship  Ajax  from  the 
Orient. 

in  well-informed  ervarters  It  is  be- 
liveded  that  this  amalgamation  will  be 
brought  about  by  the  Japanese  Gov- 
ernment In' connection  with  a  revision 
of  shipping  subsidies. 

Prepared  to  Subsidize 
It  seems  that  the  Japanese  Govern- 
ment is  prepared  to  advise  the  grant  of 
an  annual  subvention  in  support  of  new 
services  to  the  Atlantic  Coast  of  North 
and  South  America  when  the  Panama 
Canal  Is  available,  the  present  lines  to 
the  North  Pacific  b?lng  maintained  by 
the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha.  Toyo  Klsen 
Kalsha  and  the  Osaka'  Shosen  Kalsha. 
In  conseouonce,  however.1,  of  financial 
stringency  It  is  necessary  to  effect 
economies,  and  the  c02»blP.a)Vln  ques- 
tlon  has  been  suggested  as  the  bestflgjjjp 
of  getting  over  the  difficulty. 

At  the  last  Annual  meeting  of  the 
Nippon  Yusen  Kalsha,  the  chairman,  in 
the  course  of  a  reference  to  the  situa- 
tion which  is  likely  to  arise  when  the 
waterway  is  opened,  said  that  most  of 
the  steamship  companies  were  increas- 
ing their  fleets  for  the  purposed  of  tak- 
ing advantage  of  the  new  route. 
'  For  instance,  the  Royal  Mail  Steam 
Packet  Company  had  absorbed  thre^ 
other  concerns,  and  had  also  lnaugurat-  I 
ed  a  new  service  on  the  Pacific.  The  | 
Hamburg-American  Line  was  also  mak- 
ing preparations  for  a  great  develop- 
ment, and  it  was  impossible  for  the 
Japanese  companies,  to  be  Idle  under  the 
circumstances. 

Endeavoring-  to  Koop  *ao* 
Such  being  the  caee,  the  Nippon -Yusen 
Kalsha  had  adopted  the  policy  since  last 
year  of  buying,  or  contracting  for,  a 
number  of  steamers  in  order  to  keep 
pace  with   the  International  progress. 

The  Nippon  Yusen  Kalsna  expected 
to  Increase  its  tonnage  by  about  T6,- 
000  within  the  next  two  years,  when 
the.    total    would    be    over    400,000    tons. 

In  spite  of  these  efforts,  however, 
its  position  had  fallen  from  fifth  -or 
sixth  among  the  world's  companies  to 
the  eleventh  place,  so  that  more  enter- 
prise on  Its  part   was  necessary.

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"Dominion  House'*-  Design  Which  Is  Proposed 


French  Minister  of  Foreign  Af- 
fairs Declares  the  Settlement 
Means  Return  of  Period  of 
Immense  Prosperity. 


r- 


The  Importance  of  the  pacinc  role 
played  by  France  throughout  the  war  In 
the  Balkans,  during  which  time  Euro- 
pean peace  was  more  than  once  threat- 
ened, has  been  ably  laid  before  the  coun- 
tr>  by  M.  Stephen  V'lchon.  the  Minister 
of  Foreign  Affairs,  in  his  speech  made 
to  the  congress  of  co-operative  societies 
at  Lons-le-Saunler. 

i'hf  minister  also  referred  to  the  sln- 
cerlty  and  Bolldl'.y  or  iae  Russian  alli- 
ance and  the  British  entente  in  a  manner 
that  amounts  to  an  official  reply  to  the 
much  discussed  question  of  a  disagree- 
ment having  taken  place  between  Franca 
and   Russia 

M.  Piehon  puts  a  definite  end  to  all 
such  disquieting  rumors  and  goes  so  far 
even  as  to  announce  with  authority  not 
only  a  durable  peace  but  the  return  of  a 
ptrlod  of  immense  prosperity.  Every- 
thing tended,  he  said,  show  that  they 
were  nearing  the  very  end  of  that  pro- 
tracted disturbance  which  had  more  than 
once  threatened  to  plunge  into  war  the 
great  European  powers,  and  during 
which  France  had  never  ceased  for  a 
moment  to  work-  In  th*  interest  of  peace. 

The  disturbance  had  been  a  serious 
one  for  all  countries,,  not  only  for  those 
who  had  left  their  fate  to  the  fortunes 
of  war,  but  also  for  thpse  Who,  con- 
stantly fearing  that  they  might  in  some 
way  be  dragged  in  their  turn  Into  the 
combat,  had  seen  their  future  prosperity 
compromised  by  uncertainty  >o~u  -every 
side.  Financial,  economical  and  commer- 
cial affairs  had  been  obstructed,  para- 
lyzed, and  even  sometimes  wholly 
stopped.  Material  interests  had  severely 
suffered. 

Today  the  universal  need  was  every- 
where felt  of  regaining,  by  means  of  an 
assured  peace,  and  through  the  equilib- 
rium' of  those  forces  which  by  counter 
action  guarantee  them  against  the  pos- 
sibility o-f  sudden  surprihoa,  that  confi- 
dence and  security  necessary  to  re-estab- 
lish credit  and  to  repair  the  Ills  conse- 
quent  upon    the   war. 

No  other  country  had  more  at  stake 
in  the  matter  than  France,  since  no 
other  lived  more  than  she  did  by  her 
production,  her  labor,  and  by  the  activity 
of  her  markets.  There  was  moreover  no 
other  country  that  had  to  provide  at 
greater  cost  against  the  risks  of  sur- 
prises, and  for  the  insurance  of  respect 
in  the  councils  of  Europe  for  the  .role 
which  her  position,  traditions,  history, 
independence  and  dignity  demanded. 

It  was  that  role  which  had  been  dele- 
gated to  France  during  the  whole  of 
these  disturbances  which  he  trusted 
were  nearing  their  end.  although  there 
remained  still  to  be  settled  some  very 
difficult  questions.  They  had  fulfilled  It 
with  all  the  authority  which  was  theirs 
in  consequence  of  their  double  duty  of 
remaining  faithful  to  their  friendships 
and  alliances,  and  of  their  obligations 
to  make  these  coincide  with  the  con- 
certed action  of  Surope  with  a  view  to 
tbe  cessation  uf  hostilities  between  the 
Balkan  States  and  the  maintenance  of 
peace  between  the  ^rear,  powers, 
tasting  Peace 
Their  work  had  ended  no  doubt  im- 
perfectly, but  it  had  been  suffilcent  and 
should  be  considered  as  happy,  fdr  it 
had  reestablished  peace  without  bring- 
ing to  any  of  those  who  were  Involved 
in  the  war  either  an  pxop.ss  of  advantage 
on  the  one  hand  or  destruction  on  the 
other  hand.  "Whatever  one  might  think, 
the  results  would  show,  when,  the  heat 
of  the  battle  was  over,  a  lasting  peace 
which  tit  need  only  6ay  was  their  most 
fervent  desire. 

Their  diplomatic  status  could  not  but 
r merge  greatly  enhanced  from  the  series 
of  tests  to  which  it  had  been  submitted. 
They  might  well  have  asked  if  their 
aUlnnce  With"  Russia,  originally  con- 
nived under  the  Empire  with  regard  to 
quite  different  ideas  to  those  of  settling 
Oriental  questions,  could  ever  possibly 
find  Itself  called  upon  to  deal  with  mat- 
ters so  generally  disquieting  and  un- 
foreseen ns  those  of  the  two  wars  which 
had  succeeded  each  other  during  the  last 
1 1  w   months. 

"  They  might  also  have  asked  as  his- 
torians and  diplomats,  and  almost  the 
whole  world  had  nsked  in  the  past, 
whether  the  question  of  the  Orient  could 
pOSSibly  he  raised  without  the  groat 
p'.wers,  whose  contradictory  interests 
would  of  necessity  be  involved,  being 
drawn  into  the  armed  conflict  which  It 
would   Inevitably   entail. 

This     twft-roid     experience     had     been 
gone     through.       The    question    of      the 
Orient    had    been    raised    and    no  pontile  I 
had  resulted.      As   to  their  alliance  with 
Russia,  It  had  never  ceased  to  he  instru- 
mental   in    the    pacinc    settlement   of    the 
differences  brought  about    l.y   those  prob- 
lem's, which   under  their  varied  and  mul- 
tiplied   aspect*    had    seemed    to    menace 
the  peace  of  Europe.       This  alliance  had 
shown   by   its  pupp'.eness.  hy   the  maimer 
In    which    It    had      applied    and      adnprcd 
Itself    to   the   necessities   of    the   general 
policy,  how  great  was  its  value,  not  only 
for   France,   but    for   nil    those   who  sin- 
cerely desired  to  avoid  the  risks  of  war. 
rrlsndlj   with    Britain 
The  minister  added  that  he  could  only 
say  the  same  with  regard  to  their  warm 
lrtendshlp  with   Britain.      Not  a  single 
day  had  they  been  In  disagreement  with 
her.      Whether  in  Pari*  or  at  the  confer- 
ences  held   in   London,    their  action   hsd 
heen     invariably    united    with     that    of 
Great  Britain,  and  both  their  views  were 
trgtiiarly    in   accord   for   the  Attainment 
of  the  itmi  object.      This  union  and  this 
entente     between  J£*ris,     St.  Petersburg 
and  LortdoniUhdejendenMy  Of  the  efforts 
of  all  tb*  ftOwr-iB'B'WM*  with  whom  they 
had  always  •©uftn  tot  avoid  all  opposi- 
tion a*d.  with  atlil  «i*atfcr  reason.  «U 
Antagonism,  had  aerved   incalculably  "to 
guarantee  to  tha  world  the  inestimable 
benefit  of  peace.

AIRSHIPS  IN  BRITISH 
ARM!  MANOEUVRES 


Many  Interesting  and  Novel 
Experiments  Will  Be  Made 
—Changes  in  Aerial  Service 
Since  the  Last  Exercises, 


On&  of  the  most  important  features. 
Of  thin  year's  army  manoeuvres  will  be 
the  use  of  the  Royal  Flying  Corps  for 
reconnaissances,  and  the  consequent 
necessity  for  the  concealment  of  troops 
from  aerial  observation.  It  is  expected 
that  many  interesting  and  novel  experi- 
ments will  be  made  by  the  leaders  on 
both  sides  with  the  object  of  deceiving 
air  scouts,  says  The  London  Standard 
of  recent  date.  Attempts  to  hide 
soldiers  on  the  march  and  in  bivouac  and 
guns  in  action  will  be  made,  and  unusual 
and  misleading  formations  will  probably 
be  adopted. 

With    the    exception    of    the   naval    de- 
tachments   and    three    officers    who    will 
be    attached    from    the    Staff    College    as 
observers,    all    personnel    will    be    found 
by    the    military    wing.      The    naval    de- 
bachments    will    consist    of    one    of    the 
new   naval  airships  and  a  (light  of  four 
aeroplanes;       The      airship    will      work 
from    the   afrship   sheds   at   Farnborough, 
and   the  aeroplane  flight  will  be  attached 
to  No.  5  Squadron  of  the  military  wing. 
The  observers  working  in  naval  aircraft 
will    be    military    officers,    as    this    work 
requires    military    training.       The    pilots 
and  ground  crews   of   the  naval  aircraft 
will    belong    to    the    naval    wing.     No.    3 
Squadron    of    the    R.F.C.    military    wing 
with  the  Brown  aide  will  also  take  part 
in    the    command    and    divisional    opera- 
tions.      This    squadron    will    as    far    as 
possible  be  on  a   mobilized  basis. 

it  is  probable  that  the  squadrons  of 
both  3ides  will  at  the  outset  of  opera- 
tions work  each  as  an  organized  whole. 
Flights  have,  however,  been  organised 
so  as  to  be  complete  In  themselves,  and. 
as  the  strategical  develops  into  the  tac- 
tical phase  they  can  be  detaaffed»o  the 
work  directly  with  the  csvairy  or  with 
divisions  as  may  be  required'  by  the 
situation. 

Biplanes  and  Monoplanes 
Considerable  changes  and  develop- 
ments have  taken  place  In  th*  equip- 
ment of  the  military  wine  since  last 
year's  manoeuvres.  As  rsgards  airships, 
His  Majesty's  airship  Delta  is  ready, 
and  His  Majesty's  altatolp  Eta.  which 
has  recently  been  turned  out  by  ,tf»e 
Royal  nlroteftf  factory. 'tewU*  at  "prefeat 
undergoing  her  trlaft).  *rltt.,  It  is  hopfd, 
take  part  th  tHe  tn%i»*UWN».

One    Joint    Clear 

Let  us  make  one  point  clear.  Canada 
leading  in  that  respect  tne  other  Do- 
minions of  the  Kmplre.  established 
three-quarters  of  a  century  ago  that 
principle  of  self-government  which  has 
since  developed  Into  the  complete  con- 
trol of  our  own  affairs  that  today,  we 
enjoy.  In  one  respect  only  have  we 
failed  to  attain  the  full  status  of 
fmtlonhood.  This  was  clearly  pointed 
out  by  Edward  Blake  in  1874  In  these 
words:  "Our  Government  should  not 
present  the  anomaly  it  now  presents— 
a  Government  the  freest,  perhaps  the 
most  democratic  In  the  world  with  re- 
spect to  domestic  and  local  matters,  in 
which  you  rule  yourselves  as  fully  as 
sny  nation  in  the  world,  while  In  for- 
eign affairs  your  relations* with  other 
countries,  whether  peaceful  or  warlike, 
commercial,  financial  or  otherwise,  you 
may  have  no  more  voice  than  the  peo- 
ple of  Japan." 

There  are  two  conceptions  which  it  Is 
proper  that  the  people  of  Cvnada  should 
consider.  One  is  the  conception  of  Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurler.  who  In  1912  definitely 
declared  In  the  Imperial  Conference  that 
he  desired  Canada  to  have  no  voice  or 
,'nfluence  whatever  In  the  foreign  policy 
or  the  foreign  relations  of  the  Empire. 
The  other  is  the  conception  of  Edward 
Blake  that  such  a  condition  Is  an 
anomaly  .\hi<i  ought  to  be  corrected 
and  which  must  be  corrected  If  the  Em- 
pire Is  to  be,  maintained. 

The   Imperial   Defence   Committee,   or- 
ganised  some   years   ago,   has   developed 
into    one    of    the    most    remarkable   gov- 
erning   bodies    known    to    modern    times. 
Primarily    it    consists      of      the      Prime 
Minister   of    Great    Britain    and    of   such 
persons    as    he    may    summon    to    be   Its 
members.     As    It   Is   concerned    with    de- 
Llberal  orators  and   the  Liberal  press 
continually    prattle    of    a    contribution. 
The    facts    which    I    have    stated   clearly 
show  that  our  proposals  did  not  embody 
either  the  principle  of  contribution  or  a 
permanent  policy.     The  ships  Wero  to  be 
owned   by    Canada   and   were   subject    to 
recall  by  Canada  whenever  desired.     Sir 
Wilfrid  Laurier.  whose  lead  In  this  re- 
spect Is  followed  by  his  supporters  and 
by   his   press,    argues,     first,     that    our 
proposals   do   not    embody   *   permanent 
policy,  and,  therefore,  settle  nothing,  and 
<th*t     x     oerntxhent    policy     should     be 
brought   down.    In    the   n«xt    brsath    h« 
and  bis  follower*  contend  that  ou*  pre- 
fence,  the  First  Lord  ot  the  Admlrxlty 
and   th*  Beerxtxry  fo«  W*r  xr*  neces- 
sarily members       The  eoit  of  defence 
must  al*rxya  be  txgsn  into  consideration, 
aiid  thersfor*  the  Chxncxllo*  of  th*  jatx* 
chequer  t*  necessarily  present.     Ax  for- 


an  inborn  feeling  in  the  Canadian  breast 
that  a  British  subject  living  in  this 
Dominion  must  ultimately  have  as  po- 
tent a  voice  in  the  government  and 
guidance  of  this  world-wide  Qfnpire  us 
a  British  subject  living  in  Hi'-  Tnited 
Kingdom.  Whether  our  home  is  in  the 
British  Islands  or  In  Canada,  we  must 
be  equal  before  the  King.  The  full 
privileges  as  well  as  the  full  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  citizenship  are  the 
right  of   the  Canadian  people., 

I  have  spoken  of  the  moderate  and 
reasonable  proposals  which  we  submit- 
ted to  Parliament  as  a  temporary 
measure  to  meet  the  present  needs  of 
our  defence  as  part  of  this  Empire. 
How  were  our  proposals  met?  In  1910 
Sir  Wilfrid  l,aurier  declined  to  supply 
even  one  Hot  unit.  In  1  !» 1  :i  ho  afriin.ca 
that  two  were  necessary  and  that  they 
should  be  supplied  at  once.  And  yet  he 
avers  that,  in  190fl  he  knew  everything 
disclosed  in  the  Admiralty  memorandum 
of  1912.  If  two  fleet  units  were  neces- 
sary In  1010,  why  then  did  he  refuse 
one.  and  why  did  he  accomplish  nothing? 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  had  at  least 
done  something,  but  the  limit  of  the 
],aurier  achievements  was  to  call  for 
tenders,  and  his  ships  Would  have  been 
obsolete  before  their  construction  was 
completed. 

I    have   spoken    of   the   divided   councils 
of    the    Opposition.        Not    only    did    they 
differ   from   each    other,    hut   each   speci- 
fically     contradicted     himself     both      by 
voice    and    vote.      On    the    13th    Kehruary 
they    voted    that    $.15,000,000      should      be 
appropriated    In    a    lump    sum    lor    imme- 
diately    increasing     the    nnval     forces    of 
the     Kmplre.      On     the    16th       May       thev 
voted    that    this    sum    should    not    be    ap- 
propriated   in    a    lump    sum,    but.     by      a 
yearly   vote.      On   ths    1.1th    February    they 
voted   that   Canada    should   enter  actively 
upon    a    permanent    policy    of    naval    de- 
fence without   further  delay  and   that  the 
country  should   be  at   once  committed    to 
an       ultimate       expenditure    of    at     least 
$150,000,000.      In    the    same    evening    and 
within  an   hour   they   voted    that    nothing 
In   the   way   of   naval    defence    should    bo 
undertaken  until  after  a  general  election. 
On    the    13th    February    they    voted    that 
measures    should    be    taken    during    that 
session    to    carry    out    the    Naval    Service 
Act  of  1910.     On  the  27th   February  they 
voted    that   nothing    In    the    way   of    naval 
defence   should    be    begun    or   carried    i.ut 
until  after  a  redistribution   bill   had   been 
passed    and    an    election    held.         In    this 
conglomeration    of    Inconsistencies    it    Is 
difficult    to   find    any    real   policy,    unless 
it    be    to    defeat    any    effective    co-opera- 
tion   in    the    defence    of    our    commerce 
and   the   protection   of   our   Interests.    But 
a     variety      of     policies      enables      their 
author    to    use    such       appropriate       em- 
phasis  or   reticence   with    regard   to   any 
special    features  as   may   seem   most   ac- 
ceptable   to    each    audience    that    he    ad- 
dresses.    Thus  no  one  has  observed  that 
Sir  Wilfrid  emphasized  at  St.  Hyacinths 
his  proposed   expenditure  of   1160.000.000 
upon    two    fleet    units    during    the    next 
ten   years 

Shipbuilding    industry 

The      present      Government      is      most 
anxious    for   the   encouragement   and    de- 
velopment   of    the    shipbuilding    Industry 
In  Canada.     When,   however,  the  Opposi- 
tion     contends    that    this    industry      can 
best   be   assisted   and    stimulated    by    un- 
dertaking   the    construction      of      battle- 
ships of   twenty-five   or   thirty   thousand 
tons,  costing  from  twelve  to  fifteen  mi^ 
Hon    dollars    each,    there    are    some    corT 
slderations    to    be    taken     Into     account. 
The    plant    necessary    for    the    construc- 
tion     of      such      battleships,      Including 
armament  machinery,  armour  plate,  etc.. 
would  cost  about  $76,000,000.  and   would 
only  be  useful   in  case  CanarV  proposes 
to     embark   upon   the   tremendous     pro- 
gramme of  building  every   year  at  least 
two   of   these   great   engines    of   destruc- 
tion.    Any  such  programme  would  be  at 
once    unnecessary,    absurd    and    oppres- 
sive.    Shipbuilding    in    Canada,   ax    else- 
where,   must    start    from     small     begin- 
nings   and    be    developed    in    a    business- 
like  way.     We   had   arranged     with    the 
Adm'rftlty  that  they  would  place  In  this 
country    orders  for   smaller   craft,    such 
ss  could  be  built  in  Canada  without  any 
such  enormous  and  excessive  initial  ex- 
penditure  in   plxnt  and    machinery,   and 
undoubtedly   this  proposal    would    have 
had   splendh}  results.       The     Admlrxlty 
memorandum      hxd     exposed     a     grave 
necessity   for   concentrating  Jih   the   Im- 
mediate vletnHy  of  the  British   Islands 
nearly    the   entire    naval    forces    of.  the 
Empire.     Not  only  the,  Atlantic  and  the 
Pacific  but  even  the  vital   highway  q* 
the  Mxdltsrrxnxgn  werx  left  prxctlcxlly 
unguarded.

lxntic  and  be  within  rxxsonxhl*  xxll  of 
our  coasts  on  th*  Pacific.  The  Gov- 
ernment propjassls .  passed.  ibeC  Cpmmon* 
by  a  large  majority;  The  leader  of  the 
Opposition,  through  his  appointed  parti- 
sans In  the  senate,  defeated  them.  and. 
in  ao  doing,  took  a  responsibility  from 
which  any  loyal  and  patriotic  cttisen  of 
Canada  and  of  the  Empire  might  well 
have  shrUnk. 

Let  me  Invite  your  attention  to  the 
following  significant  paps***  ln  the  A*" 
miralty  memorandum: 

"The  aid  which  Canada  could  give  at 
the  present  time  is  not  to  be  measured 
only  ln  ships  or  money.  Any  xctlon  on 
the  part  of  Canada  to  Increase  the 
power  and  mobility  of  the  Imperial 
Navy  and  thus  widen  the  margin  of  our 
common  safety  would  be  recognized 
everywhere  as  a  most  significant  wit- 
ness of  the  united  strength  of  the  Em- 
pire, and  to  the  renewed  resolve  of  the 
Overseas  Dominions  to  tatte  their  part 
In   maintaining  Its  Integrity." 

The    proposals    which    we    laid    before 
Parliament    we    so    recognised,    and    they 
produced         a         profound         impreaslnn 
throughout   the   world   as   indicating   that 
for   purposes    of   defence    and    the    main- 
tenance   of    the    Empire's    integrity     the 
Mother      Country      and      the      Dominions 
were   one.      The  significance  of  Canada's 
proposed  „ action    lay,    not    in    the    mere 
fighting       power     of     the     three       dread- 
noughts.    When   our  proposals    were   an- 
nounced  there  dawned   for  the   first  time 
upon    the    world    the    light   of   a    new    as- 
pect of   the  British    Kmplre.     Then   first 
the  Chancellories -of   the   world   saw   that 
the  strength  of  the  Empire's  defence  lay 
not     In     the    British    Islands    alone,     but 
ln    the   daughter   nations,    which    had   al- 
ready   begun     to    realize     their    strength 
and    to  "feel    the    thews    of   Anaklm,    the 
pulses  of  a  giant's   heart." 
•    What     Impression  --did  •--  -Sir ---.Wilfrid. 
Laurier   succeed    In   producing   by    means 
of    his    appointed    partisans    of    the    Ben- 
ate?     The    nations',  were    quick    to    seize 
the  apparent  significance  of  his  act.   Let 
one      quotation     from    a     streat       foreign 
newspaper   suffice,   although   many  such 
could  be   quote'!: 

"Enormous  Impression" 
•' Whatever  may  be  decided  upon  later, 
the  actual  decision  of  the  Canadian  Sen- 
ate means,  at  any  rate,  a  heavy  moral 
and  material  loss  for  the  defence  of 
the  Empire,  for  Mr.  Borden's  promise 
had  been,  foolishly  enough,  counted  on. 
His  offer  made  an  enormous  Impression 
on  the  whole  world.  Mr.  Churchill 
pointed  out  this  fact  especially  In  the 
well-known  memorandum  of  the  Admir- 
alty. This  Impression  will  now  not  only 
be  destroyed,  but  people  will  everywhere 
obtain  the  conviction  that  England  can- 
not depend  upon  such  help  from  her 
colonies.  'By  rivals  and  enemies,'  says 
The  Morning  Fos  ttoday,  'the  decision 
will  be  eagerly  welcomed.  By  friends  it 
will  be  regarded  as  ominous.  The  im- 
pression must  Inevitably  be  created  that 
the  solidarity  of  the  Empire  is  a  myth, 
and  that  those  powers  which  would  like 
to  see  the  overthrow  of  British  naval 
supremacy  need  not  be  discouraged  in 
Ui.  ii  efforts  by  the  thought  that  their 
challenge  would  be  met  by  the  united 
resource*  of  the  Mother  Country  and 
•  very    one  of   the   daughter   states.'" 

Nut  even  in  his  celebrated  Boston 
speech  «,f  ISM  did  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier 
make  a  stronger  attack  upon  British 
connection  and  upon  the  integrity  of  the 
Umpire  than  by  dictating  to  his  ap- 
pointees In  the  Senate  the  course  which 
m.mv  of  them  weakly  followed  agar***. 
their  conviction  and  against  their  bet- 
ter  judgment. 

Jn  deploring,  as  we  all  deplore,  the 
necessity  of  armaments,  we  should  al- 
ua>s  be  mindful  of  two  considerations.

Second, 
that  the  free  pathway  across  the  seas 
Is  the  first  consideration  of  the  Em- 
pire's  existence. 

Through  men  not  directly  responsible 
1,,  the  electorate  of  Canada,  our  pro- 
posals have  been  defeated  for  the  mo- 
ment, and  an  increased  burden  has  fur 
the  present  beep  lmoosed  and.  accepted 
beyond  the  seas.  We  have  every  con- 
fidence-that.  this  defeat  is  but  tempor- 
ary and  that  the  duty  of  Canada  wfU 
yet    be   honorably    discharged. 

The  highest  feature  for  this  Dominion 
lies  within  tnls  Empire  upon  conditions 
of  equal  status  such  as  I  have  indicat- 
ed. But  the  unity  of  the-  Empire  can- 
not be  maintained  if  Kb  greatest  Do- 
minion adopts  the  policy  -of  scampering 
under  the  cover  of  neutrality  in  time  ot 
danger  or  trouble.  In  days  gone  by 
men.  not  only  In  Canada,  but  in  the 
British  Islands,  have  suggested,  .nay, 
even  proposed,  the  Empire's-  dissolution. 
Nevertheless,  its  flag  streams  In  un- 
diminished splendor  upon  the  bleeaes  of 
the  twentieth  century;  and,  mindful  of 
Its  power  for  peace  and  its  influence 
for  civilization  and  humanity,  we  do 
not  dare  to  doubt  its  greater  destiny  in 
the  years  to  come.

"Here  you  have  the  superb  McGlII

of  Sir  William  Macdonald  and  I^ord 
Strathcona.  In  this  tremendously  im- 
portant educational  sense  New  York  and 
Montreal  are  setting  an  example  which 
England   must   follow." 

What,  asked  the  correspondent,  was 
the  reason  for  this  extraordinary  devel- 
opment in  North  America?  I,ord  Hal- 
dane attributed  it  to  several  "'reasons. 
First,  the  conviction  on  the  part  of 
leading  and  representative  men  that 
the  future  of  a  country  really  depended 
on  a  scientific  educational  base;  second- 
ly, to  the  munificent  gift?  of  private, 
citizens:  and,  thirdly,  to  the  popular 
interest,  which  had  been  ar-oused  and 
the  widespread  desire  of  American  and 
Canadian  youths  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  abundant  facilities  provided  for  their 
benefit. 

Higher    Education. 

The  number  of  young  Americans  and 
Canadians  now  receiving  higher  educa- 
tion, was  the  most  striking  thing  Lord 
Haldane     had     seen     on     this     side.  It 

had  been  a  positive  revelation  to  him. 
he  said,  and  he  would  fail  short  In  his 
duty  if  he  failed  to  report  to  his  fel- 
low-countrymen on  its  significant. 
There  was  no  reason  for  absolute 
alarm  so  far,  but  the  time  had  come 
when  the  United  Kingdom  should  face 
the  problem  squarely  and  see  that  the 
educational     pace     was    acceleratrd. 

"One  thing  is  certain!"  said  Lord 
Haldane.  "The  United  Kingdom  must 
either  keep  pace  with  other  countries 
or  drag  behind.  It  might  be  said  that 
New  York  was  not  typical  in  an  edu- 
cational sense,  and  stood  alone.  That 
isn't  so.  because  there  Is  the  same  re- 
cord educationally  In  pretty  well  every 
State,  even  in  States  so  remote  as  \\ ";s- 
consin  and  Louisiana.  In  those  cases 
where  the  Amerlcart  millionaire  has 
been  backward  in  establishing  higher 
teaching,  the  State  itself  stepped  In  and 
supplied   the  deficiency." 

In  the  United  States,  his  lordship 
said  he  had  heard  nothing  but  frlend- 
ly  sentiments  expressed  by  Americans 
towards  Great  Britain,  and  He  was 
convince!  that  the  bitterness  which  fol- 
lowed as  a  result  of  the  Anglo-American 
wars,  and  which  had  been  fostered  to 
some  extent  by  unsound  literature  and 
mistaken  instruction  at  one  time  In  the 
American  primary  schools,  had  now  dis- 
appeared. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  greatly  admired 
the  evidence  of  American  and  Canadian 
enterprise  and  prosperity  he  had  seen, 
the  resourcefulness,  adaptability,  and 
hospitality  of  the  people,  and  their  sub- 
lime confidence  in  a  happy  and  brilliant 
future. 

"You  seem  to  breathe  faith  and  op- 
timism In  the  air  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic."  he  said.  In  conclusion,  "and 
every  Britisher  who  visits  the  United 
States  and  Canada  goes  hack  a  better 
and  more  enlightened  man  for  his  ex- 
perience."

Speculation  languished  during  the 
day's  brief  session.  The  holiday  in 
London  cut  off  the  chance  of  leader- 
ship from  that  source  and  at  home  the 
traders  saw  nothing  in  the  situation  to 
improve  a  fresh  Impulse.  Bears  were 
not  inclined  to  follow  up  the  advantage 
gained  at  the  opening  when  they  forced 
down  Rock  Island  to  a  new  low  price 
for  the  movement,  and  unsettled  the 
Pacifies.

The  choice  of  the  site  for  this  nat- 
torium  should  receive  careful  considera- 
tion, and,  in  my  opinion,  should  certain- 
ly be  centrally  located  to  give  thet||p^ 
est  berief  ft  'to  the  "greatest  nuraoer.Tnur 
situated,  it  would  enable  alt,  ihe^achool 
children  to  have  a -central  meeting  place 
to  pursue  their  studies  in  this  direction, 
swimming  being  added  to  their  present 
curriculum.

BROOK  LINE,  Mass.,  Sept.  20. — An- 
other name  was  added  to  America's  list 
of  celebrities  in  International  sport  here 
today,  when  Francis  Qulmet.  a  young 
local  amateur,  won  the  nineteenth  open 
championship  tournament  of  the  United 
States    Golf    Association 

Tiie  winning  of  this  national  title 
was  lifted  to  an  international  plane,  due 
to  the  sensations'  circumstances  of  the 
play  and  the  calibre  of  the  entrants 
whom  Ouimet  defeated  during  his  four 
days'  march  to  victory.  Safely  berthed 
In  his  qualifying  round,  the  boy  trailed 
the  leaders  in  the  first  half  of  the 
championship  round  and  tied  with  Harry 
Vardon  and  Edward  Ray.  the  famous 
English  professionals,  for  first  place  in 
the  final  round.  He  iT.itplayed  them  to- 
day In  the  18  hole  extra  round,  which 
was  necessary  to  decide  the  191S  cham- 
pionship. Ouimet  won  with  a  score  of 
72  strokes,  two  under  par  for  one  of  the 
hardest  courses  In  the  country.  Varden 
finished  five  strokes  behind  Ouimet  with 
77.  and  Ray  took-  third  place  with  7S. 
It  was  not  the  actual  defeat  of  this 
famous  pair  of  golfers  so  much  as  the 
manner  of  this  defeat  that  entitles 
Ouimet's  name  to  rank  with  that  of 
Maui  tee  E.  McLougblln.  champion  in 
tennis. 

When  Ouimet  played  his  final  stroke,

London,  Sept.  20. — Following  the 
concessions  obtained  from  Ecuador,  Lord 
.Murray,  on  behalf  of  Pearson  A  Sons, 
has  Just  concluded  an  Important  deal 
with  Colombia  whereby  the  Pearsons  get 
the  right  to  exploit  virgin  territory 
where  imense  deposits  of  petroleum  anfl 
minerals  are  believed  to  exist.  The  co»» 
tract  gives  the  Pearsons  the  right  to 
explore  the  country,  prospecting  for  pe- 
troleum, etc..  provided  they  spend  in 
five  years  at  least  f  100,000  on  thla  work. 
They  are  also  permitted  to  establish 
docks  and  railroads,  refineries  and  other 
necessary  work  for  exploitation. 

The  contractors  are  held  responsible 
for  Indemnities  and  must  pay  the  Co- 
lombia Government  certain  royalties  on 
mine  products.  The  contract,  which  cov- 
ers a  period  of  forty  year*,  haa  beeft 
obtained  against  the  keen  competition  Of 
American   ana   European    firms*

ND  the  streets,  of  the  city  shall  be 
full  of  boys  and  'girls  playing  in 
the  streets  thereof,"  wrote  the 
seer  who  long  ago  tried  to  paint 
for  a  discouraged  people  a  city 
which  would  be  a  fulfilment  of 
their  dreams  of  future  happiness 
and  prosperity.  Our  modem  cities 
have  seized  the  old  idea,  and  able 
and  loving  men  and  women  are 
planning  for  the  happiness  of  the 
children.  In  every  town  there  are 
beautiful  spots  where  the  joyful 
shouts  of  the  little  ones  and  their 
merry  laughter  may  be  heard  through  the  long 
Summer  days.  Here  devoted  men  and  women 
endeavor  through  the  instinct  for  play,  which 
is  born  in'  every  child,  to  develop  and 
strengthen  the  body,  and  through  the  equally 
natural  love  of  companionship  to  awaken  in 
the  littleXones  the  spirit  of  co-operation,  of 
friendship  and  of  protection. 

Victoria  is  singularly  fortunate  in  its  situa- 
tion as  a  home  for  children  and  as  a  play- 
ground' centre.  The  sunshine,  the  loveliness 
of  the  prospect  and  the  beauty  of  the  imme- 
diate surroundings  make  almost  any  open  space 
available,  Ideal  for  the  sports  of  children. 

For  several  years  the  Women's  Council 
have  represented  the  need  of  supervised  play- 
grounds  for  Victoria's  children,  but  it  was  only 
when  the  growth  of  the  city  covered  the  empty 
fields  with  homes  that  the  citizens  realized  that 
if  their  children  were  to  play  at  all,  they  must 
reserve  space  for  the  purpose. 

If  Alderman  Huraber  had  never  done  any- 
thing fc*  Victoria  except  to  influence  the  City 
Council  to  set  aside  the  Nortl|  Ward  Park, 
shortly  after  the  Finlayson  estate  had  been 
placed  upon  the  market,  he  would  be  entitled 
to  the  gratitude  of  Victoria  for  all  time  to 
come.

The  result  was  a  conference  with  the  mayor 
and  a  number  of  the  aldermen," who  became 
convinced  that  direction  and  supervision  were 
as  necessary  as  the  playgrounds.  The  mat- 
ter was  referred  to  the  Parks  Committee  with 
the  result  that  Miss  Ruth  Jarvis  was  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  the  children  at  Bfcacon  Hill, 
where  a  few  months  before  an  open-air  gym- 
nastic apparatus  had  been  installed. 

Miss  Jarvis  at  once  won  the  hearts  of  the 
little  ones  and  has  the  faculty,  not  as  common 
as  it  should  be,  of  making  friends  of  the  older 
girls.  Soon  the  children  were  organized  into 
little  groups  and  were  playing  the  rhythmic 
games  they  love.  In  using  the  slides  and 
swings  and  rings  they  were  led  to  be  consid*- 
erate  of  each  other.  In  their  contests,  the  older 
girls,  while  they  /strove  to  exercise  all  their, 
strength  and  skill,  were  fair  to  their  rivals, 
cheerful  in  defeat  and  courteous  in  victory. 

The  lads  found,  plenty  of  room  for  the 
■  baseball  and  football  in  which  boys  delight,  and, 
as  a  rule^eft  the  playground  to  the  girls  and' 
the  smaller  children.  Even  during  the  first 
season,  mothers  learned  that  for  the  long  after-. 
noon  the  children  from  the  baby  of  3  to  her 
sister  of  14  were  perfectly  safe -under  Miss 
Jarvis'  care.  It  was  seldom  that  during  the 
afternoon  there  were  not  many  interested  spec- 
tators of  the  children's  games  and  sports.  With 
the  opening  of  school  supervision  ceased. 

This  year  Mr.  F.  G  E.  Dynes  attd  Miss 
Jarvis  continued  the  work  so  well  befun  last 
season.  The  attendance  increased  steadily  and 
on  some  days  there  were  as  rrtany  as  eighty 
present.  Volley  ball  was.  added  to  the  games 
and  great  interest  in  it  was  manifested.  Many 
people  had.  at  the  North  Ward  Park  a  few  davs 
since  an  apportunity  of  seeing  the  effect  of  the 
outdoor  life,  the  games  and  the  gerrtle  disci- 
pline and  careful  teaching  of  the  supervisors  on 
these  young  people.

1586— DEATH  OF  SIR  PHILIP  SIDNEY 


Sir  Philip  Sidney,  an  English  soldier,  states- 
,  man  and   poet,   was  born  at  Pe.nshurst,   Kent, 
the  30th  November,   1554.     After  studying  at 
Christ   Church,    Oxford,    and   Trinity   College, 
Cambridge,    he   set   off  on   his   travels  at    18, 
visited    France,    Hungary  and    Italy,    and,    re- 
turning through  Germany  and  Flanders,  arriv- 
ed in  England  in  1575.     He  became  a  favorite 
with   the   queen,    who,   in    1576,   sent  him  on 
an  embassy   to  Germany.      He  had  a  quarrel 
with  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  but  the  queen  inter- 
posed to  prevent  a  duel  taking  place.     Sidney, 
displeased  at  the  issue  of  the  affair,  then  re- 
tired to  Wilton  in  Wiltshire,  l58o,  and  amused 
himself  with  the  composition  of  his  celebrated 
pastoral   romance,    "Arcadia."        In    1585    he 
projected    with   Sir   Francis  Drake   an   expedi- 
tion against  the  Spaniards  in  America,  and  he 
had  gone  to  Plymouth  to  embark  on  the  under- 
taking, when  an  express  mandate  from  Eliza- 
beth recalled  him  to  court.     Her  influence  also 
was  exerted  to  prevent  him  from  being  elected 
king  of   Poland,    "refusing"  as  Camden   says, 
"to  further  his  advancement  out  of  fear  that 
she  should  lose  the  jewel  of  her  times. "_    He 
was  subsequently  appointed  governor  of  Flush- 
ing, and  general"  of  the  cavalry  under  his  uncle 
Dudley,    Earl    of   Leicester,    who   commanded 
the  forces  sent  to  assist  the  Dutch  against  the 
Spaniards.     On  2  2nd  of  September,  1586,  be- 
ing at  the  head  of  a  detachment  of  the  Eng

Time   was.    not  so  long    ago 
either,  when  your  grandmother  could  bake  and 
sew   and   embroider   and   knit   and     spin    and 
weave  and  take  the  place  of  a  midwife  if  neces- 
sary, and  shoot  a  rifle,  the  old,  heavy  ones  at 
that.      Time  was  when  your  grandfather  could* 
wield   an   axe  with  the  best  of  them,   and   &Q 
hand   was  surer  than  his  on  the  trigger  of  a 
gun.     The  old  barn  that  he  built  with  his  own 
hands  stands  down  by  the  mill-stream  yet.   He 
could  cut  a  wider  swathe  than  any  of  his  men. 
and  was  the  cleverest  boxer  in  the.  county.     He 
could  play  the  organ,  too;  he  was  organist  in 
the  little  chapel,  and  it  is  from  him  your  little 
girl  takes  her  talent  for  music.     We  can  look 
back  and  admire  our  grandparents,  you  and  1, 
even  though  this  modern  age  makes  it  impos- 
sible for  us  to  emulate  them. 

It    was    Ruskin   who  felt  so  keenly  about 
these  matters,  and  who  used  to  argue  in  his 
delightful  way  that  every  schoolboy  should  be 
taught  a  handicraft,  and,  if  it  was  a  question  of 
a  choice  between  book-learning  and  the  learn- 
ing of  a  trade,  by  all  means  to  let  him  learn  a 
trade.      He  believed  that  the  great    lesson    to 
impress  upon  the  mind"  of  every  child  is  that 
"food  can  only  be  got  out  of  the    earth    and 
happiness  only  out  of  honesty."       Therefore, 
he  insisted  that  everyone  should  know  how  to 
get  food  out  of  the  earth  in  the  best  and  most 
prof. table  way,  and  this  best  and  most  profit- 
able way  is  the  honest  way. 

But  modern  living  is  a  complex  thing,  and 
modern  inventions  come  to  its  aid — or    is    it 
the  other  way  about5      Do  modern  inventions 
necessitate  the  complexity5      One  can  scarce- 
lv   tell,   but   the  fact  remains    that    we    have 
much  more  difficult  problems  to  solve  today 
than  our  grandparents  had  before  us.       So  it 
has  come  about  that  we  have  been  forced  to 
make   our  brains  do  the  work  ol    our  hands. 
Whether  or  not  this  is  to  our  moral  advantage 
or  not  it  would  be  hard  to  say.  or  whether  it 
is  or   not   to   our   physical   advantage.        One 
wise  man  argues  one  way  and  one  another.   A 
new  writer  with  the  soul  of  a  poet  and  the  in- 
spiration   of    a    reformer    tries    to    reconcile 
things  as  follows:     We  quote  from  Mr.  Lee's 
book,  "Crowds." 

"There  must  be  some  connecting  link  be- 
tween the  hand-made  and  the  machine-made. 
Which  way  shall  we  turn?  And  so  at  last  1 
turn  to  the  machines  themselves.  Half-sing- 
ing and  half-cursing,  1  have  faced  them. 
There  is  some  way  in  which  they  can  answer 
and  be  made  to  answer — can  be  made  to  give 
me  and  the  men  about  me  the  kind  of  world 
we  want.  What  is  the  thing,  the  real  thing, 
in  the  hand-made  world  that  fills  me  with 
pride  and  joy  and  that  I  cannot,  and  will  not. 
give  up5      Is  not  the  real  thing  that  is  in  it

Which   Sir   Philip   perceiving,   took  it 
from  his  head  before  he  drank,  and  delivered 
it  to   the  poor  man  with   these    words,     'Thy 
necessity  is  greater  than  mine.'  "       His  body 
was  carried  to  England',  and,  after  lying  several 
days  in  state,  was  buried  in  Old  Saint  Paul's 
Cathedral.      His  brief  career,   which   to  many 
may  seem  not  to  justify  his  great  reputation, 
nevertheless  made  a  powerful    impression    on 
English    patriotism.        So   universally   was   he 
esteemed    that   a   general   mourning    for    him 
was    observed    throughout  the  whole  country. 
For  a  month  no  gentleman  of  quality  cared  to 
appear    in    Loudon  without  a  mourning  garb. 
He  was  panegyrized  by  his  contemporaries,  and 
the  universities  issued  three  volumes  of  elegies 
on  his  death. — The  Americana.

They  argue  that  it 
cheapens  human  intelligence  to  permit  mere 
lifeless  things- to  do  the  work  which  our  own 
finger*  could  do  is  well.  They  tell  us  that  we 
are  the  slaves  of  our  machines,  we  people  who 
use  machines  which  are  the  outcome   of    the 


m  some  new  form  saved,  made  an  atmosphere 
and  a  spirit  and  passed  on?      And  what  is  it 
in    the    new    machine-made    world    which,    in- 
spite    of    the    splendid    jo) — a    rough,    new, 
wild  religion  there  is  in  it — keeps  daily  filling 
me,    as   I    go    past    machines,    with    this    con- 
tradictory obstinate  dread  of  them?      After  a 
time  I  have  made  a  little  cleared  space  in  my 
mind,  a  little  breathing  room.     It  has  come  to 
me  from  thinking  that  what  is  beautiful  in  the 
hand-ma,de  world  perhaps  is  not  these  particu- 
lar hand-made  things  themselves  in  which  I  so 
delight,  but  the  hand-made  spirit  of  the  men 
who  made  them,  which  the  men  put  into  the 
things.     And  perhaps  what  is  full  of  death  and 
fear  in  the  machine-made    world    is    not    the 
machines  themselves,  but    the    machine-made 
spirit  in  which  the  men  who  run  the  machines 
have  made  the  machines  work.     Perhaps  the 
hand-made  spirit  Is  pervasive,  eternal.       Per- 
haps it  can  escape  like  a  spirit  and  can  live 
where  it  will  live  and  do  what  it  will  do  like  a 
spirit  and  possess  the  body  that  it  wills  to  pos- 
sess.    Perhaps  the,  hand-made  spirit  is  still  liv- 
ing round  me  today,'  and  is  not  only  living,  but 
is  living  in  a  more    unspeakable,    unbounded

It  is  due  to  Franz  Kohler,  the  violinist,  of 
the  Oberlin  Conservatory  of  Music,  that  Helen 
Keller,  the  noted  blind,  deaf  and  dumb  girl, 
has  heard  her  first  note  of  music.  She  caught 
the  vibrations  of  a  violin  string  through  her 
teeth,  held  against  the  bridge  of  the  instru- 
ment, and  although  her  ear  drums  are  useless, 
Mr.  Kohler  declared  that  the  sounds  had  been 
communicated  to  her  brain  and  she  had  caught 
the  strain. 

The  first  note  which  he  played  for  Miss 
Keller  was  on  the  E  string  of  his  violin.  Miss 
Keller  was  astonished.  She  held  her  teeth 
firmly  against  the  scroll  while  Mr.  Kohler 
played  strains  of  Sairrt-Saens's  "The  Swan," 
using  both  the  high  and  low  registers. 

"Like  the  voices  of  singing  angels,"  Miss 
Keller  described  the  sound  to  Miss  Macy,  her 
teacher.  Miss  Keller  was  exhausted  from  the 
excitement.  Miss  Macy  declared  that  this  was 
the  first  musical  sound  that  had  reached  the 
brain  of  Miss  Keller.

Clara  Butt  and  her  husband  are  meeting 
with  unprecedented  success  in  Australia.  The 
following  is  from  a  description  of  one  of  their 
concerts  on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the 
Auditorium  in  Melbourne: 

With  a  graphic  figure  of  speech  a  writer  in 
The  Melbourne  Argus  described  the  scene  at 
the  opening  concert  as  follows:  -"The  hall 
looked  like  a  great  galleon  of  the  old  days,  or 
a  magnified  specimen  of  the  ancient  Venetian, 
ve^el  of  state — the  Bucentaur — filled  almost 
to  the  bulwarks  with  people.  The  two  large 
tiers  balcony  and  gallery  suggested  the  stern 
and  facing  these  was  the  choir  gallery,  whjch 
suggested  the  bow." 

Lending  official  dignity  to  the  occasion  was 
the  Governor-General,  Lord  Denman,  whose 
entry  was  greeted  with  strains  of  the  British 
national  anthem,  played  by  Accompanist  Har- 
old Craxton.

Most  of  the  novelty  of  the  evening  dwelt 
in  the  opening  of  the  hall,  for  Mme.  Butt  and 
her  husband  were  welcomed  back  to  Mel- 
bourne as  old  friends,  as  they  had  made  a  vie-  I 
torious  tour  through  Australia  five  years  be- 
fore. On  this  reappearance  they  faced  a  gath- 
ering of  the  elite  of  Melbourne.  ,

commented  The  Australian  Music  and  Dra- 
matic News,  editorially,  "the  involuntary,  ex-

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O  the  popular  mind  the  modern 
city  of  the  Twentieth  Century  is 
pictured  as  a  pile,  more  or  less 
extensive,  of  brick,  stone  and 
wQod  pierced  here  and  there  by 
noisy  streets  along  which  hurries  the  clattering 
traffic  and  business  which  such  aggregation's  of 
humanity  produce.  But  to  the  thinker  who 
delves  somewhat  deeper  below  the  surface  of 
things  comes  the  thought  that  none  of  these 
material  things  can  make  a  real  city;  not  brick 
nor  stone,  nor  wood,  nor  streets,  nor  business. 
The  power  or  quality  which  alone  can  make 
a  city,  and  without  which  there  can  be 
no  true  city  is  not  material  at  all,  but 
rather  the  ruler  and  master  of  all  ma- 
terial things  —  a  Man.  Without  men 
that  place  which  is  called  a  city  is  in- 
deed poor,  but  any  city  is  truly  rich  which  can 
boast  a  population  of  men;  men  of  worth,  men 
of  ability,  men  of  character,  foresight  and  en- 
ergy. It  takes  training  to  make  men.  Moral, 
physical,  intellectual,  and  to  the  task  of  giving 
such  training  the  Young  Men's  Christian  As- 
sociation  is   addressing   itself. 

Victoria,  the  capital  city,  needs  many  ma- 
terial things  to  hold  her  place  as  a  real  city, 
but  far  more  than  anything  material  she  needs 
men  to  carry  on  in  an  efficient,  equitable  man- 
ner her  many  affairs. 

The  Victoria  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  is  undertaking  the  work  of  helping 
to  train  men  for  Victoria,  and  the  Y.M.C.A. 
Educational  Department  has  assumed  as  its  - 
share  the  mental  development  and  discipline 
of  Victoria's  young  men. 

The  season  of  1913-1914  is  the  third  season 
of  work  in  the  educational  department,  and,  if 
present  indications  are  any  forecast,  it  is  to  be 
the  biggest  season  yet. 

The  policy  of  this  department  of  the  Vic- 
toria Y.M.C.A.  is  "not  to  make  money,  but  to 
help  men";  so  for  this  reason  courses  are  be- 
ing offered  which  are  arranged  to  meet  the  par- 
ticular needs  of  the  young  men  of  this  city. 

Several  different  types  of  men  are  sought  as 
students  in  some  of  the  twenty-one  courses 
offered  in  the  night  school;  courses  which  are 
broad  enough  in  scope  to  touch  almost  any  man 
or  boy. 

Perhaps  the  most  needy  man,  and  the  most 
susceptible  to  influence  for  good  or  evil,  is 
the  stranger  just  come  to  our  shores  from  an- 
other land.  To  him  the  association  is  making 
a  particularly  strong  appeal  through  the  class 
in  English  for  foreign  men.  Then  there  is  the 
man,  who,  by  force  of  circumstances,  has  been 
denied  the  early  mental  training  afforded  by 
our  excellent  school  system.  For  such  men, 
studies  of  an  elementary  nature  in  "the  three 
R.'s"  are  given  that  the  necessary  groundwork 
may  be  secured  to  aid  in  improving  both  mind 
and  position.  Also  the  young  man  who  is 
ambitious  along  technical  lines  has  ample  op- 
portunity to  follow  his  bent  in  the  architectural 
and  mechanical  drawing  classes,  or  that  in  plan 
reading  and  estimating.  There  are  both  a  com- 
mercial course  and  a  shorthand  course  for  trie 
fellow  who  seeks  a  business  career,  instead  of 
technical  lines  of  service. 

A  new  departure  this  year  is  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  matriculation  department,  where  the 
prospective  college  or  university  man  may  pre- 
pare for  the  entrance  examinations.  This 
course  also  aids  in  meeting  the  requirements 
for  the  preliminary  examination  for  druggists 
as  well  as  any  other  examination  requiring  col- 
lege entrance  standing. 

But  perhaps  the  branch  of  educational 
wcJrk  with  the  strongest  appeal  of  any  to  the 


parents  of  Victoria  is  the  boys'  school.  Here 
the  boy  who  by  day  assists  in  keeping  the  house, 
or  is  apprenticed  to  some  trade,  may  attend 
school  at  night  and  take  up  the  elementary 
work  that  he  would  otherwise  lose  by  not 
attending  school  during  the  day. 

The  supervision  of  the  educational  depart- 
ment is  in  the  hands  of  the  committee  of  man- 
agement, of  which  Mr,  F.  Burridge  is  chairman, 
the  other  members  being  Mr.  A.  E.  Foreman 
and  Mr.  H.  M.  Hillis.  The  educational  depart- 
ment secretary,   Mr.   C.   G.    Raymond,  is  just 
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starting  in  his  second  year  in  Victoria,  where 
he  has  had  direct  charge  of  the  educational  de- 
partment since  September,  a  year  ago. 

The  members  of  the  faculty  are  nearly  all 
busy  business  men.  who  are  giving  up  their 
time  during  the  evenings  to  help  along  the 
younger  man  to  a  position  of  usefulness  and 
efficiency.  Few  school  teachers  are  employed, 
it  being  the  experience  of  the  association  that 
classroom  jmethods  should  be  those  of  the 
business  office  or  draughting  room,  rather  than 
those  of  the  schoolroom. 

The  class  in  advertising  will  this  year  be 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  G.  Van  Buskirk, 
who  comes  from  a  prominent  family  in  West 
Virginia.  After  leaving  high  school,  he  went 
to  Oberlin  College  and  West  Virginia  Univer- 
sity, and,  consequently,  has  had  a  good  train- 
ing along  educational  lines. 

Mr.  Van  Buskirk  has  had  a  broad  business 
experience,  having  recently  resigned  a  position 
with  a  large  contracting  firm  of  this  city  so  as 
to  be  able  to  devote  more  time  to  the  study 
of  advertising. 

He  has  lately  become  advertiser  for  some 
well-known  firms,  among  t*J»  more  prominent 
being  Mearns  &  Fuller. 

Mr.  Van  Bu&irk  has  some  strong  ideas  on 
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Claw  in  bookkeeping 


advertising,   it  being  his  intention  to  lay  par- 
ticular stress  on  the  study  of  copy — the  neces-  • 
sity   for   using   clear,  concise,   persuasive  lan- 
guage, and  will  impart  his  knowledge     along 
these  lines  in  an  interesting  manner. 

Energetic,  a  big  man  in  every  sense  of  the 
word,  leads  us  to  feel  confident  that  Mr.  Van 
Buskirk's  pleasant  personality  and  masterful 
method  of  teaching  will  be  a  great  pleasure  and 
help  to  his  students. 

One  of  the  most  popular  classes  last  year 
was  that  in  architectural  draughting.  This  year 
the  association  has  been  fortunate  in  securing 
as  instructor  Mr.  Herbert  Hodgson,  A. R.I. B. A. 
Mr.  Hodgson  is  a  native  of  the  West  Riding  of 
Yorkshire,  having  been  born  and  spent  the 
greater  part  of  his  life  in  and  near  Bradford. 
By  profession  he  is  an  architect  and  surveyor 
and  teacher  of  architectural  and  building  sub- 
jects. After  serving  articles  and  serving  as 
assistant  in  the  office  of  several  architects  and 
surveyors  in  London  andrpther  cities,  Mr. 
Hodgson  carried  on  a  practice  of  his  own  for 
many  years  in  Bradford  and  the  surrounding 
district,  where  he  designed  and  supervised  the 
erection  of  a  variety  of  buildings,  including 
elementary  school,  technical  school,  cHurcbes 
and  Sunday  schools,  residences,  business  pjrem- 


ises,  etc.  Just  before  leaving,  he  completed 
a  village  institute  near  Bradford,, costing  about 
$20,000,  and  presented  to  the  villagers  by 
one  of  its  former  residents. 

For  the  teaching  of  architectural  and  build- 
ing subjects,  Mr.  Hodgson  is  well  qualified. 
He  is  a  Queen's  prizeman  in  architecture;  and 
honors  man  in  building  contracting  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British  Architects 
(by  examination).  In  his  student  days  he  ob- 
tained .many  prizes  for  subjects  connected  with 
architecture  and  building.  He  has  hid  a  long 
and  successful  experience  in  the  teaching  of 
these  subjects,  having  for  many  years  taught 
evening  classes  in  the  technical  school  of  Leeds, 
Pudsey  and  Shipley  and  other  institutions.  At 
Leeds  Technical  School  he  was  for  more  than 
tea  years  lecturer  in  brickwork  and  masonry, 
and  at  Pudsey  Technical  School  (the  second  in 
importance  under  the  management  of  the  West, 
Riding  Education  Authority)  he  taught  for 
mahy  years  and  was  head  of  the  biifldljij 
partment.  As  a  private  tutor  in, arctjiti 
Mr.  Hodgson  has  assisted  a  Iftfftf.

Besides  being  a  member  of  the  R.I.B.A., 
Mr.  Hodgson  is  also  a  member  of  the  Society 
of  Architects  (England),  of  the  Canadian 
Society  of  Architects  and  of  the  Leeds  and 
Yorkshire  Society  of  Architects,  on  the  com- 
mittee of  which  latter  he  formerly  occupied 
a  seat.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion of  Teachers  in  Technical  Institutes  (Eng- 
land), on  the  central  council  of  which  he  has 
acted  as  representative  .of  the  West  Riding 
Branch,  having  been  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee of  that  branch  since  the  formation  of 
the  association  eight  years  ago,  and  having 
also  filled  the  position  of  treasurer  of  the 
branch  and  chairman  of  the  art  and  building 
section.  As  in  all  classes  much  individual  at- 
tention to  the  students  will  be  given  by  Mr. 
Hodgson,  so  that  the  beginner  or  the  advanced 
draughtsman  may  progress  as  fast  as  he  de- 
sires. It  is  the  plan  to  have  a  number  of  prac- 
tical talks  given  during  the  season.  Such  talks 
will  be  along  architectural  lines,  such  as  build- 
ing materials,  building  construction,  while 
such  subjects  as  mouldings,  the  five  orders, 
plans,  elevations  will  be  studied. 

The  above  is  only  one  of  the  courses 
offered  in  the  technical  branches  for  the  large 
number  of  young  men  in. our  Western  country 
who  have  a  desire  for  engineering  and  kindred 
lines  of  work. 

Another  such  branch  is  the  class  in  mechani- 
cal drawing,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Horace 
M.  Bigwood,  civil  and  mechanical  engineer. 
Mr.  Bigwood  is  starting  his  second  season  as 
an  instructor  for  the  Y.M.C.A.,  and  he  has  the 
pleasure  of  looking  back  upon  a  most  success- 
ful class  last  year.  Mr.  Bigwood  isa  graduate 
of  the  Higher  Grade  School  and  the  Science 
and  Technical  College  of  Wolverhampton, 
holding  certificates  for  machine  construction 
and  drawing  for  the  South  Kensington  science 
and  arts  examination.  Serving  as  apprentice 
with  the  Wellington  Engineering  &  Foundry 
Company,  he  took  all  branches  of  practical 
engineering  and  ironfounding.  Later  he  be- 
came draughtsman  with  the  South  Stuff ord-- 
shire  Gas  Company,  soon  becoming  assistant 
manager.  After  two  years  of  service  in  tig 
capacity,  he  resigned  bis  position  to  c< 
Victoria,  where  he  held  *  portion  as  Jf 
man  with  Messrs.  Sullen,  and  is  at  pr*w^-- 
the  city  engineers  stilt;

Stories  of  Old  Rom 

(Continued) 

Crassus  having  received  the  command  of 
the  army  sallied  forth  to  tight  against  Spartacus 
and  his  hosts. 

To  Mummius,  his  lieutenant,  he  entrusted 
two  legions,  and  gave  him  instructions  to  pry 
upon  the  enemy,  but  upon  no  account  to 
engage  in  a  tight.  But  Mummius  was  very 
eager  to  attain  notoriety,  and  he  had  all  the 
confidence  of  youth,  and  was  rather  inclined 
to  despise  Spartacus,  and  make  light  of  the  vic- 
tories he  had  won.  So  upon  the  first  oppor- 
tunity he  made  battle  and  was  badly  beaten, 
a  great  many  of"  his  men  being  killed,  and 
some  of  his  best  officers  taken  prisoner. 

But  when  Crassus  himself  was  ready  to 
make  war  upon  Spartacus,  Spartacus  was  hf 
no  haste  to  meet  him,  and  retired  with  his 
forces  through  Lucania  toward  the  sea,  where 
he  fell  in  with  some  pirates  in  the  straits,  who 
furnished  him  with  more  men,  whereupon 
Spartacus  established  his  army  in  the  penin- 
sula of  Rhegium,  where  Crassus  came  up  with 
wnWs  nassftrt  Matt  there/,  wfts 
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on  his  first  campaign,  no  doubt  she  died  as  she 
had  lived,  bravely. 

Though  Crassus  had  the  good  fortune  to 
have  defeated  Spartacus.  Pompey  did  all  he 
could  to  take  the  credit  away  from  him,  for 
the  hero  from  Spain  had  arrived  in  time  to 
overtake  and  slay  many  of  the  fugitives,  and 
wrote  to  Rome  "that  while  Crassus  had  been 
successful  in  a  pitched  battle,  that  it  was  he 
who  had  really  put  an  end  to  the  war.  In 
this  way  did  the  Roman  generals  vie  with  one 

another  for  supremacy. 
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actual  warfare*  and  in  the  meantime  Crassus, 
mistrusting  his  own  ability  to  settle  affairs  had 
sent  word  to  the  senate  to  call  Lucullus  out  of 
Thrace    and    Pompey    out  of  Spain   to  *S&m 
him. 

But  fate,  which  had  so  long  favored  the 
brave  Spartacus,  seemed  now  to  turn  againsi 
him.  His  men  began  to  mutiny.  Most  of 
them  were  a  very  inferior  class,  and  recog- 
nized no  ties  of  honor,  no  moral  obligations. 
There  were  only  a  few  as  noble-minded  and 
disinterested  as  "the  great  leader  of  the  upris- 
ing. The  men  who  had  deserted  Spartacus 
formed  a  camp  of  their  own  by  the  Lucanian 
Lake,  and  these  men  Crassus  resolved  to  fall 
upon  first. 

But  when  Spartacus  knew  that  those  who 
had  lately  served  under  him  were  being  sorely 
pressed  he  hurried  to  their  assistance  and  drove 
the  Romans  off.  One  might  have  supposed 
that  out  of  gratitude  these  renegades  would 
have  returned  to  their  former  allegiance,  but 
not  so.  Once  secure  from  the  enemy,  they  ig- 
nored Spartacus,  and  continued  their  independ- 
ence. 

So  Crassus  resolved  once  more  to  attack 
the  mutineers,  and  draw  Spartacus  into  a  bat- 
tle. The  Romans  stole  upon  the  enemy  by 
night,  their  bright  helmets  covered,  and  occu- 
pied a  little  eminence  overlooking  the  lake. 
Early  in  the  morning  they  rushed  upon  the 
encampment  and  a  fierce  battle  took  place. 
Spartacus,  as  before,  hurried  to  the  scene  of 
the  fighting,  and  his  men  rallied  bravely 
around  him  and  fought  desperately,  but  the 
fortunes  of  war  went  against  him.  he  lost 
twelve  thousand  three  hundred  killed,  and  of 
these  "two  only  were  found  wounded  in  their 
backs,  the  rest  all  having  died  standing  in  their 
ranks  and  fighting  bravely." 

After  this  discomfiture  Spartacus  retired  to 
the  mountains  of  Petelia,  and  Crassus  sent 
Quintius  and  Scrofa  the  quasstor  with  a  large 
force  to  follow  and  overtake  him.  But  when 
the  Romans  came  up  with  Spartacus  and  the 
two  armies  engaged  the  Romans  were  utterly 
routed,  and  the  quaestor  badly  wounded. 

This  success  really  did  not  help  Spartacus, 
it  served  'merely  to  inflate  the  vanity  of  the 
men  under  him,  who  had  long  been  dissatisfied 
with  the  tactics  of  their  chief,  and  who,  believ- 
ing themselves  almost  invulnerable,  had  no  de- 
sire to  leave  Roman  territory  for  their  native 
lands,  as  Spartacus  wished  them  to  3d,  but 
rather  to  continue  the  war  and  march  back  till 
they  should  reach  the  very  gates  of  Home. 
So  very  proud  and  confident  had  this  army  of 
slaves  become. 

This  is  the  account  of  the  final  battle  of 
the  war  with  Spartacus,  written  by  Plutarch 
nearly  two  thousand  years  ago: 

"News  was  already  brought  that  Pompey 
was  at  hand;  and  people  began  to  talk  openly 
that  the  honor  of  this  war  was  reserved  for 
him,  who  would  come  and  at  once  oblige  the 
enemy  to  light  and  put  an  end  to  the  war. 
Crassus,  therefore,  eager  to  tight  a  decisive 
battle,  encamped  very  near  to  the  enemy  and 
,'egan  to  make  lines  of  circumvallation;  but 
the  slaves  made  a  sally  and  attacked  the  pip- 
teers. 

"As  fresh  supplies  came  in  <>n  either  side, 
Spartacus,  seeing  there  was  no  avoiding  it,  set 
,tll  his  army  in  array,  and  when  his  horse  was 
brought  him  he  drew  out  his  sword  and  killed 
;;,  saying  if  he  won  the  day  he  should  have  a 
|reat  many  better  horses  of  his  enemies,  and 
if  he  lost  it  he  should  have  no  need  of  this. 
And  so  making  directly  toward  Crassus  him- 
self, through  the  midst  of  arms  and  wounds, 
he  missed  him,  but  he  slew  two  centurions 
that  fell  upon  him  together.  At  last  being 
deserted  by  those  that  were  about  him  he  him- 
self stood  his  ground,  and,  surrounded  by  the 
enemy,  bravely  defending  himself,  was  cut  to 
pieces." 

Thus  died  Spartacus,  one  of  the  bravest 
o(  the  heroes  of  Old  Rome,  a  man  who 
fought  in  a  just  cause,  with  no  idea  of  per- 
sonal aggrandizement  or  reward,  but  simply 
to  *et  free  the  suffering  slaves.  History  does 
not  tell  us  what  became  of  that  .prophetess- 
witt  of  hit,  except  that  she  accompanied  him

Frederick  Barbarossa,  having  restored  or- 
der in  Germany,  resolved  to  set  out  upon  a 
Crusade  with  the  view  of  improving  the  con- 
ditions of  the  Christians  in  Palestine,  who  were 
hard  pressed  by  the  Saracens.  The  objeC^F; 
the  Crusaders  had  proved  unattainable,  partly 
because  of  dissensions  among  themselves,  part- 
ly by  reason  of  the  hostility  of  the  Byzantine 
emperor  to  their  plans,  and  partly  owing  to 
the  fierceness  of  the  attacks  made  upon  them 
by  the  great  sy^t;''2iwt>^/li^\h1s,.  successors 


Nurredi(n  and  Salaheddin;  the  latjer  known  m 
English  histories  as  Saladin.  But  even  without 
external  opposition,  the  Crusaders  would 
have  made  a  failure  of  their  efforts.  So  bitter 
were  the  controversies  between  them  that  on 
one  occasion  the  Knights  of  St.  John  sent  a 
volley  of  arrows  into  a  crowd  of  worshippers 
in  the  Holy  Sepulchre.  Baldwin,  King  of  Jeru- 
salem, recklessly  broke  faith  with  a  Saracen 
tribe  and  received  severe  chastisement  at  their 
hands.  He  shortly  afterwards  met  his  death 
by  poison.  Vice  and  folly  paved  the  way  to 
absolute  ruin.  Saladin  resolved  to  administer 
a  crushing  blow  to  the  Templars  and  Hospital- 
ers, and  in  a  battle  near  the  Lake  of  Tiberias 
in  1187,  he  completely  defeated  them,  cap- 
turing the  Holy  Cross,  which  never  was  re- 
taken. A  few  months  later  Saladin  entered 
Jerusalem,  after  a  vigorous  defence  of  the  city 
by  Sibylla,  the  heroic  queen,  who  was  acting 
as  regent  for  her  young  son.  Saladin  caused 
a  great  throne  to  be  erected,  and  from  this  he 
watched  the  long  and  mournful  procession  of 
Christians  as  they  marched  out  of  the  city,  so 
endeared  to  them  by  tradition  and  sacrifice. 

Barbarossa  resolved    to    set   this   dreadful 
condition   of   things   right.      Although   treated 
with  hostility,  concealed  but  none  the  less  seri- 
ous,  by  the  Greeks   under   the   instigation  of 
the   Byzantine    emperor,    his    progress   was  so 
formidable  that  the  Turks  expressed  their  will- 
ingness to  make  peace  on  payment  of  a  large 
sum  of  money.     Barbarossa  replied  by  sending 
them  a  small  coin  with  the  message  that  they 
could  divide  it  among  them.     But  he  was  far 
from  being,  as  he  thought,  on  the  eve  of  tri- 
umph.    As.  his  army  advanced  it  encountered 
dreadful  privations,  the  soldiers  being  compell- 
ed for  lack  of  water  to  kill  their  horses    and 
drink  their  blood.      He  was  almost  in  despair, 
when  he  found  himself  surrounded  by  a  strong 
Turkish  force.     His  apprehension  was  increas- 
ed by  his  ignorance  as  to  the  fate  of  his  son, 
who  was  advancing  to  his  relief.     Nevertheless 
he    resolved    upon    a    great    linal    effort.      He 
stood  one  day  surrounded  by  his  soldiers,  and 
as  he  reflected  upon  the  fate  which  seemed  to 
be  theirs  and  that,  which  he  supposed  had  al- 
ready been  his  son's,  he  burst  into  tears.     Sud- 
denly   he     raised     his    head     and   exclaiming: 
"Christ  still   lives;   Christ  conquers,"   and   or- 
dered  a  charge.      Although   then  seventy-nine 
years  of  age,  he  charged  with  all  the  vigor  of 
\outh,  and  several  of  the  enem\    fell  beneath 
his  sword.     Ten  thousand  Turks  were  slain  in 
this  heroic  assault,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
army  sought   safety   in   flight.      When   he   was 
resting  from   the  toils  of  the  day  he   received 
the  gratifying  news  that  his  son,  whom  he  had 
mourned  as  dead,  had  inflicted  a  heavy  defeat 
upon  the  enemy  and  was  in  possession  of  lcon- 
ium,   to  which  city  he  advanced,   and   was  re- 
ceived with  great  demonstrations  of  joy.     Af- 
ter resting  for  a  few  days  he  resumed  his  ad- 
vance towards  Jerusalem,  but  on  his  attempt- 
ing to  cross  a  turbulent  stream  on  horseback, 
lie    was    swept    away     by     the     current     and 
drowned.     This  was  in  1  1.9-6,  and  in  the  thirty- 
ninth  year  of  his  reign. 

His  death  was  a  great  blow  to  the  hopes 
Of  all  Germany.  Of  his  great  qualities  there 
is  no  doubt,  and  today  Germany  preserves 
some  of  the  laws  which  he  originated.  Legend 
has  surrounded  his  memory  with  much  of  in- 
terest. Hundreds  of  thousands  of  the  German 
peasantry  looked  upon  him  as  the  founder  of 
a  dynasty  which  was  to  rule  the  world  by  the 
principles  of  peace.  His  return  to  earth  was 
confidently  expected.  Two  of  the  legends  may 
be  mentioned,  for  they  serve  to  show  the  high 
esteem  in  which  succeeding  generations  held 
him.  One  says  that  in  a  deep  rocky  cliff,  the 
great  Emperor  sits,  resting  his  head  upon  his 
arm,  and  there  he  will  sleep  until  the  ravens 
will  cease  to  fly  around  the  mountains,  when 
he  will  awaken  and  restore  the  Golden  Age. 
The  other  says  he  sleeps  sitting  near  Salzberg, 
and  when  a  certain  pear  tree,  which  has  been 
cut  down  three  times  only  to  grow  again, 
bursts  into  blossom,  he  will  awaken,  and  hav- 
ing hung  his  shield  upon  the  tree  will  begin  a 
tremendous  battle,  in  which  all  the  whole 
world  will  join,  the  result  tofing  the  triumph 
of  good  over  evil. 


When  Barbarossa  died,  his  army  of  100,- 
000  men  with  which'  he  had  left  Germany, 
had  dwindled  to  less  than  six  thousand.  Short- 
lv  after  this  Cceur  de  Leon  arrived  from  Eng- 
land with  a  powerful  force,  and  the  campaign 
against  the  Saracens  was  then  largely  in  his 
hands.  We  shall  have  occasion  to  refer  to 
him  again.  Barbarossa  was  succeeded  on  the 
imperial  throne  by  his  son  Henry,  a  man  of 
great  energy,  but  of  few  other  good  qualities. 
His  reign  was  shQTJ  but  troubled.  He  became 
involved  in  difficulties  with  the  Pope;  he  at- 
tempted to  annex  Greece  to  the  Empire,  and 
was  planning  to  conquer  the  whole  of  Asia 
Minor  when  death  cut  short  his  career.  He 
died  either  from  poison  or  from  the  effects  of 
an  iced  drink.

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THE  UNIVERSE 


So  much  interest  has  been  expressed  in  the 
few  discursive  articles  printed  on  this  page  in 
regard  to  the  planets,  that  we  are  sure  a  few 
other  statements  regarding  the  facts,  sugges- 
tions and  conclusions  of  astronomers  will  not 
be  unwelcome.     First,  before  speaking  of  the 


thousands,  perhaps  millions  of  years  from  the 
time  it  left  them.  The  stars  are  therefore  in- 
conceivably distant  from  the  Earth  and  from 
each  other. 

There  is  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  num- 
ber* of  the  stars.  Those  seen  by  the  naked  eye 
as  distinct  orbits  are  only  a  few  thousands.  The 
telescope  reveals  myriads  more,  and  photo- 
graphy yet  myriads  more,  which  the  most  pow- 
erful telescope  cannot  detect.  The  Milky  Way 
is  a  mass  of  stars  so  far  distant  that  while  they 
appear  to  be  so  close  together  as  to  form  a 
faint  cloud,  they  are  really  millions  upon  mil- 
lions of  miles  apart.  To  an  observer  on  one  of 
them  the  stars,  with  which  we  are  familiar  be- 
cause we  see  them  distinct  from  each  other, 
would  doubtless  seem  a  mere  light  cloud  as 
the  Milky  Way  seems  to  us.

ancient  skull  discovered  in  England.  When 
first  put  together  it  was  considered  as  demon- 
strating that  the  very  ancient  Briton  to  whom 
it  had  belonged  was  a  man  of  very  low  type. 
Since  then  some  one  hi>  fitted  the  bones  to- 
gether in  another  way,  ?nd  claims  to  have 
proved  that  the  skull  belonged  to  a  person 
having  average  brain  capacity.  Neither  of 
these  conclusions  can  be  regarded  as  Science; 
they  are  only  the  suggestions  of  investigators. 
But  Science  by  these  investigations  has  had  a 
new  glimpse  at  the  early  history  of  lie  humars 
race. 

And  so  as  to  the  field  into  which  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  British  Association  wishes  to  direct 
our  footsteps.  He  thinks  he  sees  a  path;  but 
he  does  not  suggest  what  the  end  of.it  is. . 
expresses  the  hope  that  it  may  lead  to  a 
real  appreciation  of  God  and  Immortality  than 
that  to  which  we  have  been  able  to  attain. 
He  hopes  it  may  enable  us  to  see  that  a  belief 
in  these  fundamental  factors  of  religion  has  a 
basis  that  can  be  demonstrated  scientifically. 
Further  than  this  he  does  not  at  present  go, 
but  even  that  is  a  very  long  way.

A  very  great  many  planetoids  or  asteroids. 
An    unknown    but    very  great   number   of 

comets. 

An  innumerable   number  of  meteors. 
A   number  of  secondary  bodies,   satellites, 
revolving  around  the  planets.

The  material  of  which  these  bodies  are 
composed  is  either  solid,  liquid  or  gaseous. 

Some  of  the  bodies  are  intensely  hot; 
others  appear  to  be  intensely  cold. 

.  Some  of  them  appear  to  be  wholly  solid, 
some  partly  solid  and  partly  liquid  and  gase- 
ous, and  others  wholly  gaseous. 

Some  of  them  are  self-luminous;  others  are 
naturally  dark. 

Some  of  them  revolve  around  their  own 
axes  many  times  in  the  course  of  their  revolu- 
tion around  the  Sun;  others  revolve  only  once 
oh  their  axes  during  their  revolution  around 
the  Sun. 

Those  which  revolve  around  the  planets 
apparently  do  not  revolve  around  their  axes. 

Apparently  all  which  revolve  on  their  axes 
revolve  from"  West  to  East,  except  Neptune, 
which  seems  to  revolve  from  East  to  West.  ' 

They  do  not  all  revolve  around  the  Sun  in 
the  same  plane. 

They  move  at  very  different  rates  of  speed. 
They  exhibit  great  varieties  of  color. 
There   are   great    variations    in    their    dis- 
tances from  the  Sun,  in  the  case  of  the  planets, 
and  from  the  planets  in  the  case  of  the  satel- 
lites. 

They  vary  greatly  in  size. 
In  view  of  this  very  great  variety  to  be 
found  in  the  Solar  system,  which  is  almost  an 
insignificant  part  of  the  Universe,  measured  by 
the  space  it  occupies,  it  is  prima  facie  not 
unreasonable  to  expect  very  great  variety  in 
the  other  celestial  bodies,  that  is,  in  what  are 
called  sidereal  bodies  to  distinguish  them  from 
the  Solar  system,  the  word  sidereal  being  de- 
rived from  the  Latin  word  "sidus,"  which 
means  a  star.  The  discoveries  of  astronomers 
more  than  bears  out  this  expectation. 

First  as  to  their  distances  from  the  Earth 
and  from  each  other.  It  is  possible  to  measure, 
the  distance  from  the  Earth  to  some  of  the 
stars.  This  is  done  by  taking  the  diameter  of 
the  Earth's  orbit  as  a  base  line.  In  six  months 
from  today  the  Earth  will  be  on  the  other  side 
of  the  Sun,  and,  in  round  numbers,  about  180,- 
000,000  miles  from  where  it  is  now.  If  we 
observe  the  position  of  a  star  tonight  and  ob- 
serve it  again  six  months  from  tonight,  and 
find  it  has  changed  its  position,  the  change  is 
known  as  its  parallax,  and  its  distance  can  be 
calculated,  just  as  we  can  calculate  the  div 
tance  of  an  object  on  the  surface  of  the  Earth, 
if  we  have  a  base  line  and  the  angles  formed 
by  lines  joining  the  object  and  the  extremities 
of  the  base  line.  In  this  way  it  has  been  as- 
certained that  the  star  known  as  Alpha  Cen- 
tauri  is  20, 000, 000,000, 000  miles  from  the 
the  Earth.  By  the  same  method  of  measure- 
ment the  star  known  as  61  Cygni  has  been 
found  to  be  three  times  as  far  away  as  Alpha 
Centauri,  and  Sirius,  or  the  Dog  Star,  the  very 
bright  star  in  the  Southern  part  of  the  sky,  as 
seen  from  this  latitude,  is  four  times  as  far  away 
as  Alpha  Centuari. 

But  very  few  of  the  stars  give  any  parallax. 
Even  when  viewed  from  points  180,000,000 
miles  apart  they  do  not  change  their  apparent 
position.  The  parallax  of  Alpha  Centauri  is 
equal  to  one  nine-hundredth  part  of  the  Moon's 
apparent  diameter,  not  very  much,  indeed,  but 
yet  enough  to  be  capable  of  very  much  sub- 
division. A  star  that  shows  no  parallax  at  all 
must  therefore  be  many  times  as  remote  as 
Alpha  Centauri.  Indeed  many  of  them  are 
so  remote  that  astronomers  speak  of  their  dis- 
tance not  in  miles*,  but  in  light  years,  a  light 
'.  year  being  the  distance  thai  light,  which  moves 
at  the  rate  of  186,000  miles  a  second,  can 
travel  in  a  year.  Light  from  Sirius  reaches  us 
in  about  a  year;  but  there  are  the  stars  the 
liglU  from  which  does  not  reach  us  in  tens  of

Pure  philosophy  reached  the  *».».-  -v, 
elusion  many  centuries  ago.     Plato,  who  ant||| 
dated  Jesus  Christ  by  more  than  three  hundre 


years,  taught  the  immortality  of  the  soul.  We 
do  not  know  how  long  before  his  day  this  idea 
was  entertained.  It  is  quite  certain  that  at  a 
very  early  day  the  Egyptians  held  to  the  belief 
that  the  soul  was  immortal.  The  Hebrews 
held  to  the  same  idea,  although  not  universally 
or  continuously,  for  there  seems  to  have  been 
times  when  they  were,  for  the  most  part  at 
least,  very  materialistic.  It  has  frequently 
been  pointed, out  that_  the  doctrine  of  immor- 
tality is  rather  taken  for  granted  than  actually 
taught  in  the  Old  Testament.  Plato  was  by- 
no  means  the  first  Greek  philosopher  to  hold  to 
what  is  called  continuity  of  existence,  for  this 
formed  the  central  thought  in  the  philosophy 
of  Pythagoras,  and  it  is  plainly  indicated  it' 
Homer's  poems.  Hindu  philosophy  inculcated 
a  belief  in  this  continuity,  which  ended  in 
Nirvana,  and  this  in  point  of  fact  was  only  an 
extinction  of  individual  existence.  We  see, 
therefore,  that  Sir  Oliver  has  advanced  no  new 
thing. 

The  point  wherein  he  differs  from  most 
persons  who  have  dealt  with  the  question  is  in 
his  contention  that  this  continuity  of  existence 
can  be  demonstrated  by  proof.  The  German 
philosopher,  Kant,  held  that  three  things  could 
nol  be  proved  by  scientific  investigation:  The 
existence  of  God,  the  freedom  of  the  will,  and 
immortality.  The  Church  has  taught  that  im- 
mortality was  capable  of  no  other  proof  than 
that  afforded  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus, 
claiming  that  we  should  accept  this  as  estab- 
lished beyond  all  dispute  and  believe  that  we 
are  all  to  appear  again  in  some  form  at  some 
time  in  the  futuic.  Sir  Oliver  has  stepped  bold- 
ly into  the  arena  with  the  claim  that  we  can 
prove  continuous  existence  today  by  evidence 
which  cannot  be  disputed  successfully. |  Others 
have  made  the  same  claim,  but  this  is  the  first 
time  it  has  been  advanced  as  a  scientific  pro- 
position. This  is  what  gives  his  address  its 
conspicuous  interest. 

The  glimpses  of  science  often  precede  very 
important  discoveries.     When  Sir  Isaac  New- 
ton,  meditating    upon     the  fall    of  an   apple, 
caught  a  glimpse  of  the  law  of  gravitatton  he 
opened  the  door  to  the  whole  system  of  mod- 
ern astronomy.     Galileo,  watching  the  oscilla- 
tions   of  a    great    chandelier   111   a  cathedral, 
caught  a  glimpse  of  a  great    truth,    and  thus 
found  a  way  to  the  vast  field  of  experimental 
science.       Franklin,    watching     the    lightning, 
caught  a  glimpse  of  the  possibilities  of  elec- 
tricity.      Other    illustrations    might  be  given. 
From  such  glimpses  we  have  gained  a  widen- 
ing concep'tion    of    the  Universe,  and  although 
at  every  stage  of  progress  conservative  ecclesi- 
asticism   has  protested  against    such    research 
and  uttered  grim  forebodings  as  to  their  effect 
upon  religion,   the  only   result  in  that  respect 
has  been  to  broaden  our  thoughts  of  the  Deity 
and   lead   us  to  a  better  appreciation  of   His 
marvelous  works.      We  are  not  venturing  to 
suggest  what  may   be  the  results  of  the  new 
direction,   which  Sir  Oliver's  address  is  likely 
to  give  to  scientific  inquir)',  but  only  to  point 
out   that   it   may   have  very  important  conse- 
quences.    It  has  been  one  of  the  obstacles  to 
religious    progress    in   the  past  that  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Church  have  been  assumed  to  be 
antagonistic  to  those  of  what  is  called  Science. 
There  has  been  a  sort  of  assumption  that  Sci- 
ence was  antagonistic  to  faith.     But  what    is 
Science?      It  is  only  knowledge.     Every  sug- 
gestion of  a  scientific  investigator  is  not  Science 
In  ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a  hundred  it  only 
means    that    the    investigator    thinks    he   has 
reached  a  state  at  which  it  is  safe  to  give  the 
results  as  far  as  he  has  gone.     We  may  give 
a  conspicuous    example.     Louis    Agassiz,  was 
the  father  of  the  glacial  theory  as  applied^ 
geology,  and  nearly  all  investigators  have -fal- 
lowed in  his  footsteps;  but  it  1s  known  that 
he  himself  in  his  later  years  expressed  dewfet^ 
as  to  the  correctness  of  his  conclusions,  'f$3tl& 
later   investigators   are   not   satisfied   that   he 
was  wholly  correct.    We  mentioned ;vafl*$»i# 
I  long  ago  the  conclusions  drawn  from  a  very

THE    USE    OF    VEGETATION    FOR    RE- 
CLAIMING  TIDAL   LANDS 


In  various  parts  of  the  world  there  are  num- 
bers of  plants  and  trees  growing  on  foreshores 
below  high-water  mark,  which  are  very  effec- 
tive   passive    defences    against    coast    erosion. 
They  break  the  force  of  the  waves    and    cur- 
rents, and  cover  the  shore  with    a    protective 
coating  of  roots.     They  are    also    active    de- 
fences, inasmuch  as  they  bring  about  accumu-  ■ 
lation  and  gradually  raise  the  surface  level.   On 
tidal  shores  in  sheltered  places,  where  there  is 
a  tendency  for  natural  accumulation    to    take 
place  by  the  deposit  at  high  tide  of  particles  of 
sand,  clay  and  humus,  vegetation  plays  an  im- 
portant part  in  organizing  and  controlling  the 
accumulation,  and  causes  it  to  take  place  at  a 
much  more  rapid  rate  than  it  otherwise  would. 
The  plants  slow  down  the    tidal  currents    and 
material  is  deposited  which,  if  the  plants  were 
not  there,  would    be    held    in    suspension    and 
moved  away.     They  also  collect  quantities'  of 
material  moved  along  the  bottom  by  currents 
and  waves.     Numerous  marine  animals    dwell 
among  the  vegetation,  and  their  remains,  and 
the  decay  of  the.  plants  themselves,   assist    in 
forming  a  fertile  soil.      On  tidal  muddy  fore- 
shores in  many  places,  various  species  of  flow- 
ering plants   (chiefly  grasses)     grow    strongly 
from  high-water  to  half-tide  level,  and  form  a 
dense  mass.     As  the  surface  is  gradually  raised 
by  sediment  deposited  by  the  incoming  tide,  by 
streams  bringing  debris  worn  from   the  land, 
and  by  the  accumulation  of  dead  vegetation  and 
shell-bearing  animals,  a  salt  marsh  is    formed 
and  gradually  grows  seaward.       The  ordinary 
species  of  plants  which  built  up  salt  marshes  do 
not  do  so  above  ordinary  high  spring-tide  level, 
as  they  require  to  be  covered    periodically  by 
the  sea  in  order  to  flourish.  When  salt  marshes 
have  grown  upwards  to  about    ordinary  high- 
water  level,  the  accumulation  of  material  sub- 
sequently takes  place  at  a  very  slow"  rate,  as 
the  conditions  are  then  unsuitable  both  for  salt 
marsh  and  land  plants.    Bushes,  trees,  and  the 
higher  species  of  yefetatipnVjttlfnot»,ii^:n|j4Jfi^ 
grow  on  marshes  covered  at  occasional   high 
tides,  even  «by  a  few  indies of  $e*i»te^fij| 
though  there  are  important  exceptions. :.':^$b*|f 
a  salt  marsh  has  been  built  up  to  ordinary  high- 
tide  level  by  vegetation,  it  can  then  be  |pialm* 
ed  by  in  inexpensive  embankment 
to  prevent  the  land  from being;  overflowed  >y 
high  spring  ti4e^-^En|^eertnf.

THE  NESTING  OF  THE  RED  GROUSE 


The  habits  of  the  red  grouse,  which  enjoys 
the  distinction  of  being  the  only  game  bird 
which  is  found  'exclusively  in  the  British  Isles 
and  in  no  other  part  of  the  world,  except 
where  introduced,  have  been  of  interest  to 
sportsmen  and  naturalists  for  a  very  long  per- 
iod; in  fact,  since  grouse  shooting  began  to  be 
regarded  as  a  sport  worthy  of  the  attention  of 
our  ancestors  in  the  muzzle-loading  days.  In 
the  nesting  season  its  habits  vary  considerably 
.  in  different  localities,  both  as  to  the  situation 
chosen  for  the  nest  and  the  date  when  incuba- 
tion commences. 

As  a  general  rule,  pairing  takes  place  in 
March,  though  in  mild  Winters  and  under 
favorable  circumstances,  the  packs  'may  begin 
to  split  up  towards  the  end  of  February.  When 
courting  commences  among  the  birds  their 
manoeuvres  and  general  behavior  is  well  worth 
attention.  The  cocks  fight  viciously  for  their 
mates,  these  combats  generally  taking  place 
soon  after  daybreak,  while  the  hens  are  feed- 
ing, and.it  is  at  this  period  that  the  old  warriors 
which  have  kept  to  themselves  all  Winter  do 
so  much  damage  on  a  grouse  moor.  They 
thrash  and  bully  the  young  cocks  unmercifully, 
harry  the  hens  almost  out  of  their  senses,  and 
are  in  many  cases  responsible  for  deserted 
nests,  from  which  they  have  driven  the  female 
already  chosen  by  another  and  younger  mate. 
Even  if  they  eventually  confine  their  atten- 
tions to  one  hen,  the  eggs  are  seldom  as  nu- 
merous and  -fertile  as  they  would  be  if  she  had 
paired  with  a  young  cock,  for,  like  some  old 
men,  these  hardened  "warriors  often  take  to 
themselves  a  wife  considerably  younger  than 
themselves.  I  Owing  to  their  bullying  habits, 
they  terrorize  a  larger  part  of  the  moor  than 
is  required  for  one  brood,  and  if  near  the  march 
may  drjve  other  pairs  to  nest  on  a  neighbor's 
ground. 

The  cock  grouse  as  a  general  rule  is  a  de- 
voted husband,  a  model  father,  and  a  guardian 
to  the  nest,  which  could  hardly  be  equalled  in 
the  bird  world.  AH  day  he  stands  sentry  in 
the  neighborhood,  warning  his  mate  ef  the 
presence  of  intruders  by  a  low  warning  note, 


"*ock,  gock!"  When  another  cock  trespasses 
too  near  the  nest  he  is  promptly  attacked,  and 
the  challenge  cry  under  those  circumstances  is 
worth  hearing.  The"  hen,  if  she  remains  too 
long  away  from  the  nest,  Is  firmly  but  gently 
escorted  back  by  her  mate,  and  practically 
drjven  to  the  nest  should  any  necessity  for  this 
proceeding  arise. 

When  incubation,  which  lasts  from  twenty 
to  twenty-five  days  on  an  average,  commences, 
the  hen  leaves  the  nest  to  feed  in  the  early 
morning  sometimes,  especially  if  the  day  has 
been  hot  and  she  requires  water,  taking  an- 
other interval  for  refreshment  toward  sunset. 
She  feels  the  heat  of  the  sun  very  trying  if  the 
nest  is  in  a 'bare  situation,  but  I  have  never 
seen  a  bird  leave  the  nest  for  water  in  these 
circumstances  until  the  evening.  While  the 
c^^s  are  being  laid;  before  incubation  com- 
mences, the  hen  carefully  covers  them  from 
view  with  moss  and  feathers,  lest  any  passing 
hoodie  crow  should  interfere  with  the  nest  dur- 
ing her  absence. 

When  the  young  are  hatched  and  dry  they 
run  from  the  nest,  being  at  this  stage  extremely 
delicate;  a  late  snowstorm,  heavy  rain,  or  hail 
may  do  great  damage  among  them  at  this  per- 
iod, but  after  they  are  about  a  fortnight  old 
they  become  hardy,  and  the  only  thing  to  be 
feared  is  a  long  drought  if  water  is  scarce  on 
the  moor. 

Cases  have  come  to  my  notice  of  hens  be- 
ing found  dead  upon  the  nest  after  a  severe 
Spring  snowstorm,  such  is  their  devotion  to 
their  maternal  duties.  Both  parents  use  the 
well-known  device  of  scuttling  away  from  their 
brood,  simulating  injuries  which  vanish  as  if 
by  magic  as  soon  as  the  intruder  is  far  enough 
away  from  the- young,  and  the  old  birds,  doubt- 
less chuckling  at  the  success  of  their  stratagem, 
circle  round  and  return  to'  their  offspring. 
Though  from  six  to  eight  eggs  are  the  usual 
number  in  one  clutch,  as  many  as  ten  may 
sometimes  be  seen;  but  a  covey  of  twelve  birds 
is  rather  uncommon. 

If  there  has  been  much  frost  during  the 
period  when  the  eggs'  were  laid,  addled  ones 
are  sure  to  be  found,  and  in  the  event  of  a  hen 
continuing  to  brood  on  an  addled  clutch,  the 
nest  should  be  "destroyed,  as  the  bird  will  very 
likely  wear  itself  out  in  vain  hopes  of  the  eggs 
hatching.  They  do  not  seem  to  know  by  in- 
stinct when  the  proper  period  has  elapsed,  and 
may  continue  sitting  for  weeks  after  their  task 
has  become  hopeless. 

The  color  of  the  eggs  of  the  red  grouse 
varies  considerably,  but  as  a  general  rule  the 
richly  marked,  deep-colored  specimens  hatch 
best,  and  the  pale,  watery  ones  either  fail  to 
produce  a  chick,  or  at  best  produce  a  weakly 
bird.  When  disease  is  rife  upon  a  moor  the 
latter  often  predominate,  and  it  is  a  good  sign 
of  the  health  of  the  birds  when  the  richly  col- 
ored' eggs  are  most  in  evidence. — H.  B.  Mac- 
pherson.

WOODPIGEONS  IN  THE  CORN 


Woodpigeons  are  like  the  Danes  of  old — 
essentially  raiders.  Like  them,  too,  they  often 
come  from  the  North,  all  unexpectedly  ap- 
pearing in  force,  say,  in  February  or  March, 
and  doing  infinite  damage  tb  the  young  clover, 
or  else,  later  in  the  year,  attackiing  with 
equal  suddenness  the  ripening  wheat  and 
barley.  A  field  lying  one  day  quite  unharmed 
may  be  visited  the  next  by  hundreds  of  these 
marauders,  and  any  knowing  the  capacity  of  a 
pigeon's  crop  will  realize  the  havoc  that  may 
be  wrought  in  a  very  short  time. 

Towards  the  end  of  July  disaster  of  this 
kind  had  overtaken  a  wheat  field  belonging  to 
a  farmer  friend  of  mine  in  Buckinghamshire. 
Nearly  a  hundred  birds  had  been  killed  in  two 
days  from  under  cover  of  a  shelter  when  on 
the  third  morning"  I  appeared  on  the  scene, 
having  been  ask£d  to  Continue  operations  by 
myself,  an  invitation  giadly  accepted.  Set 
against  a  hedge  at  a  corner  of  the  field,  where 
grew  several  stunted  elms,  a  couple  of  harrows, 
intertwined  with  leafy  branches,  made  an  ex- 
cellent hiding  place,  and  into  it  I  crept,  my 
friend  helping  to  arrange  loopholes  and  giving 
me  many  injunctions  as  to  how  to  proceed. 
From  a  pigeon's  point  of  view,  the  field  was 
admirably  situated,  only  a  single  meadow  sepa- 
rating it  from  a  dense  wood,  while  close  at 
hand  was  a  large  pond  with  plashy' shallows, 
so  that  opportunities  of  resting,  eating  and 
drinking  were  all  to  be  had  within  a  narrow 
compass. 

Silent  and  breathless  was  the  air,  swelter- 
ing the  heat;  the  yellowing  corn,  on  which  the 
sun  beat  fiercely,  showed  like  a  furnace  of 
gold,  dazxling  and  wearying  to  the  eye.  On 
such  a  morning  one  might  have  expected  the 
pigeons  to  have  kept  to  the  cool  of  the  shady 
wood,  and  yet  hardly  had  the  farmer  retreated 
into  distance,  leaving  me  crouched  in  the 
hedgerow  ditch,  when  the  first  visitor  arrived. 
"Arms  up,  it  dropped"  (to  use  Mr.  George 
Meredith's  description  of  an  alighting  pigeon) 
into  the  branches  of  an  elm,  and,  peering 
through  my  trellised  bars,  I  caught  a  glimpse  of 
blue-grey  plumage,  the  glint  of  a  ring,  silvery 
white,  fascinatingly  beautiful  is  the  wood- 
pigeofi;  but  of  its  .destructlrtness  rather  than 
•  its  beauty  I  had  to  think  this  morning,  and 


cautiously  my  gun  moved  into  position.  A 
sudden  report  broke  the  sultry  silence,  and, 
tumbling  heavily  from  bough  to  bough,  the 
bird  fell  on  the  other  side  of  the  hedge,  when, 
emerging  from  my  retreat,  I  set  it  up  as  a  decoy 
a  few  paces  from  the  shelter. 

Almost  immediately  another  followed  suit, 
and  then  another,  each  meeting  with  a  similar 
fate.  Every  ten  minutes  at  least,  and  often  at 
shorter  intervals,  came  the  pigeons.  Many, 
however,  were  never  fired  at,  being  instantly 
lost  to  view  in  the  thickly  spreading  elms,  and 
at  length  swooping  down  into  the  middle  of 
the  wheat  field,  or  else,  suddenly  alarmed,  be- 
taking themselves  back  to  the  wood.  From 
under  the  harrows  flying  shots  were,  of  course, 
impossible.  The  birds  had  to  be  taken  sitting. 
Yet  this  form  of  shooting,  merciless  as  it 
sounds,  has  its  difficulties,  pointuig  one's  gun 
at  different  angles  without  making  a  noise  be- 
ing no  easy  matter  in  cramped  quarters,  while 
locating  birds  in  dense  foliage  taxes  one's 
powers  of  sight. 

So  passed  this  July  morning,  still  and  tran- 
quil but  for  the  echoing  shots  from  the  hedge- 
row  ditch,  and  drowsy  with  the  low  hum  ol 
insect  life.  The  excitement  never  flagged.  In 
spite  of  the  continual  firing,  which  one  might 
have  thought  would  have  had  a  scaring  effect, 
the  pigeons  kept  on  coming,  dropping  into  the 
elms  with  a  soft  yet  decided  flop,  which  was 
followed  by  the  startling  report  of  my  gun  or 
by  the  sound  of  quick-rushing  wings  hastily 
making  for  the  corn  or  towards  the  wood.  Two 
incidents  are  perhaps  worth  mentioning;  for 
once,  on  crawling  out  to  recover  a  bird,  I  found 
a  second  lying  near  it,  which  had  evidently 
been  in  the  line  of  fire  and  fallen  to  the  same 
shot,  while  a  little  later  came  a  flock  of  about 
a  dozen,  disdaining  trees  and  sweeping  swiftly 
over  the  decoy  and  past  my  shelter,  and  finally 
alighting  fifty  yards  away  on  a  patch  of  corn, 
flattened  to  the  ground  by  its  own  weight  or 
by  frequent  descents  of  pigeons.  On  hands 
and  knees  I  crept  from  cover  into  the  blinding 
sunlight — some  standing  corn  intervening — 
and,  managing  to  surprise  the  party,  knocked 
over  two  on  the  ground,  and  a  third  as  the 
flock  rose.  Three 'cartridges  thus  accounted 
for  five  birds',  taking  into  account  the  two  al- 
ready killed  by  a  single  shot  in  the  tree — a 
result  which,  though  probably  easily  paralleled, 
seemed  highly  satisfactory  at  the  time.  ~ 

How  long  the  carnage  might  have  contin- 
ued is  impossible  to  say.  Newcomers  were 
still  arriving  when,  very  reluctantly,  I  was 
obliged  to  "evacuate  the  position,"  after 
spending  about  two  hours  under  the  friendly 
shelter  of  the  harrows.  Seventeen  pigeons 
were  gathered,  and,  heavily  laden,  I  made  my 
way  to  the  farm,  leaving  the  enemy  in  undis- 
puted possession  of  the  field  and  its  golden 
treasure. — P.  F.  C.  U  in  The  Field.

Fat  Pierre  was  the  cook  and  sometimes  the 
guide  at  the  Walden  Camp  in  Upper  Rainbow 
Lake,  that  beautiful  aqueous  jewel  in  the  re- 
gion of  the  West  branch  of  the  Penobscot. 
You  go  in  by  way  of  Frazer  on  the  Bangor  and 
Aroostook.  Frazer  is  not  a  beautiful  place,  no 
matter  how  abundantly  you  may  have  inocul- 
ated yourself.  However,  it  is  there  you  tumble 
off  the  train,  have  your  duffle  bags  thrown  after 
you,  and  make  for  a  launch  hard  by.  This 
impudent  little  craft  gets  into  actfon  promptly 
and  grunts  and  gasifies  up  the  lake  as  if  scared 
of  the  shore.  Leval,  disguised  as  combination 
captain-engineer-and-crew,  then  ascertains  who 
and  what  you  are,  and  just. how  you  have  con- 
ducted yourself  since  birth. 

Pierre  Leval  had  made  up  his  mind  at  sight 
of  me.  Camping  parties  had  come  and  gone 
for  seven  years,  but  they  had  not  stirred  up  his 
memories  of  the  past.  They  had  been,  well, 
"what  you  call  it,  conventionnel."  Then  he 
would  cluck  his  tongue  and  chuckle. 

Only  that  exquisite  gentleman,  whom  he 
was  sure  1  would  have  liked,  a  grand  cook 
himself,  a' gastronome,  and  a  bon  vivant,  who 
visited  the  camp  the  year  previous,  had  the 
qualifications  to  appreciate,  to  understand 
Pierre  Leval,  a  man  of  parts,  hidden  away  in 
a  Maine  fishing  camp.

So  I  sneaked  into  the  kitchen  while  Pierre  was 
enjoying  his  own  feist.

good!    How  do  you  do  it? 
Monsieur  Pierre? " 

"Ze  trick?     MonOleu! 
Eet  is  Art  et  ex-pe-ri-ence! 
you  cook  ze  trout — an  ze  trick  is  au  fait  ac- 
complish.    Zat  is  ze  trick." 

"Come  now,  maitre,  you  surely  didn't  cook 
those  trout  in  bacon  nor  in  butter,  nor  in  any- 
thing else  usually  employed  by  the  ordinary 
cook.  I  want  to  learn  how  you  do  it.  I  am 
an  amateur  cook  and  you  are  a  master,  and 
we  both  know  how  to  eat,  which  is  more  than 
the  majority  of  mankind  knows.  Teach  me 
how  you  cook  your  trout  and  I'll  do  anything 
you  ask  of  me — even  get  you  a  wife." 

"Une  veuve  embonpoint!"  he  inquired. 

"Yes,  even  a  plump  widow!" 

"Bien,  M'sieu."  Eet  is  agree.  Ze  trout  are 
ver'  fonny.  He  no  lak  de  fat  from  ze  pig. 
Eet  make  heem — malade,  what  you  call  seek. 
He  no  lak  de  fat  from  ze  cow,  ze  buttalr.  Eet 
too  make  heem  seek.  He  is  ver'  fonny  feesh, 
certainment. 

"Now,  de  propair  way  to  cook  heem  is 
much  salt  water  for  wash  heem  off.  Zen  you 
make  heem  dry.  When  he  is  ver'  dry,  you 
make  heem  wet  wiz  squeeze  de  lemon.  Zen 
you  wait,  and  hot  make  ze  pan.  While  ze 
pan  is  make  hot,  ver'  hot,  you  mix-ed  de  white 
cornmeal,  paprica,  celery  salt  and  salt,  all  dry. 
Voila!  you  are  ready  for  fry. 

"Ze  pan  is  hot  wiz  olive  oil.  Now  ze  trout 
is  carry  lak  baby  to  annuzzer  dish  de  same  oil 
for  dip  in,  comme  ca!

There  was  no  doubt  about  it.  The  trick 
had  been  correctly  done  when  the  next  lot  of 
Pierre's  trout  were  served  that  evening.  He 
had  pledged  me  to  secrecy,  for,  as  he  de- 
clared, nine  out  of  ten  vitiated  palates  would 
not  appreciate  his  advanced  cookery,  so  why 
waste  olive  oil  and  ceremonials  upon  appetites 
that  knew  nothing  better  than  bacon-fried 
trout.  But  now  that  I  have  my  eye  upon  a 
plump  widow  who  ought  to  marry  Pierre  Leval, 
I  feel  that  I  have  the  right  to  squeal  about  the 
only  way  to  cook  a  Rainbow  trout. 

That  night  we  sat  in  the  starlight,  before 
an  open  fire  in  front  of  Pierre's  own  cabin.  I 
had  supplied  him  with  a  new  and  pungent  to- 
bacco which  he  liked,  and  we  were  smoking 
pipes  and  dreaming  of  the  past  and  great  dis- 
tances, as  men  who  have  traveled  much  are 
apt  to  dream.

slain  my  rival,  I  avoided  the  subject.  Always, 
however,  I  felt  the  sting  of  the  crime  m  my 
conscience.  It  was  as  if  1  had  a  felon's  brand 
across  my  brow.  Finally  1  came  here  where 
I  would  meet  with  nothing  that  reminded  me 
of  France. 

One  morning  in  June  last  year  I  stood  on 
the  dock  here  just  as  the  sun  broke  over  the 
pines  and  covered  the  lake  with  its  glow.  I 
was  about  to  drown  myself  after  a  wakeful 
night  in  my  cabin.  But  the  sun  was  warm  and 
the  air  like  wine,  and  I  took  a  long  breath  and 
looked  lingeringly  at  God's  great  work  around 
me.

Did  1  not 
see  him  kill  a  loon  with  a  rifle  at  three  hundred 
yards  in  rough  water  from  the  pit  of  his  canoe !  •' 
His  camp  outfit  was    marvelously    assembled, 
and  he  could  cast  a  fly  with  a  grace  and  aim 
that  made  men  gasp    and    trout    rise  by  the 
school.     And  he  could  eat!     Ah,  M'sieu,  he 
had  so  fine  a  palate  he   could   detect  a  stray 
mustard  seed  in  the  sauce.    And  when  I  taught 
him  how  to  cook  a  trout  a  la  Pierre,  he  gave 
me  a  hundred-franc  gold  piece  which  I  have 
sworn  not  to  spend  until  I  can   do   $0   in  my 
native  France.

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R.  HARRY  CHAPIN  PLUMMER, 
writing  in  The  Scientific  American 
on  St.  Lawrence  ship  channel  im- 
provements, says:  When  the  sea- 
son of  navigation  on  the  St.  Law- 
rence River  closed  last  Fall,  the  dredging  of 
the  ship  channel  between  the  Traverse,  at  the 
eastern  end  of  the  Isle  d 'Orleans,  below  Que- 
bec, and  Montreal,  a  contracted  distance  of  220 
miles,  was  half  completed,  at  a  total  cost  of 
close  upon  815,000,000.  As  showing  the  de- 
termination with  which  the  great  task  is  being 
prosecuted  by  the  Canadian  Ministry,  it  need 
only  be  cited  that,  having  accomplished  the 
opening  of  a  thirty-foot  channel  for  60.60 
statute  miles  a  total  mileage  of  63.35  be- 
tween Montreal  and  Cap  a  la  Roche,  and  the 
deepening  of  the  Beaujeu  and  St.  Thomas 
Channels,  below  Quebec,  to  a  depth  of  thirty 
feet  at  extreme  low  tide,  work  is  being  rushed 
upon  a  thirty-five-foot  channel,  also  between 
Montreal  and  Quebec,  a  distance  of  6.97  miles 
of  which  is  now  completed.  Likewise,  a 
good  start  has  been  effected  upon  the  north 
channel  below  Quebec,  which  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  deepen  to  thirty-live  feet  at  extreme 
low  tide.  The  south  channel  below  Quebec 
has  already  been  deepened  to  thirty  feet  and 
opened  to  navigation.  From  185  1,  when  the 
first  real  attempts  were  begun  upon  the  im- 
provement, to  March  3  l  of  the  present  year, 
the  sum  of  §14,524,555.51  was  expended,  and 
the  number  of  cubic  yards  dredged  totaled 
78,231,531. 

ADVANTAGEOUS    SITUATIONS 
It    is    figured   that   the   average   load-line 
draught  of  fifty  modern  vessels  is  more  than 
thirty  feet,  and  one  authority  holds  that  there 
are  only  two,  or,  at  most,  three,  ports  in  the 
world  accessible  to  them.     One  of  these,  of 
coursp,   is   New   York.      The  situation   of  the 
St.  Lawrence  ports  of  Montreal,  Quebec  and 
Three  Rivers  is  regarded  by  the  Canadian  au- 
thorities    as     decidedly     advantageous,     even 
though  the  thirty  feet  may  at  no  distant  time 
be  deemed  mediocre.     The  new  improvement, 
doing  away  with  the  probability  of  delay  and 
accident  to  ocean  shipping,  must  greatly  ad- 
vance the  position  of  the  three  ports,  and  fur- 
ther improvements  to  the  St.  Lawrence  River, 
to  give  any  reasonable  depth  by  dredging,  must, 
as  a  result  of  the  work  now  progressing,  prove 
to  be  not  only  feasible,  but  obtainable  at  much 
smaller  cost  than  for  many  rival  ports,  and  it 
will  require  virtually  a  nominal  cost  for  main- 
tenance.    At  the  present  time,  a  fine  channel 
of  thirty  feet  at  extreme  low  water  has  been 
accomplished'  between  Montreal  and  Cap  a  la 
Roche,  while  similar  depth  is  to  be  had  between 
the  latter  point  and  Quebec,  by  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  tide.     It  is  estimated  that  the  low- 
tide  channel  will  be  completed  as  far  east  as 
Quebec  before  the  end  of  another  year. 

The  completed  channel  has  a  minimum 
width,  in  the  straight  portions,  of  450  feet,  and 
on  the  curves  of  from  500  to  800  feet.  The 
channel  does  not  afford  the  usual  difficulties 
of  canal  navigation.  There  is  sufficient  water 
on  the  banks  to  minimize  induced  currents, 
which,  when  the  cross  section  of  the  passing 
ship  is  large  in  proportion  to  the  cross  section 
of, the  channel,  render  safe  steering  at  ordinary 
speed  difficult. 

The  success  of  the  work  is  in  great  measure 
due  to  the  geographical  situation  of  the  route, 
to  the  physical  features  of  the  river  favorable 
for  improvement,  to  the  determination  and 
public  spirit  of  the  business  men  and  industrial 
corporations  of  Montreal  and  to  the  recognition 
by  the  Government  of  Canada  of  the  national 
character  of  the  project. 

WORK  OF  DREDGING 
Yet  another  factor  which  has  contributed 
to  success  is  that  the  ship  channel  elevator 
dredges  employed  in  the  work,  which  have 
earned  for  themselves  a  wide  reputation,  have 
all  been  designed  and  built  at  the.Government 
shipyard  at  Sorel,  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
St.  Lawrence,  between  Montreal  and  Three 
Rivers.  Their  construction  has  not  been  com- 
petitive, nor  yet  cheap;  only  the  best  material 
has  been  used,  and  the  most  careful  workman- 
ship. The  dredges  are  both  massive  and  strong, 
with  a  resulting  capacity  of  6,500,000  yards 
per  annum,  much  of  which  has  been  put  to 
test  in  exceedingly  hard  material. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  has  its  real  source  in  the  Great  Lakes,  it 
is  probable  that  there  is  no  river  in  the  world 
so  well  adapted  for  improvement.  The  usual 
condition  of  a  river  presents  steep  slopes  at 
the  source,  which  erode  the  banks  and  trans- 
port coarse  material.  This,  as  the  slope  be- 
comes more  gradual,  decreases,  until  at  the 
mouth  of  the  stream  the  water  carries  in  sus- 
pension a  fine  sediment,  which  deposits  to  the 
great  detriment  of  navigation.  Such  has  been 
the  geological  and  geodetic  history,  for  in- 
stance, of  the  Hudson  and  the  Mississippi.  In 
the  St!  Lawrence  the  material  from  most  of 
the  sources  of  supply  is  all  deposited  in  the 
settling  basins,  the  Great  Lakes,  and  from  there 
to  the  ocean  the  bottom  of  the  river  Is  un- 
usually hard,  so  that  not  only  is  the  water  clear, 
but  the  bed  is  permanent,  and  except  for  floods 
during  the  ice  accumulations,  the  fluctuations 
in  fevet  ate  gradual,  and  not  excessive. 


by  hand,  to  stiff  clay,  to  hardpan  as  hard  as 
a  macadamized  road,  and  to  shale,  rocks  and 
large  boulders.  In  on*  or  two  localities  coarse 
sand  is  found,  at  which  points  dredging  has 
to  some  extent  to  be  repeated. 

LENGTHEN  NAVIGATION  SEASON 

The  dredging  operations  undertaken  in  the 
course  of  the  improvement  do  not  either  theor- 
etically or  practically  lower  the  level  of  the 
water.     No  material  is  removed;  it  is  merely 
taken  from  one  place  and  deposited  in  another. 
So  long  as  the  water  supply  remains  the  same, 
the  same  level  may  be  relied  upon.    The  nature 
of  the  material  composing  the  bottom  of  the 
river,  although  in  many  places  very  difficult  to 
dredge,  is,  for  the  same  reason,  of  such  a  char- 
acter that  a  dredge  cut,  once  made,  is  substanti- 
ally permanent. 

The  currents  of  the  St.  Lawrence  are,  for 
a  river  of  such  size,  not  only  reasonable  and 
regular,  but  altogether  free  from  the  usual  dan- 
gers to  navigation  resulting  from  freshets.   The 
.Winter  season,  with  its  ice  and  snow,  is  the  one 
great  drawback  to  the  St.  Lawrence.     The  suc- 
cessful work  accomplished  by  the  ice-breakers 
during  the  last  two  years,  however,  proves  that 
the  navigation  season  may  be  materially  length- 
en ed*___l_J_^_^_i_i_______^^^ 

;-,  A. noteworthy  feature  of  the  work"  is  that  it 
has  been  prosecuted  in  a  more  or  less  swift 
current  and  without  interruption  to  the  almost 
constant  navigation  traffic  of  the  river.     The 
dredges  are  operated,  during  the  season,    132 
hours  per  week,  or  steadily  from  midnight  on 
Sunday   until   noon   on   Saturday.      Only    two 
holidays — Dominion  Day  and  Labor  Day — are 
observed.     Stops  are  made  only  for  bad  wea- 
ther, for  repairs,  for  shifting  from  one  place 
to  another  or  to  allow  room  for  passing  craft. 
Coal  is  supplied  by  barges  without  stopping  the 
work.     The  steady  work  at  a  depth  of  from 
thirty-two  to  forty-two  feet  in  very  hard  ma- 
terial, which  is  increasing  in  its  resistance  as 
progress  is  made  toward  Quebec,  and  is  very 
taxing  on  the  machinery  and  equipment.     Only 
a  well-designed  and  strongly-constructed  plant 
could  stand  the  strain.     A  dredge  capable  of 
removing  6,000  yards  per  day  of  soft  material 
undergoes   a   relatively  greater   strain   by  the 
dredging  of  1,000  yards  of  hard-pan,  in  which 
boulders  are  embedded.     A   notable  increase 
in  the  expenditure  for  operations  of  late  years 
has  been  due  to  the.  advanced  cost  of  supplies 
and  repairs,  wage  raises  and  the  greater  cost 
of  dredging  in  hard  bottom. 

LARGE  FORCE  EMPLOYED 
About  400  men  are  employed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  dredging  operations,  all  of  whom 
are  sailors,  born  and  brought  up  at  Sorel  or  at 
some  of  the  parishes  bordering  on  the  river. 
Most  of  them  have  been  trained  to  the  service 
from  boyhood.  The  senior  captain  of  the  fleet 
is  credited  with  the  statement  that  he  has  never 
earned  a  cent  in  any  other  service.  This  train- 
ing of  the  labor  employed  has  undoubtedly  been 
a  factor  in  the  orderly  and  successful  accom- 
plishment of  the  task,  which  requires  extraor- 
dinary care  and  skill  and  indomitable  patience, 
the  machinery  being  forced  to  the  utmost,  and 
passing  vessels  having  constantly  to  be  watched 
for. 

As  a  portion  of  the  channel  is  finished,  it  is 
thoroughly  swept  with  the  testing-scow,  and 
if  it  is  proved  clear  it  is  immediately  opened  for 
navigation.  The  problem~of  thoroughly  sweep- 
ing the  channel  is  one  of  great  importance 
and  considerable  difficulty,  good  weather  con- 
ditions being  an  absolute  essential. 

V.  F.  W.  Forneret,  the  superintending  en- 
gineer in  charge  of  the  project,  with  headquar- 
ters at  Ottawa,  thus  described  this  feature  oi 
the  work  for  The  Scientific  American: 

"Although,  with  the  exception  of  some 
minor  shoals  at  Champlain,  there  \s  practically 
no  filling  in,  and  although,  since  the  commence- 
ment of  the  ship  channel  project  no  actual 
boukjers  have  been  known  to  be  carried  into 
the  dredge  channel,  such  conditions  being  pos- 
sible, it  has  been  decided  thaf  once  a  year  the 
dredged  and  shallow  channels  shall  be  swept. 
A  twin-screw  steamer  and  a  testing-scow  make 
up  a  sweeping  plant.  When  this  is  in  operation 
the  bow  of  the  steamer  fits  into  a  V-shaped 
groove  in  the  stern  of  the  testing-scow,  which 
is  securely  fastened  to  the  steamer  by  means  of 
strong  wire  ropes, .  one  on  either  side,  so  that 
the  scow  is  propelled  and  steered  by  the 
steamer. 

"A  steel  roller,  forty'feet  long  by  one  toot 
in  diameter,  and  weighing  about  two  and  a 
half  tons,  is  suspended  under  the  scow  to  the 
required  depth,  and  this  sweeps  the  channel 
against  the  current,  running  a  sufficient  num-' 
ber  of  parallel  lines  to  overlap  each  other,  so 
as  to  cover  the  whole  ground. 

TESTING  THE  CHANNEL 

"Foggy  or  smoky  weather,  due  to  forest 
'  fires,  will  interrupt  the  work,  because  the  shore 
marks  cannot  be  seen  for  guidance  in  running 
the  parallel  lines.  The  work  has  to  be  stopped 
also  during  rough  weather.  As  the  work  of 
testing  is  always  done,  in  the  channel,  a  great 
deal  of  difficulty  and  interruption  is  caused  by 
passing  vessels. 

"In  tidal  water,  the  depth  is  constantly 
changing,  which  necessitates  frequent  raising 
and  lowering  of  the  steel  bar.     This  is  done 


its  position  is  fixed  by  simultaneous  sextant 
angles  taken  by  two  engineers  who  stand  on 
the  bridge  of  the  scow  over  the  suspended 
roller.  These  angles  are  plotted  on  a  chart 
with  a  station -pointer,  so  that  when  the  "sweep- 
ing is  finished  in  one  locality,  the  positions  of 
obstructions,  if  any,  are  located  ana  shown  on 
the  chart.  It  is  then  an  easy  matter  to  have 
these  removed  by  a  dredge  or  stone-lifter,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

"The  extent  of  this, work  may  be  inferred 
from  the  fact  that  where  the  channel  is  3 00 
feet  wide,  eight  lines  are  required  fo  be  run. 
and  where  the  channel  is  wider  it  takes  from 
eleven  to  fifteen  lines,  and  up  to  twenty-two 
on  the  curves. 

"At  the  beginning  of  the  season  it  is  usual 
to  run  four  lines  of  testing  from  Montreal  to 
Batiscan  through  the  dredged  channel,  and 
afterward  the  channel  is  tested  more 
thoroughly.  The  work  below  Batiscan,  includ- 
ing Cap  a  la  Roche,  where  the  current  is  strong, 
and  the  weather  frequently  stormy,  is  usually 
postponed  until  about  mid-Summer.  Before 
the  work  below  Quebec  was  commenced,  one 
sweeping  plant  was  sufficient,  hut  at  present 
two  outfits  are  kept  busy  covering  the  ground 

required  to  be  tested." 
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GEOLOGY    OF    THE    PANAMA    ISTHMUS 
AND  THE  CARIBBEAN  ARCHI- 
PELAGO 
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The  present  West  Indian  Archipelago,  geo- 
logically speaking,  is,  says  Engineering,  a  con- 
dition of  yesterday;  it  is  the  last  term- in  a  series 
of  physiographical  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  Caribbean  area  ever  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Tertiary  period.     The  present 
physiographical  condition,  in  which  there  is  an 
archipelago    from   Cuba   to    Trinidad,    and    in 
which  a  portion  of  the  continent  which  bounds 
it  on  the  west  forms  the  comparatively  low  and 
narrow  Isthmus  of  Panama,  is  one  in  which  it 
is  just  possible  for  a  wealthy  and  enterprising 
nation  like  the   United  States  to  connect  the 
Caribbean  Sea  with  the  Pacific  Ocean  by  means 
of   a   navigable   canal.     But    another    physio- 
graphical  conditions   has   existed   in   the   past, 
when  a  canal  would  not  have  been  necessary, 
for  the  Caribbean  Sea  was  at  that  epoch  con- 
tinuous with  the  Pacific.    At  still  another  epoch, 
when  the  land  between  what  are  now  Colon  and 
Panama  was  higher  than  it  is  at  present,  the 
task  of  digging  the  canal  would  have  been  much 
more  difficult  than  it  is  today,  or,  indeed,  per- 
haps quite  impossible.      That   the   Isthmus  of 
Panama  once  stood  a  few  hundred  feet  higher 
than  it  does  now  is  proved  by  the  existence  of 
drowned  river  valleys  at  the  mouth  of  the  Rio 
Grande  on  the  Pacific  side  of  the  Isthmus,  and 
also  in-  Limon  Bay,  the  former  mouth  of  the 
Chagres  River,  on  the  Caribbean  side.     Before 
the  upheaval  of  Culebra  Hill  the  Chagres  River 
made  its  way  to  the  Pacific  Coast, 'and  not  to 
the  Carribean  Sea,  as  it  does  now.  At  that  time 
Lake  Nicaragua  also  drained  into  the  Pacific, 
and  not  into  the  Caribbean  Sea,  as  it  does  now. 
Not  only  have  geological  changes  affected  the 
present   isthmian  side  of  the  Caribbean  area, 
but  they  have  also,  adds  Engineering,  affected 
the  present  archipelagic  side    which    extends 
from  Florida  to  Trinidad.     The  first  result  of 
subsidence  was  the  formation  of  a  large  island 
occupying  the  position  of  the  present  islands 
of  Cuba,  Jamaica,  Hayti  and  Porto  Rico.   That 
a  large  island  was  first  formed,  and  afterwards, 
by  further  submergence,  gave  rise  tot these  four 
large  islands,  is  shown. by  a. study  of  the  geo- 
graphical distribution  of  a  group  of  birds  which 
in  Jamaica  go  by  the  name  of  "green  todies." 
Every  Jamaican  is  familiar  with  the  little  green 
bird  which,  from  its  bright  red  throat,  giving  it 
a  superficial  resemblance  to  the  favorite  Winter 
visitor   of   British   homesteads,    is  termed   the 
"Robin    Redbreast."      Its  zoological   name   is 
"Todus  Viridis"  (green  tody).     Similar  todies, 
but  of  different  species,   are  found   in  Cuba, 
Hayti  and  Porto  Rico  as  well,  but  the  curious 
bird  is  found  in  no  other  part  of  the  world. 
Thus  the  genus  Todus  consists  of  only  four  spe- 
cies, each  of  which  is  restricted  to  one  of  the 
four  islands  of  the  Greater  Antilles.     Similar 
instances   of  restricted   distribution   are  to  be 
found  among  other  genera  of  birds  and  also 
among  the  few  mammals  which  are  indigenous 
to  these  islands.    Thus,  among  the  finches,  the 
beautiful  Cashew  bird  of  Jamaica  is  represented 
by  five  distinct  species  in  the  West  Indies,  one 
in  each  of  the  islands  of  Cuba,  Jamaica,  Hayti, 
Porto  Rico,  and  the  Bahamas.     In  the  cockoo 
family  the  Jamaica  rainbird  is  represented  by 
three  distinct  species  in  the  other  three  islands. 
There  are  numerous  other  instances,   but  let 
these  suffice.     On  the  continent  of 'South  Am- 
erica the  general  aspect  of  the  fauna  is  essen- 
tially similar  to  that  in  the  West  Indian  Archi- 
pelago, and  unlike  that  in  North  America.  The 
nearest  representatives  of  the  Jamaica  todies 
are  to,be  found  in  South  America  in  the  group 
of  mo'tmots,  a  group  of  birds  which  extends 
from  Mexico  to  Paraguay. 


ABLE  ISLAND  is  still  known  to  the 
mariner  as  "the  graveyard  of  the 
Atlantic."  This  treacherous  island 
lies  about  two  hundred  miles  from 
Halifax,  and  since ,  the  first  visit 
by  white  men  has  been  linked  with  shipwreck 
and  disaster  and  death.  Upon  its  shores  rest 
the  bones  of  many  a  good  man  and  true. 

For  an  account  of  Sable  Island  of  today 
one  has  to  turn  to  the  report  of  the  Department 
of  Marine,  for  this  island  falls  wholly  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  that  branch  of  the  public 
service.  Its  officers  are  the  island's  sole  in- 
habitants, also  the  island's  actual  rulers. 

These  people  are  maintained  on  Sable  Is- 
land for  humane  purposes  only — to  keep  burn- 
ing the  lights  that  warn  mariners  of  the  pres- 
ence of  the  hidden  shoals  and  to  succor  those 
who  fall  foul  of  its  treacherous  sands.

THE   ISLAND 

The  island  consists  of  two  parallel  sand 
ridges,  with  a  lagoon  between  them.  On  the 
ridges  grow  scrubby  grass,  cranberry  vines, 
and  stunted  bushes.  Out  from  the  island  for 
a  considerable  distance  stretch  huge  sand  bars, 
over  which  the  waves  break  in  snowy  billows, 
and  which  mean  destruction  to  any  vessel 
which,  borne  from  its  course  by  storm  or  false 
reckoning,  comes  within  their  treacherous  shal- 
lows. The  Atlantic  seems  to  realize  the  menace 
this  bank  of  sand  creates  to  those  who  navigate 
its  waters,  and  so  for  years  it  has  made  war 
upon  the  island,  gradually  wearing  it  away  by 
the  ceaseless  action  of  the  waves  and  tide. 

Early  in  the  nineteenth  century,  Sable  Is- 
land was  forty  miles  long.  Today  it  does  not 
exceed  one-half  that  length,  and  it  is  hoped  by 
some  that  in  time  "the  sailor's  grave';  will  sink 
into  the  ocean. 

ITS  INHABITANTS 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  island  is  barren, 
inhospitable  and  dreary,  it  is  not  without  in- 
habitants; but  they  live  there  that  the  lives  of 
others  may  not  be  lost.  They  number  forty- 
six,  and  arc  employees  of  the  Federal  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries.  They  consist 
of  Superintendent  Boutillier,  keepers  of  the 
light  stations  and  their  families,  lifeboat  crews, 
operators  of  wireless  telegraphy  and  surfmen. 
On  this  little  patch  of  shifting  sand,  ever  re- 
ceding before  the  waves  of  the  Atlantic,  dwells 
this  little  community,  cut  off  from  the  world, 
and  year  in  and  year  out  seeing  no  one  except 
the  crews  of  marine  service  boats  that  make 
occasional  trips  to  the  island  for  the  purpose 
of  landing  supplies. 

What  did  the  inhabitants  of  Sable  Island 
do  last  year?  The  answer  is  given  by  the  re- 
port of  the  superintendent — too  briefly,  for  one 
would  like  to  know  more  about  the  details  of 
the  life  followed  by  those  people  on  that  dreary 
bank  of  sand  in  the  very  teeth  of  the  wildest 
part  of  the  North  Atlantic;  but  the  superinten- 
dent is  writing  only  a  Government  report,  and 
all  that  is  expected  of  him  or  permitted,  for 
that  matter,  is  brief,  pointed  statements  of  fact. 
However,  from  them  the  reader  can  recon- 
struct in  its  essential  features  the  life  followed 
by  the  residents  of  this  "grim  isle."  From 
these  brief  statements  this  information  can  be 
gleaned:  The  island  was  patrolled  sixty-three 
times  in  the  morning  and  twenty-eight  times 
in  the  evening;  several  miles  of  telephone  wire 
were  stretched;  the  dwellings  and  warehouses 
were  repaired,  and  a  huge  water  tank  was  built; 
farming  operations  were  carried  out  as  usual, 
the  harvest  consisting  of  150  bushels  of  man- 
golds, 16  bushels  of  carrots,  6  bushels  of  par- 
snips, 1  5  bushels  of  beets,  75  bushels  of  pota- 
toes, and  10  bushels  of  turnips. 

The  hay  crop  consisted  of  12  tons  of  timr 
othy  and  120  tons  of  wild  hay. 

These  sand  bank  farmers  raise  consider- 
able stock  which  goes  towards  keeping  their 
tables  supplied  with  meat.  During  the  year 
the  stock  killed  totalled  eight  beeves,  seven 
calves  and  six  hogs,  having  a  total  weight  of 
almost  7,000  pounds. 

The  item  that  arrests  the  attention  is  that 
.  of  the  ponies.  There  are  200  on  the  island. 
Thirty-one  were  exported.  How  came  wild 
ponies  on  this  sand  bank — -and  cattle,  too,  now 
in  sufficient  numbers  to  satisfy  the  forty-six  in- 
habitants with  meat? 

THE  PONIES 

Whence  the  ponies?  *  The  question  sug- 
gests one  of  the  most  remarkable  stories  of 
marooning  in  history — one  of  the  tragedies  of 
the  sea  that  occurred  almost  at  the  beginning 
of  the  white  man's  career  on  this  northern  half 
of  the  continent.  Sable  Island  has  -a  history 
that  began  ten  years  before  Champlain  founded 
Quebec,  and  almost  half  a  century  before  Mats- 
onneuve  came  to  Montreal. 
/  The  third  and  last  voyage  of  Cartier,  the 
discoverer  of  Canada,  came  to  an  end  in  1543. 
Weary  of  his  perilous  wanderings  and  content 
with  his  patent  of  nobility,  he  retired  to  his 
seigneurial  mansion  of  Limoilou,  a  tuae  JtrM  - 
ture  of  stone,  near  the  town  of  St  Male  In 
the  following  Spring  Robttrval  returned,  to 
France  discouraged  by  the  ft*^ 
wretched  Winter  spent  on  Hi 
St.  Lawrence,  a  Irttte  afcoVe^bete

Governor  of  Canada,  Hochelaga,  Newfound- 
land, Labrador  and  the  counties  adjacent,  with 
sovereign  power  within  its  vast,  ill-defined  do- 
main. The  date  of  the  expedition  is  fixed  by 
certain  entries  in  the  records  of  the  Court  of 
Rouen,  one  of  which  states*  that  it  was  ordered 
on  May  18,  1598. 

After  tossing  for  weeks  on  the  Atlantic,  La 
Roche's  crew  descried  on  the  horizon  the  grey 
outline  of  a  long  ridge  of  sand.  It  was  Sable 
Island.  Approaching,  they  observed  a  wrecked 
ship  stranded  on  the  beach,  with  the  white 
breakers  rolling  in  for  miles  along  the  shore. 
La  Roche  managed  to  land  his  forty  convicts, 
and  then,  with  more  trusty  followers,  stood 
away  to  explore  the  mainland  coast  and  to 
select  a  spot  at  which  to  establish  a  colony. 
No  sooner  was  Sable  Island  left  behind  than  a 
gale  came  up,  and  La  Roche  was  chased  back 
to  the  coast  of  France.  H* 

MAROONED  ON  THE  SAND  BANK 

While  La  Roche's  ship  was  being  driven 
homeward  across  the  Atlantic,  the  wretched 
convicts  on  Sable  Island  were  watching  in  sus- 
pense for  the  vessel  that  was  to  carry  them 
to  the  mainland.  Day  after  day  they  scanned 
the  horizon  in  vain  for  sight  of  a  sail.  Each 
morning  for  a  time  they  returned  to  the  tssk 
of  watching  with  hope;  but  each  evening  as  the 
gloom  of  night  gathered  over  the  barren  sand 
ridges  and  shut  out  the  sweep  of  the  ocean, 
hope  faded  away,  to  be  renewed  with  the  re- 
turn of  day.  And  so  days  and  weeks  were 
passed  until  hope  had  to  be  abandoned  and 
despair  and  rage  took  possession  of  these  men. 
On  the  island  not  a  tree  was  to  be  seen,  but 
along  the  shores  were  fragments  of  wrecks  and 
out  of  these  they  built  themselves  huts  which 
sheltered  them  from  the  wind  and  rain.  The 
sea  furnished  them  with  fish,  and  the  wild  cattle 
that  in  considerable  numbers  roamed  the  island 
supplied  them  with  meat.  In  the  central  lagoon 
there  was  plenty  of  fresh  water. 

There  was  some  mystery  respecting  the 
origin  of  the  wild  cattle  and  ponies.  The  his- 
torian, Francis  Parkman,  suggests  that  they  may 
have  sprung  "from  those  left  there  eighty  years 
before  by  the  Baron  de  Lery."  Champlain  and 
the  early  French-Canadian  historian,  Charle- 
voix held   that  the  first  cattle  on  the  island 


escaped  from  a  Spanish  vessel  wrecked  there 
many  years  before.  However  the  cattle  may 
have  reached  the  island,  there  they  were,  and 
the  marooned  convicts  turned  them  to  good 
account. 

Even  in  those  distressed  and  more  or  less 
perilous  conditions,  these  wild  convicts,  un- 
accustomed to  self-control,  could  not  live  in 
peace.    They  quarreled  and  even  murdered  one 

another.

he  said  ardently. 
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O  the  modern  gardener  the  follow- 
ing of  his  art  is  a  complex  prob- 
lem nowadays.  With  the  return 
of  every  new  season,  there  arises 
again  the  difficult  question  of  de- 
ciding what  plants  he  shall  in- 
clude in  his  domain.  The  number 
of  possible  subjects  is  bewHdering 
in  its  variety,  and,  however  great 
the  amount  of  space  available 
may  be,  no  one  can  hope  to  in- 
clude more  than  a  fraction  of  the 
kinds  really  worth  growing.  On 
this  account  there  is  much  to 
be  said  in  favor  of  specializing,  and  after  care- 
ful consideration,  choosing  a  group  of  plants 
which  appeals  to  one's  fancy  and  is  in  a  gen- 
eral way  suited  to  the  situation  which  can  be 
accorded  to  the  specimens.  To  those  who  are 
inclined  to  follow  the  suggestion,  the  present 
writer  offers  a  word  in  favor  of  the  Iris,  in  all 
its  many  species  and  varieties.  Many  amateur 
garden-makers  have  only  a  limited  idea  of  the 
wealth  of  loveliness  which  is  evidenced  by  the 
members  of  this  particularly  graceful  group  or 
the  extension  of  its  bloom. 

As  a  genus,  the  Irises  are  practically  world- 
wide in  origin,  and  as  such  are  able  to  adapt 
themselves  to  a  variety  of  conditions.  More-, 
over,  although  the  majority  of  the  species  are 
Summer  flowering,  there  are  many  which  blos- 
som at  other  seasons.  Therefore  if  the  aid  of  a 
little  shelter  can  be  employed  during  the  very 
cold  months,  it  is  possible  to  have  a  succession 
of  Irises  almost  throughout  the  year.  From  a 
natural  point  of  view,  we  may  divide  the  Irises 
into  two  sections,  those  having  creeping  roots, 
an.i  those  having  bulbous  underground  pro- 
Cesses.  For  his  convenience  the  gardener  may 
group  these  plants  into  three  divisions,  the 
German,  the  Spanish  and  the  English  varieties, 
although  these  terms  may  not  be  taken  in  too 
arbitrary  a  manner  as  indicating  the  actual 
country  of  origin.  Since  the  specialization  of 
the  Irises  there  have  been  added  a  large  num- 
ber of  sub-divisions  which  need  not  be  taken 
up  here,  for  technical  reasons. 

The  majority  of  the  species  of  Iris  are  won- 
derfully easy  to  grow,  some  of  them  being  the 
most  hardy  plants  in  the  garden.  As  herba- 
ceous perennials  the  Irises  like  to  remain  in  a 
situation  for  a  number  of  years  when  they  will 
become  increasingly  handsome.  Like  most 
plants  with  very  showy  flowers,  almost  every 
species  of  Iris  is  a  sun  lover,  and  should  be 
given  a  fairly  open  position,  although  some  of 
the  more  robust  kinds  will  do  very  well  on  the 
borders  of  shrubberies.  Most  of  these  plants 
should  be  placed  in  the  ground  in  the  Autumn, 
and  just  before  the  coming  of  the  Winter  frost 
is  the  best  time  of  all,  as  in  this  case  an  early 
starting  is  prevented.  It  is  important  to  plant 
the  bulbous  varieties  at  a  fair  depth,  and  with 
some  of  the  more  delicate  kinds  it  is  not  a  bad 
plan  to  provide  some"  protection  such  as  a 
layer  of  straw  until  the  arrival  of  the  Spring. 
Of  course  this  is  not  necessary  with  the  hardy 
sorts,  such  as^jie  group  represented  by  the 
Flag  or  Geraran  Hrises.  It  has  been  said  that 
all  the  kind's  of  Irises  will  grow  anywhere  no 
matter  what  the  soil  may  be,  but  it  will  be 
found  that  a  little  modification  in  the  condition 
of  the  land  will  be  very  helpful.  Thus  the 
larger  number  of  Irises  will  prefer  a  well-drain- 
ed soil,  although  in  the  case  of  very  dry  dis- 
tricts it  will  be  found  that*  frequent  mulchings 
of  manure  will  help  to' sustain  the  plants  dur- 
ing hot  weather.  .  As  a  general  rule  we  may 
take  it  that  the  bulbous  kinds,  such  as  the  Eng- 
lish and  Spanish  sorts,  will  do  best  in  a  situa- 
tion where  the  soil  inclines  to  be  light,  while 
the  German  Irises  with  their  fleshy  roots  de- 
light in  a  more  heavy  condition.  Further  still 
there  are  certain  kinds  of  Iris  such  as  the  Yel- 
low Marsh  Iris  (Iris  Pseudacorus)  which  will 
not  be  a  great  success  unless  they  are  in  a  very 
moist  situation,  where  their  roots  may  even  be 
covered  with  water  at  certain  seasons. 

A  special  mention  must  be  made  of  Iris 
Kaempferi,  the  famous  flower  of  Japan,  which 
has  only  very  recently  been  taken  up  by  west- 
ern gardeners.  Visitors  to  the  flowery  islands 
in  the  Summer  cannot  but  carry  with  them  a 
lasting  Impression  of  the  glorious  Iris  fields  of 
Japan*  giving  effects  which  it' was  at  one  time 
thought  could  not  be  secured  elsewhere.   Lead- 
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ing  European  specialists  have  now  proved  that 
the  splendid  Japanese  Iris,  which  by  the  way 
is  the  largest  of  all  these  flowers,  will  grow- 
very  well  even  if  the  conditions  which  can  be 
'given  to  it  are  not  those  which  it  would  natur- 
ally enjoy.  It  has  been  proved  that  though 
the  plant  is  well  fitted  for  association  with  the 
semi-aquatic  species,  yet  it  will  never  be  quite 
happy  in  a  well  tilled  border.  The  only  notice- 
able difference  seems  to  be  that  the  flowers 
in  the  dryer  situation  are  not  so  large. 

The  common  German  Irises,  typified  in  the 
handsome  Blue  Flag,  are  excellent  subjects  for 
those  whose  gardens  come  under  the  influence 
of  smoke.  Of  course  the  number  of  speciea 
and  varieties  is  very  large,  and  a  handsome  pale 
blue  form  is  shown  in  an  accompanying  photo- 
graph. This  huge  plant,  which  how  bears 
scores  of  flowers  In  the  course  ofk  season,  or- 
iginated In  a  very  srrtall  rdot,  and  in  a  few 
years  grew  to  its  present*  proportions,  al- 
though In  jfc  town \  garden.  These  German 
Irises  nave  a  very  curious  habit  of  growing  out- 


wards in  a  very  aggressive  fashion,  and  are 
thus  able  to  hold  their  own  even  in  a  very 
crowded  border.  The  plants  are  so  hardy  that 
the  roots  may  be  cut  up  in  any  way,  and  small  j 
portions  will  grow  provided  they  are  cleanly 
divided  and  not  bruised.  The  English  and 
Spanish  Irises,  of  which  typical  examples  are 
shown  in  the  illustrations  are  more"  readily  up- 
set by  town  smoke,  but  many  of  the  kind  are 
wonderfully  accommodating,  the  only  trouble 
being  that  in  situations  which  do  not  please 
them  very  well  they  are  apt  to  die  rather  mys- 
teriously, after  having  given  a  very  fine  dis- 
play of  blossoms  for  several  years.  These 
kinds  are  rather  readily  raised  from  seed,  and 
come  fairly  soon  to  a^  flowering  size.  As  well 
of  course  we  may  secure  the  offsets  from  the 
old  bulbs,  though  if  this  is  attempted  great  care 
must  be  taken  not  to  injure  the  parent  roots 
in  any  way.  *  Mirny  of  these  Irises  will  set  seed 
freely,  and  one  ina#  gather  one's  own  crop, 
and  sow  it  in  light  sandy;  soil  directly,  it  is  rifte; 
in  the  early  stages, .  frame   culture  is  *to  be 


strongly  recommended.  Of  late  years  some 
attention  has  been  .given  to  the  so-called  Cush- 
ion Irises,  a  typical  species  being  1.  Iberica. 
Unfortunately  these  are  scarcely  hardy  enough 
for  ordinary  culture,  and  cannot  be  recom- 
mended for  planting  out,  save  in  very  favored 
localities.  Even  here  they  will  probably  heed 
some  kind  of  protection  during  the  colder  parts 
of  the  year,  and  on  this  account  will  not  appeal 
strongly  to  ordinary/growers.  One.spe6ie$7q^ 
Iris  is  peculiarly  interesting  in  that  \%  may-*** 
had  in  blossom  in  the  very  depth*  c^thelWinV 
ter,  if  we  treat  it  as  a,  pot  subject,  *hd'^Hfi^> 
enough  protection. to. insure  thai  H  is  not  **- 
ped  by  frost  at  all:  This  14  the .

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quite  feasible.  After  all,  this  is  really  the  most 
attractive  way  of  growing  these  charming 
plants,  and  where  room  permits  extensive 
groupings  will  give  the  very  best  results.  A 
glance  at  some  of  the  pictures  accompanying 
this  article  will  perhaps  convince  the  most 
sceptical  on  this  point.  The  chief  effect  in  the 
Iris  garden  illustrated  on  this  page  was  secured 
by  the  employment  of  thf,  German  Irises,  al- 
though other  kinds  have  been  called  into  use. 
A  remarkable  show  such  as  that  which  has 
been  secured  could  not,  of  course,  be  brought 
about  in  a  short  period  of  time.  Indeed  the 
Iris  border  as  it  appears  in  this  illustration  is 
really  the  outcome  of  fifteen  years'  constant 
cultivation. 

As  new  and  worthy  species  and  Hybrids  have 
been  introduced,  examples  have  been  put  Into 
position  with  the  result  that  there  has  been 
produced  in  this  garden,  one  of  the  finest  col- 
lections of  German  Irises  in  the  world.  Of 
recent  years  not  a  few  of  the  other  kinds  have 
been  added,  as  may  be  gathered  from  a  glance 
at  the  -photograph  showing  the  groupings  of 
English  forms.  The  site  of  the  garden  here 
shown  is  an  ideal  one  for  Irises,  In  that  it  is 
formed  by  a  long  series  of  banks  which  slope 
gently  down  to  the  border  of  a  river.  Thus  on 
the  higher  parts  of  the  ground  a  good  place 
has  been  found  for  the  species  which  prefer 
a  well-drained  soil,  while  as  the  water's  edge 
is  neared,  the  moisture  loving  kinds  predomin- 
ate. Even  though  one  may  not  wish  to  carry 
out  the  growing  of  Irises  on  such  a  large  scale 
as  this,  many  useful  hints  for  those  who  con- 
template arranging  their  Iris  planting  for  only 
a  moderate  display  of  the  charming  flowers 
may  be  gathered  from  a  study  of  the  more  pre- 
tentious garden. 

All  Iris  blossoms  are  excellent  for  use  as 
cut.  flowers,  and  on  this  account  alone  the 
plants  should  certainly  find  a  place  in  all  gar- 
dens. When  once  fully  expanded  the  blooms 
do  not  last  very  long,  and  it  is  well  to  gather 
them  when  in  bud;  they  will  expand  perfectly 
in  water  and  will  lastra  long  while.  Irises  lend 
themselves  peculiarly  well  to  arrangement  in 
vases,  and  are  perhaps  the  most  effective  of 
all  early  Summer  flowers  for  household  decor- 
ation. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  of  service  to  give 
a  small  selection  of  the  most  useful  kinds  for 
the  beginning  In  the  art  of  Iris  culture.  So 
enormous  is  the  number  of  species  and  hybrids 
nowadays,  that  most  people  will  be  quite  be- 
wildered by  the  array  of  names  in  any  cata- 
logue, and  scarcely  know  what  to  order.  After 
the  common  Blue  Flag  and  its  varieties,  may 
be  mentioned  Iris  aphylla,  the  type  with  white 
flowers  slightly  edged  with  blue,  and  the  nu- 
merous named  varieties  showing  a  wide  range 
of  beauty.  Iris  squalens  represents  another  good 
class,  the  flowers  of  which  are  mostly. rich 
bronze  or  pure  yellow.  Of  a  more  decided 
yellow  still  are  the  German  Irises  #h|0i  are 
grouped  together  under  the  name  Iris  vtri* 
gata.

THE  FAILURE  OF  LAWLESSNESS

I  sometimes  ask  myself  the  question 
1  downhearted?"  . 

Well,  just  a  little,  perhaps.  'This  la- 
mentable state  of  things  does  not  happen  very 
frequently,  and  rarely  in  connection  with  my 
own  affairs,  but  I  am  bound  to  say  1  feel  a 
trifle  downhearted  when  I  look  at  the  real 
impasse  which  has  been  brought  about  by  the 
action  of  cejtain  sections  of  the  militant  suf- 
fragists. 

The  policy  of  the  militants  has  never 
found  favor  in  my  eyes— I  was  always  opposed 
to  it  ab  initio,  and  the  more  1  set  of  it  and 
its  fruits,    the   more   I   dislike  it! 

The  harass  and  molest,  offend  and  injure, 
excite  and  distress  members  of  the  public  who 
are  harmless  and  blameless  (from  the  indi- 
vidual point  of  view)  and  some  of  whom  may 
be  partly  in  sympathy  with  the  women's  move- 
ment, while  others  may  not  care  a  brass 
farthing  one  way  or  the  other— is  a  policy 
which  is  as  shortsighted  as  it  is  ridiculous.  ■ 

It  presents  woman  in  an  undignified 
aspect,  giving  her  the  semblance  of  a  naughty 
street  urchin  at  war  with  the  world  and  vent- 
ing his  spite  on  all  and  sundry  by  breaking 
windows,  shouting  ribald  oaths  and  kicking 
stones  along  the  path — doing  more  damage 
to  his  own  toes  than  anything  else. 

Two  wrongs  never  yet  made  one  right — 
and  disorder  and  violence  ought  never  to  find 
a  place  in  any  of  our  modern  schemes  of  pro- 
gress and   improvement. 

All  temperate-minded  thinkers  agree  in 
declaring  that  militancy  has  set     the     clock 

back.  ,  ,      .  ; 

As  for  meeting  violence  with  violence, 
how  it  is  possible  for  a  few  aggressive  women, 
no  matter  how  brave  and  dauntless  they  may 
be  no  matter  how  stout-hearted  and  even 
heroic,  no  matter  how  rich  and  powerful,  no 
matter  how  influential  and  even  magnetic,  to 
defeat  and  rout  the  whole  army  of  officialdom 
that  is  arrayed  against  them? 

By  their  conduct  they  have  alienated  some 
of  their  hitherto  staunchest  supporters,  they 
have  turned  public  opinion  from  an  amused, 
half-hearted  sympathy,  into  bitter  and  vindic- 
tive censure,  they  have  made  life  difficult  for 
those  women  suffragists  who  yield  to  none  in 
their  staunch  adherence  to  the  cause,  and 
their  unflinching  determination  to  help  it 
along  by  every  legitimate  means  at  their  com- 
mand; but  who,  if  they  cannot  be  law-makers 
will  never  entertain  any  desire  to  be  law- 
breakers. 

We  often  hear  the  stock  argument  that 
men  did  not  get  reform  until  they  had  torn 
down  the  rails  of  Hyde  Park  in  London,     . 

Well,  1  do  not  think  women  need  try  to 
emulate  men's  riotous  brutality! 

At  any  rate,  such  a  course  does  not  com- 
mend itself  to  me. 

Yet,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many  men  ar£ 
to  be  utterly  despised,  men  have  lived,  and 
men  do  live,  even  in  these  degenerate  days, 
whose  thoughts  and  words  and  actions  almost 
entitle  them  to  a  place  amongs  the  gods. 

I  must  .confess,  though,  that  I  am  really 
and  truly  indifferent  to  the  opinions  of  most 
men,  that  I  should  like  to  hear  the  views  of 
those  great  sages  and  philosophers  of  a  far- 
off  time,  Marcus  Aurelius  and  Epictetus,  on  the 
suffrage  question,   and  especially  with  regard 

to  militancy. 

The  grand  old  Roman  Emperor,  persecutor 
of  Christians  and  apostle  of  stoicism,  esteemed 
it  as  a  peculiar  blessing  that  he  had  a  wife  "so 
obsequious"  and  "so  little  fond  of  the  pomp 
and  parade  of  life."

munities," says  the  great  stoic,  and  again,  "We 
are  all  born  for  our  mutual  assistance,  as  the 
hands  and  feet  and  every  part  of  the  human 
body  are  for  the  service  of  the  whole;  to 
thwart  and  injure  each  other,  therefore,  is  con- 
trary to  Nature." 

Here  is  very  valuable,  well-timed  counsel.

Besides,  it  is  all  so  trivial  and  petty,  so  use- 
less, too,  when  compared  with  the  bigness  of 
the  stake. 

And,  what  is  worst,  the  aggressors  are  the 
chief  sufferers,  some  say  they  deserve  to  be  I 

Not  so,  when  we  consider  the  purity,  the 
heroism  of  their  motives. 

To  me  the  saddest  part  of  the  whole  af- 
fair Is  the  suffering  that  these'  noble  though 
misguided  women  have  voluntarily  undergone 
for  the  sake  of  their  sex!

flowers  in  silk  of  the  natural  deep  rose  and 
blue  tints,  hanging  like  tassels.       A  bayadere 
girdle  had  been  sent  with  it  also,  for  wearing 
when  the  tulle  sash,  which  was  of  an  odd  full 
shade  not  easily  matched,  should  be  "fripe," 
and  that  was  of  a  soft  uncrushabfe  wide  rib- 
bon of  a  deep  gentian-blue,  on  to  which  the 
fuchsia  flower  tassels  that  could  later  be  sewn, 
for  the  blue  of  the     girdle     and  that     of  the 
flower  toned  together.     This  was  to  be  worn 
low   over  one  hip  in  the     pres'ent     bayadere 
fashion.     A  wrap  to  be  worn     over     this,  at 
need,  was  of  pure  white  thin     cloth     with  a 
satiny  finish — indeed,  it  looks     more     like  a 
cachemire  de  soie — and  was  lined  throughout 
with    chiffon    of   the   same    rich    crimson-rose 
hue  as  the  tulle  sash,  and  had  a  turn-over  col- 
lar and  long  Capuchin  hood  embroidered   in 
the  thick  clay-white  silks,  and  the  point  of  the 
hoop  was  finished  with  the  fuschia  tassel.    The 
shape  was  a  vague  sort  of  kimono,  to  be  held 
loosely  round   the   figure,    and    the   wide   hat 
was  massed  with  fuchsia  flowers,     some     of 
which  fell  carelessly  over  the  brim     at     the 
back,  and  others  nestled  on  the  hair  under  the 
brim  on  one  side,   whilst  long  black     velvet 
streamers  hung  down,  and  one  of  these  was  to 
be  passed  round  the  front  to  fall     over     the 
shoulder. 

Geranium-red  and,  indeed,  all  shades     of 
crimson  and  pale  tomato     are     tremendously 
used  with  daring  effects.     I  have  seen  a  little 
coatee  of  rather  pale  Venetian  red  in  a  soft  thin 
cloth,  lined  with  white  satin  and  chiffon,  and 
bordered  with  an  original  little  tufted  cord  of 
the  same  tint,  worn  over  a  dress  of  broderie 
anglaise.     A  bright  starch-blue  cloak  was  also 
worn  in  day-time  coming  away  from  a  wed- 
ding, and  geranium-red  tulle  swathed  a  white 
satin  afternoon  dress,  crossing  the  bodice  from 
each   side   to  the   centre,   where   it   was   held 
by  a  large  breastplate  "ornament 'of  red  corals 
"and  diamante,  and  the  skirt  had  two  draperies 
of  the  tulle,  starting  from  the  waist  in  front, 
and   crossing  and   swathing  the  back   of   the 
Skirt.     It  seemed  much  more  like  an  evening 
dress  than  one  fon  an  afternoon  party. 

Just  now  I  have  seen  some  very  useful  coat 
and  skirt  costumes,  which  are  exactly  what  one 
wants  at  present.  Blue  serge  is  invaluable, 
and  a  never-failing  refuge,  so  it  is  a  good 
thing  it  remains  so  fashionable.  I  saw  one 
with  a  double  or  two-deck  skirt,  and  the  coat 
supplied  the  third  skirt.  This  last  had  a  col- 
lar, long  revers,  and  buttons  of  lemon-yellow 
cashmere,  and  a  belt,  rather  high  round  the 
waist,  was  run  into  narrow  slits  of  the  same 
lemon-yellow,  which  looks  very  well  with 
dark  blue.  A  blue  straw  hat  with  a  surround 
of  ears  of  corn  standing  up  straight  and  stiff, 
finished  by  a  couple  of  blue  cornflowers  that 
rose,  quivering,  high  at  the  back,  was  to  be 
worn  with  it. 

Marabout  seems  to  be  making  a  welcome 
return  to  us.     It  is  so  soft  and  becoming,  and 
takes  the  place  of  fur  for  edging     satin     and 
chiffon  tea-gowns  or  scarves  when  it  is  still 
too  warm  to  think  of  peltry.     I  saw  a  roseleaf- 
pink  tea-gown  bordered  with  brown  marabout 
at   one  of  the  sales,   which   opened   over  an 
inner  vest  and  underskirt  of  shadow  laces,  and 
was  chosen  by  a  friend  of  mine,  and  she  also 
carried  off  a  lovely  little  "between  seasons" 
costume  of  mouse-brown,  with     touches     of 
black  satin  and  oleander  pink,  and     a     very 
"sensible"  wrap  of  dark  blue  rough  cloth,  made 
full  and  vague  in  the  back,  and  rounding  up 
in  front,  where  it  buttons  into  white  button- 
holes, and  the  collar  and  turn-back  cuffs  were 
of  white  pique.     Then  "lavender-blue  goes  so 
well  with  serge  of  either  navy  blue  or  white, 
and  makes  such  a  good  note  of  color  on  col- 
lars and  revers  when  plain  or  patterned  for 
these  useful  half-season  costumes,  and  a  good 
plan  is  to  have  a  whole  dress  of  serge  under- 
neath, instead  of  just  a  skirt.    It  looks  so  neat 
when  one  takes  off  one's  coat,  and  is  more 
becoming  to  most  people  than  the  blouse  and 
skirt  idea,  which,  of  course, 'is  indispensable  in 
the  case  of  tweeds  or  real  plain  country  clothes. 
I  saw  a  very  pretty  whole  dress  of  ivory  cloth, 
as  soft  as  a  suede  glove,  and  as  supple,  made 
with  a  lifted  front  puckered  up  into  a  motif 
of  the  same  material,  and     with  a  "fronce" 
corsage,  sashed  with  one  of  the  bright  and  in- 
tense colors  so  much  in  vogue,  which  would 
be  very  easy  to  make,  and  the  same  girl  had 
an  afternoon  dress  of  patterned  voile,  which 
had  a  plain  skirt  that  was  not  drawn  in  at  all 
at  the  waist,  but  left  wide,  and  just  held  in 
the  centre  of  the  waist  front  and  back,  faHing 
loosely  In  pannier  shapes  on  the  sides. 

Fringes  and  embroideries  of  colored  beads 
seem  to  have  "caught  on"  here  now,  and  are 
used  a*  much  as  cut-jet,  or  crystal,  or  f>earls 
on  day  dresses,  either  as  a  finish  U>  sashes, 
or  in  a  cascade  of  bead  motifs  down  the  front 


the  sales  which  would  brighten  Autumn  day 
and  evening  dresses. 

The  present  fashion  of  evening  gowns  is 
admirably  adapted  to  show  the  tall,  slim  figure 
to  advantage,  and  the  fabrics  used  are  of 
great  beauty.  White  brocades"  have  the  sheen 
of  the  oyster-shell,  and  the  creamy  tones  with 
a  broche  design  present  quite  a  raised  effect. 
Some  of  the  handsomer  brocades  have  vein- 
ings  of  tinsel  or  designs  in  relief  coloring;  but 
the  most  beautiful  have  delicate  shadings  of 
orchid-mauve,  pink  or  blue.  Pink  is  a  very 
modish  color  for  evening  wear,  and  even  when 
combined  with  white  it  invariably  shows  some 
touches  of  black. 

.Millinery  and  its  modes  have  not. stood 
still  for  a  single  instant  throughout  the  present 
season.  Continually  have  fresh  fashions, 
ideas  and  designs  been  exploited  and  brought 
to  the  fore,  and  in  consequence  the  milliners 
have  not  known  what  it  is  to  have  a  moment's 
rest.  Much  interest  at  present  is  centreing 
round  the  Niniche  hat,  this,  in  Paris,  being 
patronized  at  times  by  almost  every  elegante 
of  note  throughout  the  course  of     her     busy 

social  day. 

Paris   now,   however,   is   fast  becoming  a 
dead  town  as  far  as  the  butterflies  of  fashion 
are  concerned,  for  everyone  is  on  the  point 
of  migrating  to  one  of  the  gay  French  seaside 
resorts,  which  are     so     infinitely     attractive, 
amusing  and  inviting.     And  here  we  may  be 
very  certain  that  the  Niniche  hat  will' more 
than   hold   its  own  and   preen   itself  together 
with  the  most  seductive  of  Parisienne  toilettes. 
The  Englishwoman  will  at  once  recognize  a 
likeness  to  the  Dolly  Varden  headgear  we  al- 
ways associate  with  this  character  of  Dickens, 
but  withal  there  is  a  very  distinct  touch  of  up- 
to-dateness  with  this   particular  chapeau.      It 
started  its  career  in  a  very  tiny  size,  but  ever 
since  has  shown  more  and     more     tendency 
towards  largeness.     Still,  even  now  it  cannot 
be  accused  of  erring  upon  the  large  side,  so 
the  woman  with  a  tiny  head  and     face  can 
undoubtedly  claim  it  as  her  own.       A     small 
head  and  face  is  amongst  the  best  of  Nature's 
gifts,  yet  many  do  not  seem  to  realize  how 
generously  they  have  been  treated     in     this 
way,  and  mar  themselves     through     wearing 
hats   of  vast   proportions.      Their   faces   then 
seem  entirely  overweighted,  and  all  the  charm- 
ing outline  is  lost,  in  a  way  that  never  should 

happen. 

v  The  Niniche  hat  spreads  out  into  a  long 
tunnel  shape,  at  the  back,  the  space  between 
this  and  the  hair  in  the  majority  of  cases  be- 
ing filled  in  with  flowers,  bows  of  ribbon,  or 
tulle,  so  that  there  is  no  ugly  hiatus.     A  word 
may  here  be  said  about  the  arrangement  of 
the  hair  itself  when  a  hat  of  the  kind  is  worn. 
It  must  be  dressed  upon  the  head  in  a  chignon 
or  roll,  a  lower  form  of  dressing  giving  an  en- 
tirely wrong  outline.     For  some    lime     past, 
however,  we  have  had  warning'from  the  hair- 
dresser that  a  raised  coiffure  is  to  be  the  new 
style,  so  cannot  complain  that  we  have  been 
given  no  warning.     This  will  not  in  any  way 
mean    the    abandoning    of   the   chignon,    but 
much  the  reverse,  since  this  is  more  apparent 
than  ever  with  the  high  dressing  of  the  hair. 
A  chignon  of  modified  type,  but  a  chignon  un- 
deniably, is  used,  the  soft  strands  of  hair  be- 
ing held  in  place  with  tortoiseshell  bars  and 

pins.

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Practical  Hints  on  Quantities 

From  now  until  the  end  of  the  Summer, 
afternoon  parties  will  be  taking  place,  hence 
the  inexperienced  hostess  may  be  glad  of  some 
information  as  to  the  amount  of  food  which 
she  should  order  for  the  refreshment  of  her 

quests. 

•  In  London  it  is  not  the  custom  to  reply  to 
invitations  to  afternoon  parties;  the  guests  go 
if  they  can,  and  if  prevented  write  a  polite  note 
of  regret.  This,  of  course,  makes  it  difficult 
to  estimate  the  number  of  persons  who  will 
need  tea.  Roughly  speaking,  unless  some 
very  great  attraction  is  provided,  or  the  hostess 
is  extremely  popular,  if  the  party  takes  place 
in  the  height  of  the  season  not  more  than  half 
of  those  who  receive  cards  will  put  in  an  ap- 
pearance, while  when  there  are  fewer,  counter- 
attractions,  about  two-thirds  of  those  invited 
are  likely  to  attend. 

In  the  country  invitations  are  replied  to, 
and  it  becomes  more  easy  to  calculate  the 
number  of  guests.  Even  so  it  is  not  possible  to 
estimate  very  closely  the  quantity  of  refresh- 
ments, because  the  weather  must  be  taken  Into 
account.  On  a  hot  day  cup  ices,  fruit  and  iced 
coffee  are  popular;  if  cold,  hot  coffee  and  tea 
and  savory  viands  are  more  in  request. 

Again,  at  town  "parties,  less  is  eaten  than 
when  guests  motor  for  miles  to  the  scene  of  the 
feast  and  play  croquet  and  tennis. 

Then,  too,  if  cold,  savory  sandwiches  are 
more  popular  than  cakes,  whereas,  if  hot,  fruit 
"and  ices  call  for  the  accompaniment  of  a 
sweet  cake  or  biscuit. 

The  refreshments  offered  at  afternoon  par- 
ties  vary  little  except  as  to  quantity  arid  qual- 
ity There  may  be  more  elaborate*  sandwiches 
and  cakes  at  the  B's,  an<f  better  fruit  and  ices 


at  the  C's,  an<T  the  .D's  may  only  provide  a 
simple  tea,  but  speaking  generally,  for  a  party 
of  any  sfee,  the  following  menu  is  adhered  to : 
Tea        Coffee        Iced  Coffee 
Brown  and  White  French  Roll  and  Currant 
Bread  and  Butter 
Stuffed  Rolls  and  Finger  Rolls 
Several  kinds  of  Sandwiches 
Cakes         Small  Cakes 
Fruit  in  Season         Ices 
Lemonade         Cup 
For  quite  small  parties  the  ices  could  be 
omitted,   and  if  fresh  fruit  is  too  dear,  fruit 
salad  and  whipped  cream  make  a  satisfactory 
substitute.     Lemonade  and  cup  might  not  be 
given    though,   when   tennis  is  the  entertain- 
ment,' lemonade,  whisky  and  soda  and  possibly 
cup    should    always   be   in    readiness.     These 
drinks  are  generally  arranged  on  a  table  placed 
near  the  courts. 

The  cup  should  be  of  a  mild  kind,  as  play- 
ers need  cooling  rather  thin  intoxicating  drinks. 
The  following  quantities  are  reliable,  and 
armed  with  this  list  the  intending  hostess  can 
easily  calculate  what  supplies  to  order.  There 
will,  of  course,  be  a  surplus  of  food  which,  as 
will'  be  seen  later  on,  may  be  used  in  various 
ways : 

QUANTITIES 

Tea,  six  teaspoonf uls  to  1  oz. ;  i  oz.  for 
four  persons;  1  lb.  for  sixty  people  or  so. 

Coffee,  \y2  tablespoonfuls  (ground)  to  1 
oz.;  2  oz.  for  three  people;  1  lb.  for  about 
twenty-five  people. 

Iced  coffee,  fourteen  small  cupfuls  to  one 

quart. 

Sugar,    1    lb.    for   fifty-five   people 
lumps  should  be  cut  small. 

Milk,  half  a  gill  per  head;  one   pint 
about  twelve  people. 

Cream,    one    pint    for    about    twenty-five 

people. 

Strawberries,  Ya,  lb.  per  head. 

Fruit  salad,   %  lb.  per  head. 

Cup  or  lemonade,  half-pint  (two  small 
tumblerfuls)  per  head. 

Bread  and  butter,  i  #  lb.  butter  to  three 
quartern  sandwich  loaves;  enough  for  about 
100  people.    Allow  three  slices  for  two  people. 

Sandwiches,  same  as  for  bread  and  butter. 

Large  cakes,  one  slice  to  every  two  people. 

Small  cakes,  three  for  two  people. 

Ices,  about  fourteen  small  helpings  to  one 

quart. 

If  the  festivity  for  which  refreshments  must 
be  provided  is  a  wedding,  creams  and  jellies 
are  often  added  to  the  ordinary  afternoon  party 
menu,  in  addition  to  champagne  and  wedding 
cake.     When  estimating  for  these  note  that 
about  ten  helpings  of  jelly  go  to  a  quart  mould, 
and    that   probably  not   half   the  number   of 
guests  would  touch  such  delicacies.     A  bottle 
of  champagne  to  six  persons  would  be  suffi- 
cient if  care  is  taken  in  serving.     A  reserve 
supply  of  wine  can  be  put  ready,  and  if  ad- 
visable arrangements  made  with  the  wine  mer- 
chant to  return  untouched  bottles.     When  ca- 
tering for  a  bazaar  it  is  more  difficult  than  ever 
to  estimate  the  number  of  persons  likely  to 
need    refreshments.      In    such    a   case  bread, 
butter  and  sandwich  fillings  should  be  in  readi- 
ness, and  such  articles  as  macaroons,  chocolate 
wafer  biscuits,    shortbreads   and   petits  fours, 
which,  if  not  required,  can  be  put  away  in  tins 
and  used  for  home  consumption. 

It  is  generally  possible  to  arrange  with 
baker  and  milkman  that  surplus  supplies  may 
be  returned  the  same  day,  but  if  this  is  not 
feasible  it  is  worth  while  to  note  that  milk 
should  b'e.  scalded  and  used  for  next  day's 
breakfast,  and  milk  pudding,  and  set  for 
junket.  Bread,  if  well  damped  and  crisped  in 
the  oven  will  masquerade  quite  successfully  as 
new,  and  cakes  if  put  away  in  tins  keep  for 
many  days. 

Iced  coffee  left  over' should  be  stiffened 
with  gelatine,  a  little  whipped  cream,  some 
sugar  added  and  reappear  as  coffee  cream  for 
next  day's  lunch  or  dinner,  while  Strawberries 
and  cream  should  be  sieved  and  reserved  as 
strawberry  fool  or  stiffened  and  moulded.  Ices 
may  be  refrozen  next  day,  and  black  coffee,  if 
kept  in  a  covered  jiig,  is  little  the  worse  for  re- 
heating.

galia,  and  most  good  stores  also  keep  a  puree  of 
foie  gras,  which  answers  well  for  the  purpose. 
Potted  cods'  roe  is  a  nice  filling,  and  potted 
ham  spread  on  one  side  and  sieved  yolk  of 
egg  on  the  other  make  a  nice  mixture.  Strong- 
smelling  fillings,  such  as  lobster,  crab,  sardine 
are  best  ignored  at  afternoon  parties,  though 
suitable  and  much  appreciated  on  other  occa- 
sions. Stuffed  rolls  and  savory  sandwiches 
should  be.  garnished  with  cress  or  parsley  to 
differentiate -them  from  sweet  sandwiches.  A 
new  filling  liked  by  many  consists  of  horse- 
radish cream  .mixed'- with  finely  chopped  wal- 
nuts, while  sandwiches  containing  cucumber 
or  cress  are  not  as  popular  as  of  yore. 

When  arranging  the  refreshments  for  a 
party,  the  housekeeper  should  realize  that 
sandwich  and  bread  and  butter  cutting  are 
lengthy  processes  and  settle  matters  accord- 
ingly. Iced  coffee  is  a  popular  form  of  refresh- 
ment in  hot  weather,  but  at  very  few. houses  is 
it  really  well  made.  Weak  cold  coffee  poured 
out  of  a  glass  jug  is  the  form  it. usually  takes. 
Properly  iced  coffee  should  be  very  creamy  yet 
tasting  of  coffee,  and  sufficiently  frozen  to  re- 
semble custard  in  consistency. 
ICED  COFFEE 


A  successful  recipe  is  as  follows:  Make  the 
necessary  quantity  of  very  strong  black  coffee 
quite  early  in  the  morning,  and  to  each  quart 
add  half  a  pint  of  milk,  sweeten  and  put  aside 
to  become  cold.     If  the  coffee  is  needed  by  4 
o'clock,  have  ready  not  later  than  It  o'clock, 
perfectly  clean  buckets  embedded  in  a  high- 
sided- tub  of  broken  ice  and  freezing  salt.     Add 
one  pint  of  very  thick  cream  to  each  quart  of 
the  coffee  and  milk  mixture  and  sugar  to  taste, 
allowing    a    little    more    sugar    than    would 
usually  be'  the  case  as  freezing  reduces  the 
sweetness.     Stir  well,  cover  with  a  clean  blan- 
ket and  keep  in  a  cool  place.     Stir  from  time 
to  time  and  replenish  the  ice;  keep  in  ice  and 
serve  from  glass  jugs,  replenished  as  required. 
The  coffee  should  be  fresh  roasted  and  ground, 
and  if  a  very  rich  mixture  is  required,  all  cream 
should  be  used.     It  is  difficult  to  say  what 
quantity  of  sugar  should  be  allowed  to  the 
quart,  as  different  coffees  require  more  or  less 
sugar,  but  four  ounces  of  sugar  to  one  quart  of 
the  coffee  and  cream  mixed  is  about  right.    If 
there  is  an  icing  machine  of  large  size,  the 
coffee  can  be  iced  quickly,  and  when  partly 
set  should  be  put  aside  in  jugs,  surrounded  by 

ice.

President  Poincare,  speaking  the  other  day 
in  his  native  town  of  Bar-le-Duc,  said  very  sim- 
ply how  he  loved  it  because  of  all  the  memories 
of  his  boyhood  which  it  stirred  in  his  mind — 
memories  of  children  playing  under  the  chest- 
nuts in  his  mother's  garden,  of  Sunday  walks 
in  the  forests  of  the  hills,  of  schoolrooms  in 
which  he  first  discovered  the  love  and  the  de- 
light of  knowledge.     Those  things  have  often 
been  said  before,  but  they  will  never  become 
platitudes,  for  to  speak  of  such  memories  is  to 
quicken  them  in  the  minds  of  others,  to  be- 
gin a  music  of  thought  in  which  every  one  can 
join,  for  every  one  knows  the  tune  of  it.    Even 
those  who  spent  their  childhood  in  an  ugly  back 
street  think  of  it  as  unlike  other  back  streets, 
for  there  is  something  stronger  than  reason  that 
transforms  its  monotony  for  them,  giving  to  it 
the  inexplicable  significance  of  a  dream.     We 
cast  about  for  explanations  of  this  feeling,  but 
the  stronger  it  is  in  us  the  less  will  any  explana- 
tion satisfy  us.     People  say  that  the  minds  of 
children,  being  empty  of  experience,  receive 
their  first  experiences  most  vividly.     But  that 
does  not  explain  why  we  have  so  much  delight 
in  the  memory  of  them.     There  is  nothing  to 
prove  that  childhood  is  happier  than  later  years. 
Indeed,  we  remember  things  connected  with 
the  sharp  griefs  of  childhood  just  as  eagerly  as; 
things  connected  with  its  joys.   Both  start  the 
same  music  in  our  minds,  the  same  vain  but 
delightful  passion  for  what  can  never  be  again.

Meanwhile  reports  of  United  States  officials  state  that 
General  Chang  Hsun  has  acted  in  a  barbarous  way. 
Great  Britain,  as  you  know,  is  Japan's  ally  and  sup- 
ports her  in  her  demand  for  money  and  an  apology 
but  will  not  countenance  an  attack.  If,  through  the 
fault  of  her -rulers,  China  shall  lose  the  independence 
and  freedom  for  which  she  has  striven,  it  will  be  a 
great    misfortune. 


The  farmers  of  Okanagan  are  working  together, 
and  this  year  will  get  better  prices  for  their  fruit 
and  their  supplies  at  a  lower  cost.  When  the  fruit- 
growers of  Kootenay  learn  to  work  in  the  same  way 
they  will  be  much  more  prosperous.  Mr.  W.  E. 
Scott,  who  said  this,  was  delighted  with  the  gardens 
he  saw  while  he  was  in  Kootenay.  Everywhere  in  the 
southern  interior  of  the  Province  people  are  learning

Remember,  you  are 
Britons  as  truly  as  the  shipbuilders  of  the  Tyne  or  the 
Clyde,  the  steel  workers  of  Sheffield  or  the  people 
who  weave  the  cotton  and  woolen  goods  which  are 
more  durable  than  the  products  of  the  looms  of  oilier 
nations,  or  the  great  merchants  of  London  or  Liver- 
pool or  Bristol.  v

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N  the  Labrador  Coast  the  fishing 
season  begins  when  navigation 
opens,  with  the  breaking  up  of 
the  floes  and  their  disappearance 
from  bays  and  harbors,  and  ends 
when  oncoming  Winter  closes  the  bays  to  the 
fishing  craft.  Generally,  the  season  lasts  from 
about  July  1  to  October  1,  though  some  seasons 
see  the  waters  open  by  the  middle  of  June. 
Few  fishermen  live  the  year  round  on  the  Lab- 
rador Coast.  Most  of'  those  who  ply  their 
trade  in  the  North  are  Winter  dwellers  in  New- 
foundland, and  Labrador  is  only  their  Summer 
resort.  The  usual  procedure  is  for  a  company 
to  recruit  its  men,  with  necessary  women  to 
work  at  necessary  housekeeping  tasks,  in  St. 
Johns,  Bav  Roberts,  Havre  Grace  or  some 
other  Newfoundland  port,  and  on  a  given  day 
congregate  its  modern  argonauts  on  a  steamer 
or  schooner  and  sail  away  for  the  North. 

One  company  of  merchants  has  the  wooden 
steamer  Southern  Cross,  the  same  craft  that

SETTLING  TO  WORK 

A  week's  work  making,  everything  tidy 
and  comfortable  prefaces  the  Summer's  ac- 
tivities. Then  the  men  who  have  shipped  as 
fishermen,  either  on  shares  or  for  wages, 
man  their  dories,  set  their  traps,  or  large  nets, 
which  they  moor  at  one  end  to  the  rocks  on 
shore  and  the  other  end  to  floating  buoys  50 
or  60  feet  off  shore.  These  enormous  nets 
are  about  1.3  feet  in  depth  and  25  or  30  feet 
wide.  One  end  is  open  for  the  entrance  of  the 
fish,  which,  once  they  are  inside,  find  no  way 

of  exit. 

The  fishermen  visit  the  traps  three  times 
daily,  drawing  them  up  one  end  at  a  time  and 
passing  the  whole  trap  over  their  boat,  securing 
their  catch  which  has  congregated  in  the  end 
of  the  net.  Sometimes  a  whole  boatload  of 
fish  is  secured  at  one  draft,  so  that  the  boat 
is  difficult  to  navigate  with  its  great  burden 
of  fish,  but  more  often  two  or  three  barrels 
of  cod  are  the  result  of  a  haul. 

Traps  are  often  loosened  by  pieces  of  floe 
in  late  Summer.  The  bergs  that  line  the 
Labrador  Coast  at  all.  seasons  are  constantly 
breaking  up  in  the  Summer  time,  when  the 
sun's  rays  disintegrate  the  great  masses.  Then 
the  fragments  float  about     or     are     washed 


toward  shore  by  the  waves,  and  press  against 
the  nets,  freeing  them  from  their  moorings 
and  tearing  great  rents  in  their  sides. 

Once  the  fish  are  secured,  they  are  dressed 
in  the  stage,  salted,  washed  and  spread  upon 
the  flake  to  cure.  At  night  they  are  piled  in 
cylindrical  heaps  and  covered  over  with  bark 
for  protection  against  moisture.  Several  days 
Of  spreading  are  required  to  dry  the  fish  suf- 
ficiently for  shipment.  The  principal  markets 
for  Labrador  >m,\  Newfoundland  cod  are 
Spain,  Italy,  Brazil  and  Argentina,  and 
schooners  "and  steamers  make  voyages  direct 
from  Labrador  to  these  countries.  In  certain 
years  over  $1,000,000  worth  of  dried  codfish 
has  been  exported  direct  from  Labrador  to  the 
countries  of  Lower  Europe  and  South  America. 

FULL    OF    HAZARDS 

It  is  trie  custom  of  the  country  for  the 
fisherman  to  draw  his  supplies  and  equipment 
at  the  beginning  of  a  "voyage,"  the  company 
charging  the  same  to  his  account.  Supplies 
ition  |  are  furnished  from  the  company's  commissary, 
and  '.-$  the  close  of  the  season  the  man's 
share  is  credited  and  a  balance  struck.  For- 
merly it  was  the  custom  to  carry  the  balance 
from  season  to  season,  and  in  many  instances 
Ihrmeii  were  perpetually  In  dr^ 


like  surprise,  as  if  the  amazement  of  such  mar- 
vels was  upon  him  yet.  His  Lordship  has  not, 
evidently  accepted  the  discoveries  of  modem 
science  without  appreciation.

principals,  but  a  law  recently  enacted  requires 
the  company  to  pay  whatever  balance  is  due 
a  fisherman,  in  cash,  and  in  case  of  a  deficit 
against   him    to   furnish    a   written    staterft|B 
of  the  account. 

The  fishing  business  is  full  of  hazards,  both 
to  the  workmen  and  to  the  merchant  ad- 
venturers. Some  seasons,  like  those  of  1904 
and  1905,  were  enormously  profitable,  while 
others  have  been  rewarded  with  little  return 
for  the  labor  and  the  risk  of  expenditure.  The 
Labrador  fisherman  inclines  to  be  an  habitual 
pessimist  and  is  loth  to  acknowledge  a  streak 
of  prosperity.  -  But  many  are  said  to  be  very 
well   off. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  what  extended 
journevings  are  involved  in  the  process  of 
reaping  the  harvest  of  the  seas.  In  the 
Straits"  of  Belle  Isle  are  families  that  come  to 
their  "room,"  or  fishing  site,  from  the  West 
Coast  of  England  and  from  Brittany. 

Their  career  is  one  of  hardship,  but 
doubtless  one  of  intense  fascination.  The 
change  of  scene  and  of  atmosphere  is  a  con- 
stant allurement  from  season  to  season,  while 
the  discomforts  are  forgotten  or  dissolve  into 
recollections  of  zestful  adventure.  What  the 
vocation  entails  to  the  young  folks,  only  those 
who  have  been  children  engaged  in  this  primi- 
tive industry  battling  for  their  sustenance  with 
the  rude  forces  of  nature,  can  tell. 


Four  hundred  feet  above  the  pavement  of 
St.  Paul's  churchyard,  a  gang  of  men  is  at  pres-* 
ent  engaged  upon  a  task  of  unique  interest. 
About  ninety  years  ago  the  ball  and  cross  which 
surmount  the  great  dome  of  St.  Paul's  Cathe- 
dral were  gilded,  and  the  work  apparently  was 
of  such  an  excellent  character  that  it  has.  with- 
stood the  wear  and  tear,  of  time  until  lately, 
when  11  was  decided  to  'regttd.  the  cathedral 


cross. 

From   the  pavement  the  ball  looks  little 
larger  than  a  football  and  the  cross  but  three 
or  four  feet  high.    As  a  matter  of  fact,  however, 
the  latter,  which  is  said  to  weigh  3,360  pounds, 
is  no  less  than  thirty  feet  in  height,  while  the 
ball     on    which     it    is    mounted     is    six  feet 
in  diameter  and  will  hold  ten  or  twelve  persons. 
Only  the  best  English  "double  gold"  leaf, 
as  it  is"  technically   described,   will  be  used — 
that  is,  pure  gold  beaten  out  and    placed    on 
transfer  paper  treated   with   paraffin  wax  and 
double  the  thickness   ordinarily  employed  for 
outdoor  work — from  which  it  will  be  obvious 
that  the  regilding  process  will  be  a  very  costly 
one.     As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  total  cost  of  the 
job,    which   will   take   a   couple   of  months  to 
complete,  will  be  considerably  over  £1,000. 

The  scaffolding  which  is  being  used  is  ex- 
traordinarily simple,  consisting  of  little  more 
than  a  feW"  ladders,  set  up  by  a  firm  of  experts 
in  the  fixing  of  lightning  conductors.  A  differ- 
ent method,  however,  was  employed  when  the 
original  ball  and  cross,  set  up  by  Wren,  were 
gilded  in  1 8 21 .  On  that  occasion  they  were 
removed,  and  apparently  the  scaffolding  was 
not  fixed  as  it  should  have  been;  for  it  has. been 
told  how,  according  to  the  boisterous  weather, 
scarcely  a  day  passed  without  some  part  of  the 
scaffolding  or  the  machinery  connected  with  it 
being  deranged. — London  Tit-Bits. 


DOES  NOT  WATCH  TIME  AS  IT  FLIES 


"I  don't  think  there  is  anything  better  for 
a  man,  anything  that  tends  to  keep  him  well

1  have  not  considered 
them  as  some  men  do,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is 
very  usual  that  a  man  of  ninety-three,  as  I 
am,  is  so  well." 

ANXIOUS  TO  SEE  FRIENDS 
That  may  be  the  secret  that  the  man  who 
typifies  everything  that  is  splendid  in  Canadian 
industrial  history  and  patriotism,  has  gone 
about  his  business'  regardless  of  the  enemy  so 
fearfully  dreaded  by  those  of  lesser  intelligence. 
And  as  I  ord  Strathcona  has  ignored  the  ad- 
vance of  time,  he  has  remained  unmolested. 
He  has  grown  a  little  deaf,  the  broad  shoulders 
bend  -lightly,  the  movement  of  his  hands  is 
more  deliberate  and  cautious;  but  the  suniike 
eyes  that  seem  to  look  forward  and  backward 
with  equal  serenity,  are  as  eloquent  of  confi- 
dent power  as  ever. 

His  Lordship's  kindliness  and  infinite  tact 
are  characteristics  which  have  been  written 
about  at  length,  but  they  are  traits  which  age 
has  not  staled  nor  custom  withered. 

Lord  Strathcona  spoke  of  the  difference 
between  the  Canada  ot  today  and  of  his  early 
youth.  He  used  the  shortest,  simplest  words, 
his  inflection  tinged  with  the  Scottish  color 
which  is  part  of  his  inheritance,  quietly  and 
slowly  as  one  having  much  to  say  and  desirous 
of  enunciating  It  with  the  utmost  directness. 
HIS   FIRST   TRIP   TO   CANADA 

"Think  of  it,"  he  admonished,  "three 
quarters  of  a  century  ago  when  I  was  a  young 
man,  this  Canada  was  a  wilderness.  It  took 
me  forty-two  days  to  cross  by  steamer,  and  I 
have  made  this  last  trip  on  the  Lusitania  in 
five.  That  old  trip  was  by  wooden  steamer, 
of  course.  We  had  no  railroads  in  those  days. 
Ouebec  was  the  principal  city  in  Canada.  Ot- 
tawa was  only   'Bytown,'   at»d   Montreal— so 


much  of  this  great  place,  a  population  of 
600,000,  I  believe,  only  desolation.'' 

The  light  in  his  eyes  seemed  focused  on  a 
picture  no  one  else  could  see. 

"And  telephones  and  telegraph  were  un- 
known. We  had  a  little  gas,  but  electricity  as 
light  was  unheard  of.  Wonderful,  isn't  it? 
Wonderful."

AUMBURY  Rings,  the  "Roman 
amphitheatre"  just  outside  Dor- 
chester, has  always  been  a  place 
full  of  evil  memories,  and  scien- 
tific research  is  gradually  reveal- 
ing troubles  and  tragedies  that  took  place  on 
this  spot  far  back  in  prehistoric  times,  says 
The  London  Standard.  Mr.  Thomas  Hardy  has 
made  it  familiar  to  many  who  have  never  been 
near  Dorchester,  and  Sir  Frederick  Treves,  in 
his  "Highways  and  Byways  of  Dorset,"  has  told 
some  of  its  stories;  but  it  has  been  left  to  Mr.  H. 
St.  George  Gray  and  his  band  of  helpers  to 
dig  out  some  of  its  earlier  secrets. 

It  lies  just  to  the  south  of  the  town  on  the 
Weymouth  Road,  and  is  by  far  the  finest  speci- 
men of  a  Roman  amphitheatre  in  Great  Britain. 
It  is  a  huge  oval,  now  covered  with  grass,  sur- 
rounded by  an  enclosing  rampart  30* feet  high, 
on    the.  inner   slope  of   which  the  spectators 
sat.      Mr.    Hardy   tells   of  it   that   "some  old 
pe^fle   said   that   at  certain    moments   in   the 
Summer  time,  in  broad  daylight,  persons  sitting 
with  a  book  or  dozing  in  the  arena,  had,  on 
^ting  their  eves,   beheld   a  gazing   legion   of 
Hadrian's  soldiery,  as. if  watching  the  gladia- 
torial combat,  and  had  heard  the  roar  of  their 
^xcitftd  YQices;  that  the  scene  would  remain 
but  a^moment,  like  a  lightning  flash,  ana  then 
disappear." 

Be  this  version  true  or  untrue,  we  ha«|K 
.history  of  the  last  time  the  great  amphitheatre 
banks"  were  crowded  to  see  a  degrading  spec- 
tacle. It  was  not  valiant  Roman  legionaries, 
but  a  mob  of  Christian  folk,  who  had  come  to 
see  the  girl  Mary  Channing  strangled  for  pois- 
oning her  aged  husband.  She  was  forced  to 
marrv  him  by  her  parents,  and  in  her  despair 
and  her  intense  desire  to  go  to  her  lover,  she 
got  rid  of  him — at  any  rate,  he  died.  Her 
child  was  born  in  prison,  and  when  it  was 
eighteen  months  old,  on  a  Spring  morning  of 
1705,  she  was  taken  to  the  centre  of  Maum- 
bury  Rings  and,  despite  her  desperate  protesta- 
tions of  innocence,  was  executed  publicly, 
much  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  10,000  vir- 
tuous people,  some  of  whom  had  come  many 
miles  .to  see  her  die.  She  was  nineteen  years 
old  at'  the  time.  The  gallows  were  not  taken 
down  until  1767. 

Between    Roman  times  and  the  death  of 
Mary    Channing    the    Ring    had    seen    stirring 
times,   for  some  part   of  it  was  cut  away  to 
form  entrenchments  to  defend  Dorchester  in 
the  Civil  War  of  the  seventeenth  century.     In 
Mr.  St.  George  Gray's  fourth  report  of  the  ex- 
cavations which  have  been   going  on  at   this 
site,  he  describes  how  he  came  on  a  new  ditch 
which  was  probably  dug  as  a  protection  against 
a  sudden  surprise  attack  of  Royalists  from  the 
direction  of  the  Weymouth  Road,  when  Par- 
liamentary troops  held  Maumbury  during  the 
wars.      Probablv  the  excavated  material  was 
deposited  on  the  inner  side  to  form  a  stockade 
and   bank   for  musketeers   to  lie  down  upon 
when  defending  the  entrance  from  the  enemy's 
attack.     The  trench  was  dug  deeply  into  the 
chalk,  but  must  have  been  filled  in  soon  after- 
wards,  for  the  chalk  walls  show  no  sign   of 


having  been  exposed  to  the  weather  for  any 
length  of  time. 

All  the  debris  thrown  in  to  fill  it  has  been 
carefully  dug  out,  and  a  curious  medley  of 
finds  was  made,  a  few  leaden  bullets,  a  German 
silver  spoon,  a  quantity  of  ox  bones  and,  most 
interesting  of  all,  the  greater  part  of  a  thin 
glazed  earthenware  vessel,  ornamented  with 
horizontal  ribbings  and  a  wave  pattern.  It  was 
a  kind  of  'albarello,  of  a  form  often  seen  in 
Lambeth  delft  referred  by  experts  to  the 
middle  of  the  seventeenth  century.  In  sum- 
ming up  the  evidence  of  these,  the  repor\ 
states:  "The  ditch  very  likely  was  hurriedly 
dug,  and  its  use  of  short  duration,  and  it  is 
quite  probable  that  it  was  refilled  soon  after  its 
original  excavation." 

Far  older  than  this  comparatively  modern 
earthwork  is  the  floor  of  the  arena,  and  older 
still  a  set  of  eleven  shafts  underneath  the  ram- 
med chalk  of  the  Roman  floor,  which  are  still  a 
puzzle.  Here,  again,  the  contents  have  been 
dug  out  and  sifted,  and  the  ancient  pit  walls 
examined.  A  description  of  the  contents  of 
!|§e  of  them  will  suffice  to  give  an  idea  of  their 
extreme  age,  and  at  the  same  time  to  indicate 
the  difficulty  of  accounting  for  their  having 
been  made.    Of  shaft  No.  9  the  report  says: 

"At  the  top  of  the  shaft  against  the  north- 
western  Side  two  deep,  vertical,  and  well-worn 
grooves  were  noticed,  which  may  have  been 
caused  by  the  rubbing  of  ropes  used  for  the 
ascent  and  descent  of  men  and  material  when 
the  shaft  was  sunk." 

Red  deer  antlers  were  plentiful,  including 
twelve  picks,  more  or  less  broken,  found  in  the 
filling  down  to  a  dept  of  27  feet. 

"If  the  shafts  at  Maumbury  were  flint 
mines,"  says  the  author  of  the  report,  "why  are 
there  no  galleries  of  the  kind  so  common  at 
Cissbury  and  at  Grimes'  Graves?  At  Maum- 
bury the  picks  are  in  close  order,  and,  indeed, 
in  many  cases  hardly  a  foot  separates  them  at 
the  top'.  It  is  difficult  to  conceive  prehistoric 
man's  reason  for  digging  so  many  shafts  if  in- 
tended for  mines,  as  one  or  two  would  have 
sufficed  to  test  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the 
flint;  the  material,  of  course,  abounds  in  Dor- 
set, though  the  best  qualities  are  in  some  places 
not  easily  obtainable." 
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RITING  from  the  Observatory  of 
Juvisv  to  the  European  edition 
of  The  New  York  Herald,  M. 
Flammarian   says: 

"The    sparkling    star    which 
now  shines  in  the  evenings  in  the  unobtrusive 
clearness  of  the  twilight  and  which  dominates 
over  the  nights  when  there  is  no  moon,   this 
radiant  star  in  which   more   than   one   of  our 
readers    will    have    assuredly    recognized    the 
powerful  Jupiter,   particularly  attracts  our  re- 
gards not  only  because  it  shines  like  the  most 
beautiful   of   stars,    whose   proper   stellar   bril- 
liance it  usurps  by  reflecting  from  the  entire 
extent    of    its    immense    disk,    like   a    gigantic 
mirror,  the  fires  of  the  sun,  but  also  because 
this  colossal  world,  the  greatest  in  all  the  solar 
system,  twelve  times  the  diameter  of  the  earth 
and  thirteen  hundred  times  greater  in  volume, 
presents  to  us  one  of  the  most  difficult  prob- 
lems of  present  day  astro-physics. 

"If  the  stars  interest  us  under  different 
classes  as  so  many  brothers  of  the  sun,  which 
rules  the  destinies  of  our  terrestrial  sojourn, 
why  should  we  not  pay  very  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  sisters  of  our  planet,  living  in  the 
same  radiation  and  under  the  same  attraction 
and  going  through  phases  which  it  has  already 
passed,  or  which  it  will  reach  later? 

"Now,  while  Mars  appears  to  have  arrived 
at  a  period  of  its  existence  more  advanced 
than  the  earth,  Jupiter  on  the  contrary  may 
give  us  an  idea  of  what  the  earth  was  in  its 
early  ages.  Thus,  it  is  understood,  we  seek  to 
decipher  the  Jovian  puzzle. 

"But  that  is  not  without  difficulties  for, 
however  formidable  are  the  dimensions  of  the 
heavenly  body  dedicated  to  the  ruler  of  Olym- 
pus and  however  perfect  are  our  telescopes, 
the  more  than  625,000,000  kilometres  (390,-j 
000,000  miles)  which  separate  us  from  Jupiter 


are  a  serious  obstacle  to  the  investigation  of 
its  surface.  Nevertheless  the  patience  of  ob- 
servers has  its  recompense. 

IMPORTANT  CHANGES 

"Thus  it  happens  that  at  Juvisy,  where  we 
follow  regularly  this  planet,  we  have  been 
able  to  note  important  changes  since  last  year. 
The  large  northern  equatorial  band  has  devel- 
oped considerably,  and  in  the  southern  part  it 
appears  to  be  dotted  with  numerous  spots, 
more  or  less  dark,  from  which  often  start 
obliquely  grayish  trails  that  go  to  rejoin  the 
southern  equatorial  band. 

"The  intrinsic  nature  of  these  spots  is  still 
very  mysterious;  certain  astronomers  compare 
them  to"  the  sun  spots  and  attribute  their  forma- 
tion to  cyclonic  movements  in  the  midst  of  a 
gaseous  atmosphere  formed  of  layers  of  dif- 
ferent densities  and  of  varied  temperatures. 

"But  two  of  these  spots  appear  in  any  case 
not  to  conform  to  this  theory  because  their 
aspect  and  their  persistence  do  not  agree  very 
Well  with  such  a  hypothesis.  One  of  them, 
which  forms  at  present  the  most  striking  fea- 
ture of  the  Jovian  surface,  appears  in  the  form 
of  an  oblong  trail,  very  extended  and  grayish, 
situated  between  the  southern  equatorial  belt 
and  the  temperate  band  of  the  same  hemi- 
sphere. 

"It  is  found  just  now  in  conjunction  with 
the  famous  'red  spot,'  noted  for  more  than  half 
a  century  for  its  persistence  in  the  extraordin- 
ary chaos  of  this  planet,  and,  although  it  has 
lost  its  reddish  color  and  is  at  present  of. i 
milky  whiteness,  it  keeps  its  oval  form  and  its 
relative  position  in  the  tropical  current. 

"Nevertheless,  it  seems  forced  toward  the 
East,  and  its  angular  speed  is  increased  every 
time  the  southern  tropical  grey  spot  meets  it. 
The  latter  arrives  like  a  fluid  mass,  liquid  or 
gaseous,  for  example  like  stratus  clouds  or  a 
river  of  air  moved  by  a  violent  cloud ;  it  reaches 


the  'red  spot,'  which  is  moving  less  rapidly, 
and  then  occurs  a  phenomenon  which  for  a 
long  time  has  greatly  puzzled  astronomers:— 
To  pass  the  'red  spot'  what  path  will  it  follow? 
MAKING    OF    CONTINENT 

"If  it  passes  above  it  will  hide  the  'red 
spot.'  If  it  glides  beneath  it  will  show  that 
this  formerly  reddish  formation  is  aerial;  that 
is  to  say,  a  sort  of  plain,  42,000  kilometres 
(26,250  miles)  in  diameter  suspended  in  the 
atmosphere  of  Jupiter. 

"The  observations  of  this  conjunction, 
which  have  just  been  made  at  my  observatory 
by  Mr.  Quenisset,  lead  to  the  belief  that  the 
southern  tropical  trail  neither  goes  above  nor 
underneath  the  'red  spot,'  but  that  it  passes 
around  it,  altering  more  or  less  its  southern 
and  northern  shores.  . 

"The  evidence  agrees  with  the  hypothesis 
already  indicated  in  these  columns  of  a  partial 
solidification  in  this  region  of  the  planet,  a 
first  island  or  embryo  of  a  continent,  unless 
it  may  still  be  only  a  very  intense  condense- 
tion  of  matter  in  a  medium  essentially  fluid 

and  gaseous. 

"The  differences  of  rotation  observed  ac- 
cording to  the  different  zones,  9  hour*,  50 
minutes  3o  seconds  at  the  Muator;,  9  hours, 
55  minutes  41  seconds  for  W*  south  tropical 
band,  etc.,  show  us  a  world  of  t  still  very  un- 
stable constitution,  where  the*  apjp***  «r*at 
variations  of  densities  and  of  temperatures  *£ 
cording  to  the  differ***  fetfctf*  ind^htfhis 
at  present  to  the  |Mriftor#l  period;  of  it* 
history.

The   statement   that   the   carved   bedstead 
from   Sizergh   Castle,    Westmoreland,   now  in 
the  Victoria  and  Albert  Museum,  South  Ken- 
sington, is  not  the  genuine  piece  of  furniture 
hitherto  believed,  has  raised  considerable  dis- 
cussion among  experts,  remarks  The  London    , 
Standard.     This  bedstead  bears  the  date  1568, 
and  is  officially  described  as  "worthy  to  figure 
in  the  best  period  of  English  renaissance,"  but 
it  is  claimed  that,  though  it  was  originally  a 
walnut  bedstead,  only  two  posts  can  lay  claim 
to  genuineness,  the  rest  being  made  up  of  oak. 
Though   not  inclined   to  discuss  this  bed- 
stead, an  official  at  the  museum  admitted  to  a 
representative  that  it  was  possible  for' curators 
to  be  deceived  in  regard  to  purchases  for  the 
nation's  museum. 

"It  is  quite  true  that  even  unceasing  vigil- 
ance may  allow  spurious  antiques  to  pass  as 
genuine,  such  as  the  'Bode-Lucas'  bust;  but  it 
is  also  true  that  furniture  has  more  'fakes'  than 
any  other  branch  of  antiques,"  he  said.  "Lon- 
don has  not  suffered  to  any  considerable  ex- 
tent from  such  errors  compared  with  some 
museums.  The  imitations  and  reproductions  of 
furniture  are  legion.  For  instance,  Thomas 
Chippendale  could  never  have  produced  all  the 
furniture  said  to  have  gone  from  his  hands. 
Likewise  Stradivarlus  could  never  have  made 
all  the  alleged  'Strad'  violins  which  are  to 
be  found  in  the  world. 

"In  the  case  of  oak  one  can  come  across 
tons  of  'antiques'  in  fumed  oak.  Now,  fumed 
oak  is  a  certain  timber  discolored  by  means  ct 
ammonia.  As  a  rule  the  spurious  article  can 
be  detected  easily  enough,  for  it  is  in  the  details 
that  the"  history  lies.  Jacobean  joiners,  for 
instance,  used  oaken  pegs,  and  they  polished 
their  furniture  with  beeswax  and  turpehtme. 
Imitators  have  for  many  years  been  paying 
attention  to  ornate  French  furniture  from  the 
days  of  the  Boule  to  the  Empire,  and  some  of 
the  finest  examples,  such  as  the  'Bureau  d§? 
Roi*  of  the  Louis  XV.  period  in  the  LouV**,  if», 
of  wonderful  workmanship.

the  class  work  include  a  study  of  the  metals 
and  alloys  used  in  machine  construction.  But 
most  emphasis  will  be  laid  on  actual  drawings 
of  machine  parts,  starting  with  the  most  simple 
for  the  student's  need,  and  gradually  working 
into  the  more  complex  machine  design. 

The  class  in  plan  reading  and  estimating, 
so  successful  last  year,  will  this  year  be  under 
the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  August  B.  Schallerer. 
Mr.  Schallerer  is  a  graduate  of  Englewood  High 
School,  of  Chicago,  later  graduating  from  the 
technical  course  in  -the  Armour  Institute  of 
Technology.  He  worked  for  some  time  in  the 
office  of  Mr.  Carlys  Zimmerman,  state  architect 
for  Illinois.  Mr.  Schallerer  has  had  experience 
in  structural  steel  detailing,  and  hq.s  worked  in 
architects'  offices  in  several  large  cities,  doing 
draughting,  superintending  and  estimating. 
For  six  months  he  has  been  architect  and  sup- 
erintendent of  building  constructions  for  the 
Bungalow  Construction  Company  of  this  city. 

The  study  of  plan  reading  and  estimating 
is  particularly  for  the  instruction  of  men  who 
desire  to  become  general  foremen  and  men  in 
any  branch  of  the  building  business  who  wish 
to  become  familiar  and  proficient  in  grasping 
every  detail  of  plans  and  quickly  estimating 
quantities  and  the  cost  of  materials.  The  in- 
structions will  cover  thoroughly  every  phase 
of  plan  reading,  from  the  simplest  one-roomed 
house  to  the  intricate  blue  prints  of  the  hotel 
or  modern  office  building.  Practical  talks  and 
. — — demonstrations  will  be  held— at-A/arious  times 
for  the  benefit  of  the  students,  and  also  em- 
phasis will  be  laid  on  means  and  methods  of 
estimating  costs  from  excavation  to  ridge-pole. 

Just  as  necessary  to  the  technical  man  as 
draughting  is  a  thorough  course  in  mathematics 
and  to  meet  this  need  the  Y.M.C.A.  last  year 
established  the  classes  in  algebra  and  geometry. 
These  studies  are  not  for  the  student  who  is 
looking  for  "mental  gymnastics,"  but  rather 
for  the  young  man  who  is  earnest  to  gain  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  really  useful  and  practi- 
cal technical  material.  Men  must  have  a  good 
knowledge  o\  arithmetic  before  entering  upon 
the  study  of  higher  mathematics,  and  having 
rrch.  should  experience  little  difficulty  in  pro- 
rre:ling  further  in  this  most  fascinating  study. 
This  course  is  also  fitted  to  meet  the  need  of 
the  man  reeking  matriculation  standing,  as  the 
j''.criiil  requirements  are  to  be  closely  followed 
I  y  t'.ie  shidents.  The  instructor,  Mr.  D.  W. 
f>.nton,  was  last  year  on  the  educational  staff. 
Mr.  Canton  is  a  teacher  of  several  years'  ex- 
poiier.ie  before  coming  to  Victoria.  He  is  a 
rraduate  of  Queen's  College,  Kingston,  holding 
:  !  r.c'.ielors  and  master's  degrees.  His  kindly 
personality.  earnestness  and  enthusiasm, 
upted  with  a  love  for  his  fellow  men,  be- 
rreak  many  pleasant  and  profitable  hours  for 
t':c  rtudents  in  advanced  mathematics. 

Although  a  large  number  of  young  men  are 
t^day  fcclinr;  the  call  of  technical  work,  per- 
haps an  even  larger  percentage  are  going  into 
the  business  world,  there  to  try  their  fortunes. 
Here,  as  in  no  other  work,  are  called  out  of  a 
Plan  his  best  efF6rts  arid  all  his  energy,  and  here 
is  required  the  best  possible  preparation  and 
training.  So,  to  meet  this  very  real  need  in 
the  life  of  men,  the  educational  department  is 
conducting  a  complete,  well-equipped  depart- 
ment in  commercial  and  business  subject?. 
Book-keeping,  penmanship,  arithmetic,  spell- 
ing, shorthand,  typewriting,  subjects  so  vital 
to  the  man  in  commercial  pursuits  are  here 
taught  by  experts,  so  that  the  student  may  be 
.  well  fitted  to  take  his  place  in  the  busy  busi- 
ness world. 

The  book-keeping  class  will  be  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Van  Buskirk.  who  is  also  teach- 
ing advertising.  Mr.  Van  Buskirk  graduated 
from  the  Business  College  course  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  West  Virginia,  and  since  that  time 
has  had  eight  years'  practical  experience  in 
many  different  lines  of  book-keeping  work, 
now  being  engaged  in  that  occupation  in  Vic- 
toria. The-  study  Jn  this  topic  will  be  emin- 
ently practical,  and  the  student  should  receive 
a  good  knowledge  o(  book-keeping  and  busi- 
ness methods. 

The  work  in  penmanship  will  be  conducted 
by  Mr.  C.  H.  Johnston,  of  whom  more  will  be 
said  later.  Suffice  it  to  say  now,  that  the  class 
will  receive  thorough  instruction  in  business 
handwriting,  rather  than  ornamental  or  decor- 
ative penmanship. 

The  business  man  must  know  arithmetic. 
That  is  almost  an  axiom,  and  to  give  that 
knowledge  the  association  has  re-engaged  Mr. 
Graves,  who  had  an  enrolment  of  forty-nine 
.  students  in  arithmetic  last  season.  Mr.  Graves 
is  a  native  of  Ireland,  where  he  graduated  from 
the  Portora  Royal  School.  He  holds  a  dip- 
loma from  the  Irish  Synod  Examination  Board, 
having  had  considerable  experience  as  a 
teacher.  He  also  held  for  eleven  years  a  trust- 
ed position  with  the  White  Pass  and  Yukon 
Railroad  as  accountant  and  in  various  other  de- 
partments. 

The  arithmetic  class  will  be  open  to  any 
man,  however  much  or  little  of  the  subject  he 
may  know,  and  will  be  so  organized  that  all 
will  have  equal  opportunity  for  advancement. 

Spelling  will  also  be  taught  by  Mr.  C.  H. 
Johnston*  whose  endeavor  will  be  to  correct 
m      the  fault  so  frequently  found  among  business 
men — bad  spelling. 

Mr.  E.  C  Wildersphv  is  again  to  be  in 
charge  of  the  classes  in  shorthand  and  type- 
writing. Mr.  Wilderspin  was  born  in  classic 
Cambridge,  England,  where  he  received  his 
commercial  training  in  a  technical  school. 
Placing  much  emphasis  on  shorthand,  he 
H     quickly  gained  such  proficiency  as  to  secure  a 


fir$t  class  certificate  for  the  Midland  Counties 
Union  of  Educational  Institutions  (Birming- 
ham) for  both  theory  and  speed  with  maxi- 
mum marks.  From  a  study  of  Pitman's  Type- 
writer Manual  a  thorough  grounding  has  been 
made  in  that  subject. 

Considerable  practical  experience  including 
that  gained  in  one  of  the  university  depart-- 
partments  at  Cambridge,  and  also  private  tui- 
tion has  had  the' effect  of  not  only  increasing 
efficiency  in  the  winged  art,  but  also  creating 
a  love  for  it.  The  Pitman  System  will  be  fol- 
lowed during  the  season,  instruction  being  al- 
most entirely  individual,  and  the  pupi's  will  be 
pushed  just  as  fast  and  just  as  thoroughly  as 
they  can,  so  as  to  assimilate  the  material. 
These  two  classes  last  year  under  Mr.  Wilder- 
spin  gained  >he  highest  grades  p*  any  from 
Victoria  in  the  interuatiun  U  Y.  M.  C.  A.  exam- 
inations. 

The  elementary  subjects  of  grammar,  read- 
ing, spelling,  writing,  arithmetic,  which  are 
combined  into  the  English  course,  are  acknow- 
ledged the  foundation  for  any  educational 
work,  or  even  for  any  position  in  lii'e.  The 
last  three  have  already  been  discussed,  and 
may  it  be  sufficient  to  say  that  the  man  need- 
ing the  very  elements  of  these  subjects  may 
secure  them  in  the  same  class  as  the  more  ad- 
vanced student,  owing  to  the  excellent  system 
of  individual  instruction  employed. 

The  class  in  grammar  and  reading  will  be 
also  under'  the  guiding  hand  of  Mr.  P.  B. 
Graves,  whom  we  have  met  before.  Here  will 
be  taught  the  elements  of  our  English  'tongue, 
both  in  print  and  in  speech,  and  here  the  class 
will  learn  how  to  use  their  language  clearly, 
correctly  and  forcibly  whether  on  paper  or  by 
word  of  mouth. 

The  matriculation   or  college   preparatory 


physiography  and  geology,  preparing  a  thesis 
on  the  "Geology  of  the  North  West."  Not  only 
class-room  but  acTtial  field  experience  was  se- 
cured by  Mr.  Kuney  who  spent  two  months  in 
close  study  of  the  origin  of.the  Eastern  part  of 
the  State  of  Washington.  The  class  in  physio- 
graphy will  follow  closely  the  requirements  as 
prescribed  by  McGill  University,  and  show1 
have  little  difficulty  in  covering  considerable 
ground  this  season,  This  should  be  an  ex- 
tremely interesting  study,  particularly  to  citi- 
zens of  this  North-West  country. 

Both  English  history  and  English  literature 
will  be  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  C.  H.  John- 
ston, also  teacher  of  spelling  and  penmanship. 
Mr.  Johnston  is  a  native  of  County  Carlow,  Ire- 
land. He  comes  of  a  teaching  stock,  his 
grandfather,  father,  sister  and  two  brothers 
having  followed  that  profession.  He  graduat- 
ed from  the  Marlborough  St.  College  in  Dublin 
on  the  session  83-4,  and  concurrent^  took  up 
his  arts  course  in  the  Royal  University.  He 
commenced  his  career  as  assistant  mister  in 
English  and  mathematics  in  Wesley  College, 
Dublin,  from  which  he  became  Principal  of 
the  Abbey  St.  Boy*s  School  in  the  city  of  Arm- 
agh. After  serving  under  the  Irish  Board  of 
Education  as  a  first  class  teacher  In  the  capa- 
city of  principal  for  fifteen  years,  he  was  ap- 
pointed head  master  of  the.  Edendale  Institute 
in  the  Colony  of  Natal,  South  Africa,  and  the 
following  year  he  became  principal,  which 
post,  he  held  till  ill  health  compelled  him  to 
leave  the  country.  His  experience  in  the  pre- 
paration of  pupils  for  competitive  and  qualify- 
ing examki aUens  ambpaces-the-follo-wing-r-  En- 
trance  to  Trinity  College  and  the  Royal  Univer- 
sity, Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  civil 
service,  including  boy  clerk,  general  post  office, 
customs  and  excise  examinations,  and  Welling- 


Thorough  lessons  and  lectures,  the  students 
writing  monthly  examination  papers,  and  se- 
curing the  Sheldon  diploma  when  successfully 
completing  the  study.  To  any  business  man, 
young  or  old,  the  course  is  invaluable,  and 
should  by  all  means  be  investigated. 

Another  special  class  of  great  use  to  the 
modern  commercial  man  is  that  in  showcard 
writing.  The  commercial  showcard  is  a  com- 
parative innovation  in  the  business  world,  but 
has  rapidly  made  its  way  until  it  has  become 
a  necessity.  Many  a  young  man  is  now  mak- 
ing a  comfortable  living  as  a  showcard  writer, 
who,  without  that  training  might  be  far  worse 
off.  Business  getting  qualities  are  eagerly 
sought  by  business  houses  the  world  over,  and 
putting  such  qualities  upon  a  card  is  what  the 
showcard  class  will  be  taught  to  do. 

Mr.  Hal  Kastrup  is  to  be  in  charge  of  this 
class.  He  is  a  native  of  Utah  and  a  graduate 
of  the  Spokane  High  School.  At  the  age  of 
fifteen  years  he  began  the  study  of  commercial 
showcard  writing  under  the  direction  of  J.  C. 
Corey,  of  the  Corey  Sign  Company,  of  Seattle, 
going  into  the  studio  with  Mr.  Corey.  Later 
he  studied  under  D.  Mikesell,  a  well  known 
commercial  artist  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  and 
was  closely  associated  with  R.  Crawford,  for- 
merly of  Seattle  and  Victoria.  He  is  now  in 
charge  of  the  showcard  department  at  David 
Spencer's,  Ltd. 

Among  the  topics  studied  in  the  class  will, 
be  the  use  and  care  of  tools  and  materials, 
construction  of  lines,  curves,  striping,  letters, 
formation  of,  spacing,  shading  and  proportion; 
d.voi.tlioi.s,  rulinvs.  ho;.L\;„  iu;ic':.,  ,inJ  :;ten- 
cil  patterns;  general  design  and  construction  of 
show  cards  and  designs;" color,  principles  of, 
shades,  blending  and  mixing. 

The  foreigner  who  comes  to  our  shores  in 


course,  which  is  this  year  being  offered  for  the 
first  time,  deserves  a  word  oi  explanation. 
Probably  never  before  in  the  history  of  our 
city  has  there  been  such  a  large  number  of 
young  men  who  are  hoping  for  advanced  edu- 
cational training,  and  many  of  whom  are  lack- 
ing opportunity  by  day  to  meet  the  necessary 
requirements.  These  are  the  men  whom  the 
educational  department  organizers  had  in  mind 
when  the  course  was  announced.  Not  only 
these,  but  those  engaged  in  some  of  the  lines 
where  examinations  over  matriculation  sub- 
jects are  given,  in  fact,  any  young  man  who 
for  any  reason  needs  matriculation  standing- 
can  gain  it  by  attendance  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
classes.  The  subjects  offered  are  Latin,  alge- 
bra, geometry,  physiography,  English  history 
and  English  literature. 

Latin  will  be  taught  by  Mr.  D.  W.  Gan- 
ton,  who  will  also  teach  algebra  and  geometry. 
In  the  Latin  course,  as  in  all  the  other  matricu- 
lation work,  the  McGill  Uniycrsity  require- 
ments will  be  closely  followed,  so  that  no  time, 
may  be.  wasted  in  studying  non-essentials. 
Thorough  training  will  be  given  in  the  noun, 
declensions,'  conjugations,  various  parts  of 
speech  as  well  as  in  composition  arid  transla- 
tion, both  from  Latin  into  English  and  vice 
versa.  Later  Caesar's  De  Bello  Galbio  will  be 
read,  and  if  time  permits,  other  Latin  texts. 

The  mathematic  classes  have  already  been 
mentioned. 

Mr.  Vefon  Kuney  will  be  instructor  in  phy- 
siography. This  young  enthusiast  is  only  lately 
come  to  our.  city  straight  from  college  halls. 
He  is  a  native  of  the  state  of  Kansas,  trained 
in  the  schools  of  Washington!  and  a  Bachelor 
of  Science  from  Whitman  College.  While  In 
college  Mr.   Kuney  paid  special  attention  to 
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ton  College.  London  (a  school  for  the  sons  of 
deceased  army  officers  ; 

In  English  history  "Candidates  will  be  re- 
quired to  show  a  somewhat  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  history  of  England  from  1485  to 
the  present  time."  (Quoted  from.  McGill  Cal- 
endar). Also  the  geography  relating  to  the 
prescribed  history  will  be  taught. 

The  literature  class  will  study  first  .Shakes- 
peare's Julius  Caisar,  later  taking  jp  some 
other  of  the  required  works. 

Both  of  these  classes'  under  the  guidance 
of  such  a  man  as  Mr.  Johnston,  should  be  ex- 
tremely interesting  and  helpful. 

In  the  commercial,  world  ofijtbday,  one 
man  stands  supreme.  To  him  all  others  bow, 
and  through  him  businesses  are  made  or 
broken.  He  is  the  salesman,  the  man  who  c^n 
"deliver  the  goods."  Someone  has  well  said 
that  in  this  day,  of  fierce  competition  and  con- 
tinual struggle  the  man  who  can  sell  things 
is  the  man  who  can  always  reach  the  top. 

The  association  believes  that  "salesmen  are 
made,"  contrary  to  the  old  maxim  as  it  may 
seem,  and  that  any.man  can  by  applying  him- 
self properly  become  a  real  salesman.  To 
this  end  a  course  in  salesmanship  is  being  car- 
ried on  this  year  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  H. 
M.  Underhill.  Mr.  Underhill  is  a  typical  suc- 
cessful salesman.  Young,  keen,  full  of  enthu- 
siasm and  imbued  with  the  belief  that  "he  pro- 
fits most  who  serves  best,"  he  is  the  ideal 
leader  for  such  a  class.  Coupled  with  these 
qualities  is  an  extensive  experience  as  sales- 
man in  various  lines,  and  also  in  leading  stu- 
dents through  the  study  of  this  topic.  In  all 
likelihood-  one  of  the  excellent  courses  orig- 
inated by  the  Sheldon  School  of  Business  Build- 
ing of   the  ' British    RripirA    will    be    tsmfH 
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this  day  and  age  is  one  of  the  most  helpless 
persons  imaginable.  In  him  lies  limitless  pos- 
sibilities for  good  or  ill,  and  Jto  him  the.Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  is  making  a  par- 
ticularly strong  appeal  through  its  immigration 
department.  The  sociologist  can  clearly  see 
that  with  the  enormous  influx  of  the  foreign 
born  which  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal 
will  bring  to  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  the  foreign 
manners,  customs,  ideas  and  ideals  which  will 
be  carried  to  our  shores  unless  we  Canadianize 
the  foreigner  he  will  foreignize  us.  To  meet 
this  difficulty  the  Victoria  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  con- 
ducting a  class  in  English  for  foreign  men. 
Here  will  be  taught  not  only  the  English  lan- 
guage, but  also  an  effort  will  be  made  to  give 
the  new-comer  a  right  view  of  our  ideals,  ideas 
and  ways  of  living,  and  to  make  of  him  a 
Christian,  law  abiding  citizen. 

The  system  of  instruction  is  that  perfected 
by  Dr.  Roberts  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  Immigration  Department  on'  the 
Atlantic  Coast.  It  needs  no  interpreter,  but 
can  be  taught  to  a  class  composed  of  any  num- 
ber of  different  nationalities..  The  study  is  a 
conversation  between  teacher  and  pupil  about 
the  most  commonplace  incidents,  such  as  re- 
ceiving a  caller  at  home,  cashing  a  cheque,  or 
such  every  day  occurrence.  Mr.  R.  E.  Cromp- 
ton  will  lead  the  class  for  foreign-speaking 
men.  Mr.  Crompton  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Higher  Grade  School,  Pendleton;  and  supple- 
mented his  education  with  work  at  the  Royal 
Technical  Institute,  Manchester.  He  has  had 
three  years  experience  working  among  foreign 
men  in  various  capacities,  and  has  taught  this 
same  course  before,  so  that  he  is  particularly 
well  qualified  to  teach  this  needy  group. 
There  i<  p*r**n«  »<  srwt  *  wnnnfKihfltty  rest- 


ing  on  his  shoulders  as  upon  any  member  of 
the. faculty,  for  his  is  the  task  of  re-shaping 
lives,  and  re-making  men.  The  moral  tone  of 
Victoria  rests  largely  in  the  sort  of  instruction 
which  the  foreign  man  receives  when  he  ar- 
rives upon  our  shores. 

A  new  departure  this  year  in  the  local  as- 
sociation is  the  offering  of  a  course  in  violin 
instruction. 

The  educational  department  feels  that 
many  would  like  to  take  advantage  of  thi:; 
musical  training,  but  have  been  heretofore  pre- 
vented for  various  reasons.  So  this  season  ar- 
rangements have  been  made  with  Prof.  Ernesto 
Claudio  whereby  students  registering  at  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  violin  instruction  may  obtain 
lessons  in  classes  of  two  at  special  rates. 

Prof.  Claudio  is  a  native  of  Italy,  where  he 
entered  the  Royal  Conservatory  of  Music  un- 
der Peitro  a  Maiella  in  1889.  He  studied  vio- 
lin under  L.  F.  Alus.-i,  Solfeggio,  ^^^  theory 
under  Prof.  S.  P.  Camp  uiella,  and  harmony 
under  Dr.  C.  De  Nafdis*.  He  left  the  college 
with  honors  in.  1895  ^n^  practised  his  profes- 
sion in  his  native  land  until  1807  when  he 
went  to  Athens.  Greece,  as  concert  master  at 
the  Athens  Opera  House;  later  spending  five 
years  at  Constantinople,  Turkey,  teaching  and 
playing  in' concerts.  In  1902  he  landed  in  New 
York  where  he  became  first  violin  in  a  grand 
opera  company.  In  1903  he  came  to  Victoria 
where  he  has  established  himself  as  one  of  our 
leading  musicians.  This  is  a  rare  opportunity 
for  aspiring  musicians  to  secure  violin  instruc- 
tion with  a  master  of  the  instrument,  and  any- 
one  may  register,  from  the  youngest  beginner 
to" the  advanced  student. 

Perhaps  even  more  important  than  the 
men's  school  which  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  is  establishing  is  the  night  school 
for  Victoria's  boys. 

One  of  the  sewcus  commentaries  on  our 
present  educational  system  is  the  fact  thai  only 
one-third  of  our  school  boys  ever  complete  the 
hover  grades.  The  causes  oi  this  condition  are 
many  and  varied;  the  results  are  seei*  only  too 
often  in  the  large  numbers  of* incompetent,  un- 
trained men  who  line  our  streets,  unable  to 
find  work,  or  only  that  which  pays  a  very 
small  wage.  To  combat  this  condition,  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association-  through- 
out the  land  are  establishing  night  schools  for 
boys  who  must  earn  a  living  during  the  day. 
In  such  schools  boys  have  an  opportunity  to 
master  the  elementary  subjects.  Later  some 
vocational  training  can  be  taken  up,  and  the 
boy  actually  made  a  useful,  efficient  citizen. 

The  school  for  boys  in  the  Victoria  asso- 
ciation will  be  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  W. 
N.  Jenkins.  Mr.  Jenkins  comes  from  Prince 
Edward  Island,  where  he  had  his  early  training 
at  MacDonald's  Consolidated  School.  Here  he 
later  became  an  instructor,  serving  well  for 
some  time.  Always  a  leader  in  all  school 
sports  and  clubs,  he  graduated  a  silver  medalist, 
returning  to  become  instructor.  Three  years 
ago  he  came  West,  to  a  position  in  the  George 
Jay  School,  later  being  transferred  to  the  Boys' 
Central,  where  he  is  now  teaching.  Mr.  Jen- 
kins in  the  class-room  is  not  so  much  a  teacher 
of  the  boys  as  he  is  a  companion  with  them, 
and  the  methods  employed  are  those  of  friend- 
ly discussion  rather  than  of  the  school-room. 
The  class  is  organized  into  a  club  each  year, 
so  that  the  boys  gain  much  in  a  social  way. 
In  short,  the  boys  enrolled  in  this  school  will 
be  brought  into  contact  not  only  with  the  text 
books,  but  with  an  institution  manned  and 
equipped  to  develop  the  mental,  physical  and 
spiritual  sides  of  one's  character.

THE  STEAM  FRICTION  OF  TURBINE 
WHEELS 


The  frictional  resistances  created  by  the  ro- 
tation of  a  turbine  wheel  in  the  steam  sur- 
rounding it  constitute  a  loss  which  is  generally 
of  sufficient  importance  to  deserve  careful  at- 
tention in  design.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that,  by  neglecting  to  consider  this  loss,  it  is 
quite  possible  to  design  a  wheel  in  which  it  is 
excessive.  This  is  especially  the  case  with  high- 
speed wheels.  The  steam  frictional  resistances 
increase  so  rapidly  with  the  speed  that  at  high- 
speeds  they  become  so  large  as  to  exercise  a 
direct  and  important  influence  on  the  efficiency1 
of  the  turbine.  Indeed,  with  simple  types 
of  impulse  turbines  it  is  this  factor  alone  which; 
limits  the  speed  for  economical  working.  At 
low  speeds  these  resistances  are  certainly  less 
important,  but  it  should  not  be  too  readily  as- 
sumed that  they  are  negligible.  Low-speed 
turbines  are  usually  of  the  multiple-stage  type, 
and  while  the  frictional  losses  per  disc  may  be 
comparatively  small,  the  total  losses  due  to1 
this  cause,  over  the  whole  turbine,  may  be  suf- 
ficiently important  as  to  require  investigation. 
In  general,  therefore,  a  full  realization  of  the 
nature  and  value  of  these  resistances  is  essen- 
tial to  the  determination  of  a  truly  economical 
speed,  and  the  factors  on  which  this  value  prin- 
cipally depends  should  be  kept  clearly  in  view 
throughout  the  design. — Engineering.
